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PREFACE 

In ISCW-OT, on leaving Caiiilirulgo, I luaile a joumoy rouml 
the \v«»rl(l on which I \vr«>to a Y>j(»k of ti'nvol, the nnino of 
whii'h lias \\\k*\\ while th<* l)iN>k is wholly out of date. Owing 
to the sucet'ss of the title of (h'fuh^r Jin'ftiin, the work, since 
the eolation of its .^ale as a new Ijook, has continuinl to be 
in denian<l — a (hMnand which has hhown no tiMulency to 
dtvivax' with the la|)M» of years, — hut has Ixvn a &uu»xe of 
«'nil);irraN>»nicnt to till* author, who coulf I n(»t but ftvl that the 
work had liecouK* in a givat nunilnT of {xiints wholly inap* 
I>lic;tl>le t(» existing circumstances. In 1N75 I made another 
journey mund the glolM\ after which I add«'(l two chapters Ui 
(ti'ttifti' lirit'iin, iind, by the iiiM-rtion of fo«>tnotes, trieil to 
bring my volumes up to date; but the attempt was a failure, 
as th«* whole . schema of the work would ha\e had to Im* nvast 
in onler to pr«*\cnt it, in many ikass;igi\s, fn»m otnveying 
inai-curate inipivssions. As n^ganls two hubs(M|ucnt jounioyii 
in each of m hich I made m.v ^ay half nauid the ^orld, I Imve 
not att«'mpt<il to write of them in the form <»f a nHX>nl of 
tra\«*l ; I lia\c thought, ho^cxer, that thert* was nM>m for M\ 
eiitin-ly new iMMik U|)on th«* s.-iine hubj<'«'ts as iImam* treated in 
the original woik, but dealt \k\\\\ fn»in the |toint of \\vw of 
|M»litic;d and social ob^-rxation and i*oni|NtriM»n nither tluin 
from that of dcM-riptive hight s4*«*ing. 

Thi<» then is not a liook of tra\el, but a tivati.se on the 
pn^^Mit |»ositi(»n of (Sivater Ihitaiti, in x%liich ^ptxrinl atten* 
tioii has lieeii gi\«'ii to the ivlatioim «if the Kiigli.slii»|ienking 
omntrtcH with «»ne another, and t«i the ct»m|ianitive politic* of

the count riei umler Hritisli giiveriniieiit. Tlie MM. Kecltu 
hiive hliuwn the UM*fu1ii<^ss of one fonii of i»ucli giMicml works, 
and I liJivi* tried to <lo for tlio stAt4*cnift and legislation of the 
colonics and |M)(Miej»sions of Knglaiid across the M*as what they 
liavc dc»ne for tlie gei^niphy of tlie world. In making tlie 
attempt to survey tlie ixMition and pn»spects of Greater 
Britain, and to re-examine, after a Xaiyae of twcMity years, 
the LuicIh of EnglUli govfinmeni and Engliiih tongue, I am 
encounig(*d by the ftirling tluit, although the Uisk may be a 
ditficult one, and in some n*s|K*cts almost ini|NitMible of accom- 
plinhment, there exints no r(H.vnt work in which it Ciui lje said 
to hiive bct'n perfonnetl. There are indeed general sur\ey8 of 
the Hritinli Empire in the German and Fn*nch tongues, and 
one of them — M. Avalle's book — is the lx*st work uix>n the 
coloiii<*H and depemlencies of the United Kingdom ; but in 
Knglish we liave little since MaKin*s book except mere 
|Kimphh*tH, or books of n*fi*ix'nce hucIi as the excellent Colonial 
Othce Lint, or general tn*:itis4ni on colonisation with no special 
reference to the legislation and the circumstances of the 
moment. Some authors, such as Dr. Dale, have written 
excellent books on gn>u|M of colonies, which will be mentioned 
in due course, but liave not dealt with the Empire lu a whole ; 
and Mr Fox-]V>ume, who has gone lightly, and I^xifessor 
Seeley, who has gone dt!<*p]y, over a wi<ler Hehl, liave sur\'eyed 
it nminly from the |K>int of view of history. Even supposing 
that my inquiry into the prt*sent potation of Greater Britain 
should Ijo proiMHinced a failure, I may at all events lie able to 
feel tlmt in attempting it I liave pointed the way to othen, 
who may contrive to make lietter use tluiii I have done of the 
raw nmterial. Tliat material in my own case lias chiefly been 
amassed by some industry in rra«ling many things tliat isstio 
fnNu cuhHiial presses, ainl discussing the matters to which they 
relate with colonists of all par»oitiw 

It w«>ulil, indeetl, liave been impossible to have even 
attempted to enter upon tlie task withoai assistance from 
many inliabttants of the colonies descrilinl, and from peraooJi 
wl*o liave made tliems«*lves acquaintcil with the legislation and 
oombtion of varioiu portions of the Empire. Ai» bowewv I 
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have soiiictinies found it a neceHHity to take a view diametrically 
op|)osed to that which some at leasit of my itifonuaiittt liokl, i 
aliiiotit hesitiite to mime them with a word of thanks for fear 
they might be supiK>seil to l>e thus committed to opinionS| 
wliich, as a fact, they in some cases munt dixapprove. It is 
Ix'tter with this ciution to run the risk than to appear ungrate- 
ful for much kind, courteous, and valuable help. Among tluite 
to whom I am under deep obligation for answering my 
questions, for contributing memoranda upon s|)ccial colonies, 
or fur residing manuscript or proofs, I should wish to mention 
the Agirnts-Oenenil of the colonies, from all of whom I have 
received unfailing help, and whose collections of statistics and 
of laws luive been freely oi)en to me, and especially my friend 
»Sir Cliarles Mills, whoso |K*rsonal fund of infonmition with 
ri'gard to all maitters relating to South Africa has been at my 
disposal by his kindness, although it is possible that he may 
nut approve of my conclusions. I must also specially name 
Mr. J. E. C. lUxlley ; as well as Mr. Francis Stevenson, M.P.^ 
who Ikis ix'iid much attention to the position of our Crown 
Colonies ; Mr. W. A. M'Arthur, M.P. ; Mr. /Vlexander Suther- 
land and Mr. Patchett Martin of Victoria; Mr. Clegg of New 
South Wales ; and Mr. Stanley Gnmtham Hill of QueenslancL 
The otficers whose help I gnitefuUy acknowle«lged in my boc^ 
upon the British anny, have assistetl me in the cliapter upon 
Imivrial IX*fence, and I have also to express my acknowledg- 
ments to my secretiiry, Mr. H. K. Hudson.

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IKTUODUCTIOX S 

tiadi* uliioli IM n*ally raiTit><l on lirtwif*n \ariuuK |h>i tioiis of Uie 
Kiiipiit* itM*lf anil m Hiinilar to tlio local tnule of the United 
Statf^t. In sliippinfT the IhitUh Minpire surpasiies the wholo 
world, hut the manufactures of t lie I nitt*tl States Itave gained 
rapidly u|K»n our own, and already |>erliai>Ke<|UAlouns although 
it i> ilillieult to make a pivcise comiKirts4»n, on account of diller- 
ciut'< of classitiration. In coal production the British Kiopire 
still htan<l.s far U^foro the l*niti*d Stati^ while KuKsin hnnlly 
appears u|)on the liKt, and we not only »tand second in the 
fxtcnt of our coal meiuiun*H for future UKi\ hut first ak n*(;Anls 
tilt* |M»v.sihilities of the sunply of coal to shipping for the North 
Atlantic an<l for the whole of the racitic. In the production of 
p>ld the Kritisli Kmpiro and the I'nited Stntea stand unon a 
fairly iMfual footing, and each of them produces nearly clouble 
a.< much a.H i%usKia. In silver the l*nited States po&»csse4 an 
«>vcrwhehning pre|H>nderanci\ In iron the Kritish rimpiro and 
the rnitetl States are running a nicv in which the latter must 
in the long run w in, while Hu^sia is all lx*liindhand. In whi^at 
pHHluctiun our em)>ire exceeds the production of the l*nited 
States and each of them produces nearly double as much wlHrat 
a^ lUi^sia ; hut in mai/.o the l*nited States is far alu^d. In 
u(M>| thi* Ih'itisli Kmpin* stands tir>t of the three, and luis nearly 
douhlf till* i>ro4lui'tic»n of Uussia, which itself exceeds bv mora 
than a thinl that of the United States. In cattle the United 
StatcN stands first, the British Empire second, and Uussia third ; 
while in horM*s ISussia stands tirst^ the American Union second, 
and the Ihiti^h Kmpire thinl. In slie«*p, as in wool production, 
the l*riti>li Kinpitt; is predominant, and Russia occupies the 
S4i*<»nd place* ; but in pigs the order is reversed. In railway 
iiiil«'ap* the Unitetl States stands altogetlier first, having mora 
timn doubh* the mileage of tlie Kritiidi Empire, and Russia is 
iiowhciv in the race. On the whole, then, we may consider tliat 
for tiM* pn*M'iit the British Empire holds her own against the 
i\>iii|M-titi<»n of her great daughter, although the United States 
U Miiiicwhat piining on her. Ik>th are leaving Russia far 
astrrii, and it is fiosi^ible that the growth of Canada and Ans- 
tndia ma v enable the l»ritisli Empire not only to continue to 
n%al the United States, but c%'en to reassert her supremacy in 
most iioints. 

In -^pite of my lia\in£; entenxl on this brief examination of 
tlio nlati\r |M»Hitir»n> of tlw three gn*at |)owers of the future, it 
Hill lie reiiiarki'd that in the course of some of my s|K*culations 
I oh(^* iiMiie put out of sight, AS I put out of sight in (/reaier 
/i$tt.i,H, the fMilitical Ke|Kinitifm that exists betwtvn England 
and the Uiiit«xl Station. In xUvms introductory words I desire to 
«all attention chiefly to the iiiii>ei'ial |XMtion of our race as com- 
|»^iiinl with the situation of the other |)eopk*i(. and, although the 
otltii;d ixAition* of ilw Britisli Empire and of tlie United States 
iiiay In* v> diainct ah to lie soiia'tinK*s antagonistic, Uie pcoplee 
tlM>iiiM*lves arc- not only in ract) ami language, lait in laws mad 
religion and in many matters ol feeling— essentially ooik 
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Tlirii' i> aiioilu'r |M>iht <»f vk*w fniiii wliirli the prt'sMMit aii<l 
fiitiiii*of tlir liritisli Kiiipire mm full uf itit4*n*st : our oll'slKMitK 
or (l;iu.i;lit«*r-i'«»uiiirii*s an* trvint: for uh |Militiml unci MM'ial 
«*\|M>niii«*iit.s of rvrry kiiitl. \Vliile CJiTiiiaiiy with her State- 
SMialisiii anil S^it/iTland with her KefriiMiuuni are initiating

One reaMm why little attempt 
has yet UsMi nuule to pnunote the metlMxIie (liM!U.Nsioii of 
eitlniiial e\|M*iimentH is tliat there is a ^n*at deal of ij^noranco 
in the colonies aUiut each other, an<l they are only now begin- 
nin.iLT to oveii-tMne an ap|i.-in*nt ivluctance to study one another's 
institutions. The wvy f.ict of the newness of the ground in 
tiii% n*s|)ect mak«*s the i*om|»arative a^tmly of Auhtndian and 
Canadian institutions one of tin* nuist inteiv.sting |KKk»ilih% and 
oni* >jHH'ially and |MH*uliarly im|Nirtant for ourM*U'ct. 

While, however, we ha\e mi much of which to I je proud in 
the development of our tougue, our triule, our litentturt*, and 
our iuAiituiions tlieiv is a c<»rn*s|MMuling pri*s«*nt an<l tcm|iorarv 
Heaknc^s to wliicli it nill lie ntH'cssary in due phict; to aul 
attention. Tin* dan'^er in our |vith i^t that the enormouH forcf*ii 
of Kuro|M'an militariMU may crush the old ctmntry and deMtit>y 
the inte^nity «if «mr Kmpin* U'foru the j|jrrowtli of the newer 
nMiimuniti«^ that it i*<»ntains has made it t«H> ntrong for the 
attack. It is isiiie«M\al»le that within the next few veam (in*at

Th«! <*<lucatioii grants come imt of 
the general rf*venut* of the i*o1ony« and |wiss thniugh the haiidn 
of the Su|M*rint4Midents of Miluration, noniinatitl each of them 
l»y OIK* of tlu* thixs* prinei|k.'il deiiominationK. To them the 
iiiH|ieetion of s4-h«M»lH is entirely coiitith*d, and the rMiards of 
l*Iilii«-:ition ill the \arious distrietH an* also !ioniinat<»<l hy the 
thni* ChuivheH aii«l an* entrustiHl with the ajipnipiiatioii of tlie 
grants.

Colonial Ottice 
for (lovernor, he iN'ing a Honian C.*atliolic,all the l*rotestantii in 
the island weiv against the nomination, and an exchange was 
ellWtifl lic»twe<'n Sir Ambi-osi* Shea antl Mr. Henr^ Hlake, at 
that time the (Sovernor (»f llihamas. The most eunouH feature 
of the hot juirty ftH*liiig whieh exists is that no gn^at principle 
ap|M*:irs to \ny at stake in th*^ controversy. IVotestantn are not 
anxiiais to upset the denominational system of e<luciition, and 
iiio.-«t of their headers an^ phnlged to it iis strongly as are the 
Koman Catholic's. The struggles which 1 have nicntiom*d se<*ni 
to take plaee u|>on the ipu^stion of nominal ascendency, and a 
Uoman (*a(holie majority apjiears, when el(vte«l, to pursue much 
the s.'uiie |Miliey as an a«lmini^tration supiM>rtc<l by Protectant 
\otes ; but as a fact the IVinu^ .Mini.stt*r has IjetMi almost in van- 
ably Trotestant. The lionian Catholic obJ4vtion to the int€*r- 
feii'»Mv of a iVote.Ntant State in matters in any way connect!^ 
with reli^^ion is in Newfoundland so stning that the colonv has 
no syst«'m for the resist nit ion of births or <li*:tths, and this 
owing, it is said, to the op|>osi(ion of the i)ri«*sts, wIk) would 
have to make the ivturns •'^i^d who ilo not clirsin* to lie umler 
the ii»iitn»l of tilt* State ; but, on the other hand, the objcnrtion 
is not pn\vse<| against a ri'ligious cvnsus which is \ery com- 
pletely earrit*«l out, an<l which forms to some «*xtent tlie Imixim 
for the (list ribut ion of the education gnmt. If a n*gistration 
Ny^tem shouhl U* intHHluctnl, it will 1m» bec:ius4* s«»me anuiteur 
^tatintieians have lately Immmi divlaring St. John's to Ije tlie 
most inih«>:ilthy town in the eiviliM*d worhl, and htating tliat 
the death-nite o\er the wh<»le eity is IVt in the thousand— a 
statement which can only \n*. etIW'tually dispro\ed by the intro- 
ducticMi f»f a )>ii>|ier s\strm of registration.

althoimh tliei-e aiv in s4»me iiis4»H lin-al mt4*H, as, for example, 
the water rate in the city of St. Jolnrs, which curitiusly enough 
ix niciitioiiiil lis a franchise lias4» in the acts n*lating to tlie 
Mpn->cntatioii of the |Hi»ple. The ni^toms tariff in maiidy a 
lexenue taiitl*. and then* licing few nianufactun*nc other than 
thoM* iiiiiiM'«-t<i| with the ti««hing intenM, with the e\ci'|ition i*f 
^otiie t.iiiti«iie% antl small 'mm foundries, it has not at presi^nt 
tli«*«il«>it of ini ident.d rtoteetion «*\ccpt in the casi* of n>|W», 
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\Vlmtc%'er nuiy ultiinAtoly Yw the civ*g in the settler] parts of the 
colon V, i\m prrM>nt (list rihut ion of the popiiliition upon the 
iHlnnci. aikI tlio K|virsoneM of |>opulation in the Lnbriulor cHstrirt 
of the colony, wouhl make the coUection of direct taxation cost 
more than t)ie revenue to Iw collected. The whole population 
in 1ian*ly 2f)0,000 ; although the total area, with Labrador, is 
twic^ as f;reat as that of tlie young mtlony of Victoria, or, with- 
out I^bnidor, half an gnmt a4 Victoria. The area of the island 
is crmsidorably larger than that of Irf*land, and the area of the 
whole iH>|(my gn^atly larger than that of the United Kingdom. 
Tlie nioHt populous mrt is the iieniuKula of Avalon, — once the 
•in*t l»nMValtinioreR,--on which stands the city of St John's. 
On M*V4*ral of the Knys, not included in what is uidiapt)ily still 
known as the ** Fn*nch Shore,** of whirh presently, there is a 
considerable iK>pulation ; but otherwi.si) the inhabitants of 
Xewfoundlancl an* Kparsely scattcrecl, and a large jwirt of the 
inU'Hor of the i.sland ran lianlly lie said to have lNH!n thoroughly 
explonnl. Tlie oolloftion of dinvt taxation under such circuin- 
Htani*«*H would ind«HHl lMM*o>(ly, and, moreover, the fishing fieople 
of till* inland are for the most p'irt almost without monev, and 
in the habit of carrying on tluMr business transactions bv the 
excliruigi? of goods in kind. The colony, although old, is uack- 
wiinl. llie niunici|Kdity of St John\ now lately brought into 
e.xiHtcnce, constitutes almost the tirst attempt at true local 
government in the country, aM<l it is a municipality created 
with small powers, which, however, will probably l)0 soon 
increased. 
LaYiraikir. I^iU-ailor is still An^tic and unciviliM^I. Tlie small immigrant 
population is mainly French from the St Lawrence and from 
the fornM»rly French |>arts of Nova Sc^otia. Kider-duck, silver- 
fox, and black-fox, with seals and tisli, rather than wheat, are 
the products of I^nbrailor ; but the climate is healthy, and in 
the long run I^brador mav rival Norway as a health resort 
Nr«lmiiit|- The Uickwanl nature? of e\en the inland |Mirt of the colony 
Una Tuk- is illuKtntti*d by tlit* prevalence of the truck system, or iNiyment 
rrk». uf wagi*s in goods an<l the condition of the tishernM*n is (lescribed 

by the <»pponents of tliat system as abject servitude. Tlie cod- 
fishing intiUMtry is carrie<l on by the t)oor fionulation, who catch 
the tisU either irom schooners on the lianks tliat lie off the coast> 
or by nutans of traps and engines at the harbours. For the 
banktinhing various kinds of Isiit have to lie secured according 
to the M*ason of the year- herring, stfuid, and caplin. The coo- 
fi»h an* ljn»ught to establishments ufion the coast where are 
en»ct»«<l what are known an "stands" ; they an^ cut open by a 
clavi of UN*n calle<l, in the tnide^ ** cut-throats'* ; the livers ore 
set aside for the Ije^t oil, other fiortions of the entrails for cod 
oil for nuu'hinery, and the fish an* split, malted, and left to dnr. 
For all the proei^Jtses, c^|)ecially for Pitching the cfsl and ljait> 
ex|iensive gi»iir is n«*e<led« and tfie cost i* advancetl to the tislier- 
UM'ti by merchants u|Hin tiM* mortgage of tlie catch. Tlie main- 
t(*iiance of tlio tislKrnnen <lttrtng tlie fishing season is provided 
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for by the mercliantK, who supply them with clothing and floor 
at, it is siiid hy opponentfi of tiic system, an exorbitant rate of 
interest. At the tMid of the fishing season the fishermen have 
hoinotitncH to Imlance their accounts upon the wrong side, and 
some of them are said to uo on year by year in del>t, and seidoni 
to lie able to make a fresli start even on the profits of a good 
M*a<on. Tlio mc*rchants contend that they run great risks, and 
that friH^uently they get no n^urn from the supply of boats 
anrl gear. They were till Octolier 1H80 strong in tlie House of 
AsM'iiibly, and tliey made out a fair case with regard to tlieir 
pi-olitK. The tisliing folk sivmed to acct^pt their situation a« a 
|>art of their soniewhat primitive e.\i.st«*nce, but in the recent 
clrctioMH madv a i*onsi(l«M*able dtMnonstration of their power and 
turniil out the merchants. Tliey spend the fishing months in 
haiiUliip and ivril nix>n the Ijankn^ and the cola montlis in 
inactivity ; and in the long and trying winters the distress it 
great, hor some years i>a.st the (tovernment has periodically 
relieve<l the wants of thos4) who have Ikmmi unable to support 
tli«*mM*lves but a stand was lately' made against the granting 
of ISovernuient ivlief to able-bodied men, to the destruction dt 
the s4*lf- reliance and independence of the ix>nulation, and in 
ISsS it was (l<H*i<le<l that relief from public funds slioukl be 
cnntine<l to the iiitinn, the widows, and the orphans. Lai^ 
sums have Ixhmi from time to time ex|)endcHl upon relief works, 
and with a <lisjistrous etlect uimmi the finaniTs of the colony, for 
road -making cannot l)e ciirriinl out to advantage in such a 
eliiiiate at the i>eriod of the year when distress is at its heiffht^ 
111 isMi the exiM'iulitura ui>on the poor amountcfl to nearly a 
nuarter of the total ex|)(*iulitun% and to more than a third of 
the total iw(>nue a|)art from loans, but the state of things was 
Muiiewliat U'tter in IKM7 and 1888. It has lieen charged against 
the KV.%t<'m that memlM*rs of the Assembly have obtainetl grants 
for the jHjor in the interior by re|K)rting that the people in 
their fliNtricts were dying of starvation, and have used the 
(rraiits as instruments of imlitical corruption. Generally speak- 
ing the (Condition of the working nonulation must be looked 
u|Mm as Ixu'kwanl. The societies ot Foit>steni and ()ddfellowg, 
and the trade unions, which flourish as greatly in most of the 
nilonies as at home, have little strength in Newfoundland, 
when* they an» repres4»nte<l onlv by a few lienevolent societies 
aiiioii^ the Htiinan C*atholi(*H and b;^' a Khipwriglits' union at 8C 
John's, llie ixilony is loval to the inipi*rial connection, in spite 
of a genend lielief that the Amencans would extinguish French 
claims to uhich we submit. The Irish lloman Catliolic inhabi- 
taiitH plaet* the crown alM>\o the harp on the flag that floats 
u|w»ii St. Patrick's Hall, and the Protestant {wpulation when it 
^ants to grumble at aup|m>mi1 disloyalty has to |)oint to the 
drinking f»f tin? immortal im*iiiory «>f St Patrick on one occasion 
on St. Patrick's Day U-fon* the toast of the OufM*n*s health—a 
(|U«*^tioii i»f etitpiftte an to X\h* n*.Nl>eetive piiHX'denco of dc*ci*ased 
viiiitii and li\ing M>\ercigns on which much might be said on 
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ritlicr sidf*. Confcdorntion with the Dominion of CanmU 
mviimmI iiONHihlc in 1 88H. llio KWiorn^ Quuliticsaion Act, IKHO, 
nii}««'<l — liy n iNvuliurity, i*ontine(| to Xowfoundhmci nnioni; nil 
HritiKli colonir-s unU*sM wc count tliu tiny dc|^M*n(lciu*y of Noi'folk 
Istnuii tlic dectonil ngc to twenty-five, n» in .latKin and S|Niin, 
luid in «»tli(T rcsiXHrt^ gave ninnliood KufTraut^ Tliin IcgiKbitioii 
waii HUpiioMxl to lie cunn«^>tc*tl with a local clcsire to prevent the 
yonngtT |ieoi>le from e:istinK their votes U|K>n the hide of 
ftil« ration. T\w fi:ihermeii ojf twenty-five are niot>tly marrie«l, 
while thoaiu of twenty one to twenty -five who are not yet 
marrii'cl an* genenilly intending eniitrnintn. The confetlenition 
c|U4»stion has Uvn M*ttlixl in the negative*, and Newfoundland 
niutinuest to stand aivirt^ The chief niatUrr which was at issue 
in tlie diM'US)«ion of ttxlenition wan that of tariti*, and the Now- 
foundlandent Ka\e up the idea of joining the Dominion IjecauKe 
they did not tlenire to n»pla«*e tlic revenue taritrby a protective 
tariir. Tlie m«*rchantH were against ct>nf€»<leration, which would 
liave disturliiNl their husini^s ; Imt the law^'crs and some of the 
|x»litician4 were in favour of the change, which would have 
gi\en them a Lirger tiehl. (treat Uritain has no ivason to com- 
plain of NewfoundlaiidcTs standing out, for most of the importii 
(exe<*pt food) to Newfoundland come from the I'nited Kingdom 
~f«)(M| iiMiiing to a eonsideralile extent from Canada, although 
ehiellv from the TnitiHl .States. Tlie expoK tnule in salt-tish in 
largely to Hra/.il, S|Kiin, and Portugal, in witich countrtc*s the 
ti>li is i*onhum«'d in \A*ui ; hut th«*n* is a considerable traile in 
the inferior classes to our West lii<li<*s, whens the tish is eaten 
hv the cotoun'<l |MH»i»le. Had ixjiifeilei*ation taken place 
( amulian capital wouhl have cinne in to incivase the 81 inilf» of 
Newfouihlland railroads, and the side of the island nearest 
towanU N(»va S<t»tia would liave lje«*ii l>rought into a closer 
cH>niH*cti(»n with the mainland, w ith the n*sult of a develojmient 
of Newfoundlands mineral n*M»urceic Confcdenition is not, 
however, now likel)r to lie again mcMite«] for some time, for that 
slin*wd fiolitieian Sir William Whiteway apix^ars, on the whole, 
now to have made up his mind against it. Althonidi the island 
is n^ganhil as a tiNJiing inland, and cod, s(*als, an«l lolistera aro 
the stapU*s of Newfc»undland tnule, then* is rxci*llent tindier, 
gn*ttt minend w«>altli, and rich hind which, if the Newfounfllaml 
summers were always as hing and g<Kid as tliat of 1K8!I, would 
HUp|M»rt a ctmniderahle |)opulation. Smie da^* the country, 
w hich is at pn*.M'nt known only as liaving fishent*s almost cH|ual 
to ihorte of tin) Tniteil Stat«*s, will Ijeeoim* c«*h*brattHl for scHiie- 
thing lM*)tides «*«Ml-lisli atnl ifvlM*rgs or ** cods, «h»gK, ami foffs," 
as tlie ]h*ilM»p of Newfoundland put it at tlie Jyimbeth Confer- 
ence ; and it Khould not In* forgotten that tlic colony poKSc^sses 
coal. 
TW frriM-ti TIm* main ditrM'ulty of Newfonmlland arisc^s from its n*lations 
uitli the (!o%ernnient of Franc**, and tlnkse of its |ieculiaritit*s 
which I Iwtve aln*ady metitiotMHl are small tin eoiii|Nin*d with 
the extnionliiiary aiif^mily of a llritish i*oloiiy ii<»t |Miitsf*iaung 
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full ri^iclits ovrr tlio wlitile of itn own soil. \\y Uie Timty of 
rtni'lit of 17i:) tlie KtriiKK^oH U^twivii Kiiglaml iiiul Franco for 
tilt* |Ki.N>rN>ion i»f the i.slancl woix* Ui-uuglit to an end, aikI tlirre 
wrix* n*MTViii to Kntnci* rights ovt*r » |)ortion of the i*uciKt which 
i> known as tin* KtxMicli Sli«»n*.

It Is a pity that the tennina- 
tion of tlar ^i\*at XaiHiliHtnic htruj::}:Ui wan not made the iNTaKion 
of a M*ttl<*ni(Mit of the extnionlinarily danp'nnis c|uestioiii« tlicn 
iH'niiin^ and still iMMiding InrtwetMi the r n*ncli and oursidvus 
iNith in Newfoundland and in India ; (piestionK out of which it 
is not t«M) much to s;ty that, hut for an amount of tact u|Mm 
liotli sicU's which cannot )n> |H*rnianently c<mnted upon, war 
nii^ht ariMMit any time. I>ispute8 have UtMi kept fronictmiing 
to a hfad in tin* caMt of Newfoundlan<l hitherto, chiefly liy tlie 
spirit of imnciliation displayotl by the ol1ictM*M of the Hritisli and 
l'n*n(*h navitrs iit (*onimand c»f the resi>ei*(ive fU|uadronK u|Mm 
the station. Attempts have* lieen m«uie to bring our disputes 
uitli Krane«; ti> an end hy conventions which have liccn many 
times a^ureinl u)mui lM*tw<vn the cimiitries, hut which liave faiksd 
to 1m' acrcptiil hy the Parliament (»f Newfoundland. Tlic |Hiri 
of the ri»;iNt, u])(»n which French rif^hts exist, has bi*on divided 
hy thcM* o Ml vent ions, hut the provisions ivscrving to tlie French 
tlh'ir cstalilishments u|M»n the |>ortic»n of the t*oast which they 
actually inrupy scas<»n hy season for curing tisli, and gi%'ing 
lip the rest of the Fn*nch Shon* to settlement, were niark(*d l>y 
the s;um' weakness which was found in tlu» Tn*aty of I'trecht 
itN«>lf. None (»f the conventions solvcfl the ciuestion at issue; 
they nil of them left the siime ditliculties to lie fought over in 
the not distant futun*, and tlit» Newfoundlanders were jierfiH-tly 
justitie<1 in their op|)o>ition. Over and o\er ag:iin riotii hnvB 
lieen cau'*^'*! hy i\w ejection of cohmi^ts fn>ni Fn-nch drj'ing- 
plaivs. When Ih itish suhjei*ts fN*cui>v ix>rtions of the coast not 
al pre<^ent taken up hy Fii*nch estahlishnients the Fn^neli turn 
them out hy t'orci*. The Ne\\foun«nanders claim that tlie right 
'fi'iwu to Frantv, hy the Tns-tty of I'tnn'ht, to catch fish U|Mm 
this sh(»ri* ind to dry them u|Mm land, iloen not include tliatof 
•*ie<'tini; loltster-canning factories for lol^terM are not fish and 
eannih*^ is not drying. Th«* FriMich <»iH*rationA involve the 
exclusion of the Ih-itish |)oiMilation of a iSritish colony from the 
(■^'i-u|i:ition of the soil and from the working of mines in a laqce 
|M>rtion of the interior. The Fn'ncli manitain that hy tlnar 
lieaties uith us they enjoy tin* exclusive right of fiHlK»rT 
IntweiMi Cain* St. .Ii»lin an«l i\\\H* ll.iy, |vLssing n»und the north 
of the inland, an«l that all Ihiti-^li li\«»<l hetth*mentK of >»liatevcv 
n.-itun* on this co.ist an* contiary to tn*aty. Tlie Newfound- 
loiders maintain that >%«* ha\t* a (oneuiivnt right of fislM^ry ko 
lung a-* \%c do nut interfere viitli or interrupt the luliery oi the 
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Frrnrli« aikI timt wliiU* we Iiavo no rif^lit to fixed fixhinff itcttle- 
inentu uiioii tin) Fr«*iu*ii Slion*, wu linve a riglit to (ixtHl settle- 
m<*ntA of niiy otlK*r kind. In pnirtice the French Ixir Uie 
nioutlm of i]t¥t rtveni with netx nnd ruin the streanift for imhnon 
fishorv, whiU* we ninintain thnt thoy have no rija^hts to river 
finheriiM. 1 niynolf a^n^e with the Aewfoundlandem that the 
lant ammjrt'nifnt, which wan come to at Paris in Xovein)jer 
\HS\ wan no Kf*ttlen)ent of the (|iiostion, and that the French 
ronci*ssions, which f«*ll to the fn^und through the oi)|K>Kition of 
the colony, were only concensionH upon jKiper. The French 
proniiM^I to piv«» ui» lar^je ix>rtionrt of the ixwi.st^ which^ however, 
conHistifl chielly of Khci'r clifV or of districts (»therwiKe Ufleleiw 
for all pur|K>seii. The Newfountllandens whih? praising, tm all 
praiM*. tlie tact and aliility of Sir Clare FonI, think that he wan 
pla4*iHl at a diwid vantage bv not having a highl^'-KkilliHl naval 
«*\jM*rt nn a colleague, whiio the French had on their Kide an 
olhciT who knew every inch of the coast and who mmhI Ium 
kn(»wliflgi*. Tlie XcwfountI landers asM*rt that in the cojist over 
which Franco wan to Kurrender her rights them was not a 
landing-place for a canoe. The very pl•«^s4Mlce of the Fn»nch 
fiHliernien upr>n the const, bringing together «is it do**s French 
afi<l Itritish men of- war, altliough the otficeni of the two Kcjuad- 
rons try to live upon tenn* of court€»Ky and of friendlinesii, 
giv«»s ri.M* to a constant risk of national irritation. The French 
(tHhrnnen, who inhahit rude dwellings upon the .shorts during 
the fishing Kea^m, dismantle them in winti^r. when they retire 
to tlitMr own islands of St Fiern* and Miquelon, or ev<»n acroKH 
the .\tlantic to France, and h'ave the frames in charge of 
Fnglish colonial ke4*|M*rs ; and the quarrtds which arise uix>n 
Kuch «|uestions an* but one kind of ciispute out of many which 
o<-cur. In all proliability the French will not give up their 
fishing rights, or the es.s4*ntial |M)rtion of them, until after sonio 
ifreat cliange has taken plaice in the jjower of the Newfound- 
lanch'rs, or until after a Kun>|M^n war, and all that wo can 
ho|i«* is tliat the tact which Ikis lie<*n disnlayed u|X)n both Hides 
in tin* ftast may c«mtinuo to exist in tlio future lietwcen the 
repn»s4»ntative^ of the Western Powem. 
lUL Meanwhile a recent Act of the Xewfouniiland legislature 

haft resultrtl in somewhat rrnlucin^ the value of the French 
fiON'ry. Tlie llnit Hill of 1HH7 prolnbit^Ml tlie exportation of tlie 
liait UM*<I for the corl fisherv, and the oi)eration of thin Act has 
alreaily htu\ some effect. Ylie liest liait is only procured in the 
earl> season on Khon^ wlu^n* the French have no rightii, and 
tht*y liad 1ie<*n <lep(Mulent on the Newfoundland tiUiera for their 
supjilies of liait. Tliey, as well as the Americans, who are also 
afr«i*t<<«l by tlie Hill, now lia%e with diflicultvto fish for their 
own liait and to go some distance for it, ami in thin way they 
lone tlie firnt market of I'ach MMson. Tlie Fri'ticli, however, now 
ti%M*ri that they find lliat fieriwinkleH, nhich grow every where, 
form griod Init ; lait Uiia is floubtful Tlie French bounty 
»y»tetii ie a hardship to colonial &jR*rmen. Tlie Newfound- 
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landers say that KtTiiclii*:iuglit tisli is sold for ISs. Od. A Prettdi 
iiu lid red weight or quintal, and Britisli -caught fUh for Mii. fkL 
iiocause it is liuttcr prrjvired ; but tho French tislieniien roccivo 
8s. (k\, 1x>unty. Tho Newfoundland Parlianient would be glnd 
to remove tho restrict ions laid down in their Act if the French 
fiovcrnment would alMlisli lN)unties ; but if tlio effect of the 
IL'iit Act had lieen the ixirtial withdrawal of tho French frcrni 
the shonvH of Xewfoundland, it would have been a step in tlie 
right dii-ection, for the pii'.si*nt condition of ajlairs with regard 
to the Fivnch Shore is a disgrace to our standing as a natioiu 

Tlie Americans of the Uiiitcnl Statics iwssess, as I have said, Amrrinui 
in Newfoundland the right by treaty to land un and use a strip rigkt^ 
of ciKist, but only so long as it is unsettled. Tliere is of eoursei 
lo.vs danger, on account of the words of limitation, that contlicts 
will arise u))on the ** American ^>horo'' than U tlie case with 
rcg;inl to the FixMich Shore, which is not alFccted by any e<|ually 
siMisihle and just provision. 

It is |Mj.s.silile that the United Statt^s, which would lie ghul to Tbe tmtmm 
possi'ss the fisheries of Newfoundland, xind the outpost on theo^N«w» 
nmte of all Atlantic trade with Kuro|)e which Newfoundland '<*******^ 
atloixls may make otlers to the Newfoundlanders to quit the 
l»riti^ll Kmpiiv for the I'nion. The latter are, however, more 
likely to use these pn))>osals for the purfioseof putting pressure 
on the C*anadians or on us at home, to bring the French claims 
to an end by purchase, than they are to leave us. It is possilile 
that Iri>h einignition and emignition from the Western High- 
lands and islands of Scotland may Ix^gin to flow into Newfound- 
land, wliirh otlers to the cliildivn of the mist good chi^ap land, 
.suitable for family colonisiition, and near at hand, in a climate 
Miniewliat similar to their own. In the next chapter that on 
Canada we shall see how buch imuiigruuts to the Douiinioo

Many of tfioMe who an* hvi down 
to(an:ulain the tabkii have <in1y journeye<l through C*anaila 
to the \Ve«»tern Stat4*s *^ that the ei*nsus i^H<l not the emigration 
Htati«^ti(*s must U* our guide. l*i) to a period lietwf*«»n iHZIOand 
iHio the emignition from the ( nitetl Kingdom to C*anada ex- 
cetshsl our emignition to the l*nite<l States lii»th iMMng, liow- 
e\er, eom|ianiti\ely Mnall ; hut frt>ni the i*onMnenit*ment of tlie 
Irish fannne the tahleM wetv tuniisl, an«l tiM* gold ruHli to l*a]i- 
fornia incn^as^xl tin* diHi»ni|iurtion. In iH^ii tlio emigration 
fnmi the Tnited Kingtfom to the whole of Uritinli North 
Ameriea fell to alxHit 10 |kt ivnt of our t(»tal emignition, and 
it has ri'mainetl at about that figure up to a n*ivnt fieriod 
tlii*ugh it U now U^ginning to ineri'ase ; while niuirl^' 70 |)er 
i*ent of the iM*rM>ns of llritihh and IriiJi origin emigrating from 
tlie I'nittsl Kingdom in the last tliirty-M\ yearn mivo gone to 
tlie rnite«l States, an<l nearly SO }M*r tvnt to AuHtrahuiia, or 
ilouhle tvi many to tlie \a.stly more ilif»tant MMitlH*m colonies an 
to llriti>»li North AnM*rien. It U al»o a n*markablo fact tliai 
tlie pro|>ortkNu goiiig to tlie United Stateis to AuntnUimU, aaid 
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to 111 itish North Aincrioa liavu l)ocii, till Intdy, fairly constant| 
altli(>u|;li tlio IHsli oU*m<M)t was at ono tiiiio prodoininant in the 
(•migration, wliile tlie Knglisli clcmeiit is prodoinitiaiit now. 
Of tlio total iiuiiiU*r of oinigrantji from tlio UnitiHl Kingdom 
who liavo |;one to the rnito<l States kiiico 1853 the Irish oot- 
iiuiiilior the Knglish : at the pivMMit iiioiiiont the Knglish vastly 
outiiuiuUT the Irish anionic the emigrants, but still resoK 



mainly to the Tni ted States, although tlu) eniip*alion tothe 
Tran>v.'uil an<1 ArpMitine Hepuhlios is now nipully increasing 
in extent. Three times as many natives of the rnitecl Kingtlom 
are H\ing in the Tnittnl States as in the wholo of our colonies 
put togrthiT. As among eoU»nies it is^ however, tlio fact that 
HI the last few years, while emigration to Australasia lias 
(liM-lined, that to Canada has remained steady, and is now, as 
I iiave s:iid, on the inereast*, and that at the present moment 
C*anada is reeeiving a largiT numlier of British emigrants than 
ni-e K<>ing to Australasia. 

It is striking to notii*c to how considerable an extent British 
emigration fails to follow the ling, even when tempted to remain 
witiiin the Knipiift by the magnifiivnt soil of ManitolM — the 
land li'gJNlation of the western Provinces of Canada Yjeing 
nr\i'rtliele>s as wt» shall si*«*, as liU'ral as that of the United 
States. Another <'urio.sity of emigration is the fact that until 
tli«* last year or two as many ]>ritisli emigrants of the farming 
ela>s were going to Australasia .'is to C^anadii^ and that far more 
than half as many aiv going thither at the Present moment: 
Vet ( 'anada gives tVee grant.> of land, whih* in AustRdia the lana 
lias to Ih' lx>ught for ni«)n<% and in the Canadian North West 
tlie land is prairie lan<l whieh <'an Ix; plouglunl at once, while 
ill Au-^tralaMa it is as a rule either too dry for farming or has 
to iii> c1eare<l of bush. Th«* Ih'itish farming emigrant to Mani- 
toUi ntn-tls but little capital, and i*e<piiix»s only the means ol 
li\ini: until he has bn>ugnt his land under cultivation ; wlieroas 
in tiie least arid ])ortions of Austrahtsia he riHiuircs capital both 
to buy and to eliMr his land, and has to tin<l tfie money after lie 
has p'litl for a far mort* otstly journ4*y. While in 1 anaila he 
iiMiives fn^* 1(U) aereK, whieh ninnl no clearing, in Australasia 
he must either buy land, costing at h*ast .t'l an acre, and pay 
|Ni ha|M I'll) an acre to clear it, or take hind in districts in 
wliieh dnmght is de:ully. 

Th«-re has Ui-n a n*«-«-nt revival of some suggestions by tliat 
iiio'.t able fill mer Agi-nt (ien«'ral of i'aiiada. Sir Alexander Ualt^ 
now retire<l from \ery acti\e public life, which pn>]K>sals liave 
U-en oi)«-i« more put forwani as a Ivisis of coh>nisatioii by fann- 
ing f.utnlies. The ide.i by whieh the adoiition of tlie scheme 
lii.iy Ih> reeomnienthil to rarliameiit at home, is that relief 
Would In* frit in I^Midon and th«? great towns if the current of 
niii-iiiployiil .imii ultural laUiur M-tting towanlnthe cities could 
b' dixiitiil. >ir Ale\;in»ler (Salt has tri«il to nwvt the objee-

to Im* M'lf hUp|M»rtiM^ f»r n«*ariy so. Sir l%oU*rt ll(*rlM*rt iKa lii!;li 
authority u|N>n this Muhjtvt, and ho has tcdd a l*oniniittiv of tho 
lloUM* o^ Coinnions after carefully ci»nsidcrin{( every plan that 
has Uvn laid lieft»re the (*ohmial Ollitv, that the doxernnient 
niUHt ex(M*ct a loss of nione\'. Now this means that thosi* who 
stay lM*hmd are to 1m* taxetl for the lM.*netit of those who {co, while 
any interference l»y (lovernment in emi^niti<»n must t4*nd to 
destn»y the pn*si»nt nia^niticent KyKt«*ni of emignition by s«»lf- 
h«*l|i, which taki^fri»ni the Tnitetl Kingdom some two hundn*d 
ili«»ns;ind |)eople c»very year. It niu?>t also Im* n'memliere«l that 
then* is a strong; ff*efin^ amonf^ Kn^lisli workmen af^ainst 
oi*^.iniM'<land widespit*2id emigration, which they think isotlen^l 
to them only as a sul»stttut«* for MK'ial and ]H»litical ivform. 
Th«'n, t«if\ it is admittinl that the eniii;rant famili(*s under the 
new S4h«*me must U^ h<*lj)i*<l by a lar^e advan«*e of money, as the 
crofter (H»\ernment emigrants weiv lieliNMl, in onler that they 
may live while they l>rinK the land under tillage ; but it lian yet 
toU* kIiohu that, ^iveii tlie fact that steady families are8(*h*ct<Hl, 
they oiuhl not do, in many ca^^s, as well with such ailvanceH 
m;iih*to them in conmvtion with their trades in Kngland. Tliere 
fhiubtli-.vs will tie much saiti for the ('anailianplan of discourag- 
ing indi\ idual innnifcnition, and of cncournpn;; the immigration 
of fanning families. No obj«vtion <*an Uf raiM*<l to the (*anadian 
jirinciph* of helping family colonisation by allowing the ex|K>K- 
nig agencies to tiike the Mt'uriiy of the land for the mlvamn* of 
money ; but when tioxernnient aid is ask«*il for, even for a nearly 
S4*lf HUp|N>rting M'lieme, it is c«*rtaiii to lie |>oint«*<l out that the 
fioon^^'t and the wc*ak(*st will 1m* among tlioMS who stay lM*liiiid, 
an«l who are to U* ta\e«l to meet the deficit, nhile the value to 
the mother t'<iuiitry of the exportation of farming famili<*s in 
pn»b1ematiml. 

(*anada n'fusi»s to take our paupers, exei'pt our iwiujier rhil- 
driMi ^ho an* iM'ingsent then* to the geneiTil advantage* ; and tin* 
fe«'lintr a'^aiu'^t |wiu|M*r immigration is as stnmg in 1 anaila as it 
in in the l'nite«l Stat«*s,and is ind4H*«l almost as |>owerfulas that 
in .\ustralia ag:iinst e<invict immigration. In other wonls tiK* 
iiilonit*san*nowoidy billing tonxvi\e tlif>s(* wliOM*exiKitriation 
i<% lianlly tolU* hM>k<s| ujmmi as an atlvantage to tlit*ir c*ountry, 
and it will 1m* diiru'ult to indu<v tlie home staving |M>pulation to 
ax^*nt to taxation in any form to lM*lp e\en Sir Alexander tJalt's 
well thought out M'heme. On tin* <»tlK*r liand, there are many 
Im*i exulent |ir«»ple who are willinff to incur a ci*rtain risk in 
aidii.t; emiunition, and it is |>roliable tliiit, even if l!o\ernment 
•^houkl de«*1in4* to assist except in organisint; elfiirt, such detiei- 
ency in funds as might aris4* under tlie (lait St-henie ixHikl Im* 
iiM*t by \oluiitary hel|K In any «*:tM) it is iirtdvible, as will Im 
si"**!!, liiat t In* ti«le of emigration will for tiio future Ikiw UKiru 
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:>tronir1y towanis Canafla. Kvcn at the present niiglity rate ol 
l^i*(>\vtli of tin* Atiu'riran nation, many years Ix^yond the limit of 
(III* prr.M'nt oMitury must rlai)S4* lH*fon> tlit; landn of the rnitcd 
Slatrs arr all iHi-upi<'<l by wttlei-H. The iM»ople of the HritiKh 
|>l:iii(ls i\\t\ liowrvrr, lNH*oming awar«\ on the one hand, that tlio 
i'nitcil States will not always remain oix>n aM an emigration 
tii*M,nnfl, on the otluT lianfl, that we )>oss«*s.sa Far Wejit KU|K*ri€>r 
in ft'itility to many States and Territories of the Union, and in 
climate not much u*ss favoured. 

In tlic jvist there was a vague idea at homo tlint our 
jK>sM»N.sionH e.\ten<le<l lj<*yond the lUx'ky Mountains to Hritish 
Cnliimhi.-i ; the Taeitie Station of the lleet at Vanc«ouver Island 
was known to tln>si» who had friends or relations in the nA%*y ; 
hut in the not distant time when Hritish (*olundna could only 
Im' n\ulH*<l after a long voyage round CajH? Horn, or by n tedious 
>nyai;e aero>s the Isthmus t)f Panama, or even, later, by the 
tirini: journev by way of San Fniiicis4ii, the mast remote regions 
of l*ritish Sortli America to which adventurous emigrants 
made their way weii» tlioM* KickwcKKls of Canada which are 
n(»w within nine days of London. 

In the early days in(K*<M| of the emigration movement of tlio Tbeofica- 
pn'-cnt rent ury, and when that movement was in its infancy, ini; sp oC 
( 'a?iada al traded, it has lieen se<»n, as large an emigration from the Wr<. 
Kiin»|H» as ditl the I'nitecl States. Just as in our time, more- •^"" **^***« 
n\cr, we have? ^itnosinl a gn»at migration of Canadian |)eojdo*''*^ 
into the I'nited States so from the close of the American War ^''^'J^**

now proviiled witli iiid«*i)endent parallel linc*s of communication 
bringing invan within one wfH*k of oi*ean. On the maps this 
artificial uirtition of the continent had e\ist«Hl for generations^

A thinl pnijiM't for brin;4iiig the Dominion closer to tlM^ old 
country i^ the lludMin Ikiy S'lieme. Its advocates argue that 
the niilnay journey from the Atlantic M*alioanl to Manit4dM is 
t<io long for nnmigrantft. 'Hie Western States of America, tliey 
s;iy, were not M'tth'il by immignmts who came thither din*c*t 
from Hnn*|M*. but by those who lhM-ke<l in from the mom sterilo 
«»f the New Kiigland States, and the averagi* l»ritish inimipiuit 
lian not till* means to undertake a hing land journey immedmt4*ly 
after his M*a voyagt*. Tliey argue that innnigrants frotn tito 
Tnitctl Kinplom who are IsMUid for .Manitolja are apt to 
dis.';p|K^r ln'fow they reach \Vinni|M*g by the Pacific routo, 
disiMrrsing at .M«>ntn*al to swell tin* aln*ady crowthnl laliour 
market of Ontario, or to cross the fn»titier into tlio rnit4xl 
Statt*ii. Manitolia anti tlie North NYent must \*y content, Uiov 
think, with tlio surplus of tlio Fjisi until a <lirrct ruuto ts 
established from Eiighuid to soiuo point u|Km Uio coast ol 
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IIihIsoii \\i\y. TliiiK iiiiinif;niiit.s inif^lit \w c^onductcul into tlio 
\t'i*y luMi't of C'aiKul.'i l>v nil (hv.'iii voyaf^ hliorter than tliat 
fn»iii Li\i'r|H)ol to New S'ork,- l>y a jouniry llio same lonKtii 
as lliat fnini Livfr|KK)l to .Montreal ; tlio clUtanoe from Livcr-

of Hudson Iliy durinix the gii'ater jwrtion of the ywir. Tho 
loute iniirlit 1m^ ummI for innni)L;rants if a piod deal of niont*y 
\M're h|K'nt u|>on it, hut inmii^nints, \>ithout tnule, would 
hardly |Kiy, and by the time that the route was oixMied in tlie 
sjniMir. phhIs intendetl for the North West might lia\e reaelKnl 
tluTe by other rotuls while the autumn closing of lludson Itny 
might c«ime too early for the tnins|>ort of tho product* of tlie 
Noith West its4*lf. It has lu'en suggeste<l that steam -iciwh 
iiiiuht Im' umnI for kiH-ping o|>en the channels after they luid 
U « II blmkiMl by iiv, but this is not a hoivful project. 

Although the variims si'hemes put forwanl aro perha|vc ii 
little \i>ionary, it is not to \to thought that ctunmuniititicHi 
U-tw<'(>n (aha«la and the mother-country is never to be more 
rapid. All that can Ix.* assL-rtinl in that there is no innneiliAto 
pro>|)4'ct of a more direct conniiunication than that which now 
cvists U'twiM-n l!imouski on tin* St. I^-iwrtMicHt in the Kununer 
m4»htli<s and lialifav in the winter, and this country. Tliat 
the Canadian c<innnunie:itions are not yet in a thoroughly 
Kitisfaitiiry |>o.Nition is .shown by the fact that then? are townA 
in Ontario which d<i a tnule with the .Maritime Pro\ince»i of 
the hominion and lind it cli«'a|)«*r to .send their goods by rail

«\aniplc, e\|M»rting gisxls to Nova Sci>tia and New HrunKwick, 
largily mmmIs them by i^il to lU>st(»n and then by lit^a, in.stiiul of 
tisini; the Canadian railro.'uls or the water-way of the laken and 
the St. 1^1%% n» nee.

liritish emigrants ran go, North AnuTica is by f.ir the niOKt 
acecNNible, and until that (*ontin(Mit is i*ompletely tillcxl it is 
unlikely tliat in great inunlx*rs tln'y will go els^'wlierc Tho 
Argentine Kepublic is f.iither otr, and is a hind <if S|ianish and 
Italian .s|mh'«Ii ; and S)ntli .\frica has Uvn t<M> largidy |)t*opliHi 
by hutch and natives whih* Australia in still nmre dii^tant. 
t'anaila, like tin* I'nitjil States, tempts the immigrant by free 
irrants of l.md, and in the Niuth Wi-^t, as we Iwive seen, no 
ehaiing is re<|uire<l, s*t that the intending innnigrant linn, as

No\a S**otia, like Newfi)un«lland, uas fought for liy 
Kni^laml and Fran<H\ The Fn*ncli attem|>t4Ml to o<vupv it in 
ITiiiM, nnd a^ain in the f«>||owinK year, nhile in l<)i>l a French 
rnitestant t*«»lony ^as mutually estahlishetl in No\a S(*f>tiis

|wtrty in Fran<v. and %iaji KU«'%H*«sh««l hy a 4f>lony umlt*r IJm 
auspin^H of the lionian i*atliolic riiurch. But tho latter was

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Kii^Iisli cnptiiin, niid Xova Si*otia was tmiiiecl and claiincfl aiid 
graiitiHl \ty Jaiiirs I. of KiikI'iihI, and the Scottitth order d 
rariiiiotsfoutulc^l, altliouirli aMimll Fn*ncli )>opulatioii remained 
in tilt* |>«*ninsula. After tiglitinjx and dispute, and the ceHHion ol 
r»ri(iNh I'iKlits in Acadie to France hy CMiarles I., the fomiation 
f)f (hf com I VI nv of New France hy liichelieu unoii a priestly 
1>iiM\ with tilt* rliiiHrtion to exclude ProtestantK, the coiiiiuevt oif 
Ac.ulic hy I-.onl l^rotivtor Cnmiwcll and its reccRNion to Kranoo, 
Acadie oiice inori? lMi*ainc a Jesuit j>reservo. A French mriter 
lias pointed out the weakness of the i*olonial system which was 
cstai>li>lHHl thei'e- the ecclesiastical orgaiitsjitioii of the coloi|y» 
Imnlcning the (M)lonists with tithe, made (.loveniinont oppres- 
sive. The main i-eason for the foundation of the colony in the 
\icw of the (*hurch wiis the protection of the natives^ who 
nevcrtlirless wcih; in fact destroytHl almost as rapidU* as in the 
nciKhlxHiring |)OJi.sc»ssions of the English Crown. The preven- 
tion of the s;de of drink to natives, which was enforced uy law, 
was found t(» place the Fi-cnch i*o1onists at a disadvantage as 
ronii>.ii*e<l with the American Knglish, without saving tlie 
native ran^s ; and it is iiuhnnl a striking fact tliat M. Paul 
l^ToypM'aiilieu has drawn a i>icture of Acadia wliich in many 
riNiHet'* roeinhhvs that wliicli mi^ht be drawn of lUsutolaiid 
and I wilts of IWhuanaland in the nrescMit day, and has givenas 
a nason t»f the downfall of the hrench iwwer in America the 
adoption of tlioM' very principles uiK>n which puhlic opinion in 
(Jr»-at Ihitain desires to j>nH*ce<l in South Africa. Nova Scotia 
was formally onletl to niifrland hy the Treaty of Utrecht in 
1713, and reeeive<l the prant of a legislative AsstMubly in 1768, 
Initthe island of Cai>e Hretoii remained Fn^nch until the con- 
iiiiest of (\-inada. That island was afterwards sometimes under 
tiie Nova Scotian (lovernnient and sometimes not, and from 
ITS I to isiM) foriiHHl a se|mrate British colony. In IfHM Nova 
S'otia, with New Brunswick, took the first step which led three 
y«'ars later to the Ihitish North America Act and the confedera- 
tion of the Dominion of (*anada.

branch of the Fn»nch race with its extnionlinary prolific 
natitre is too t4>ugh a iiiormd for our digi*«ition.

the Krencli (\nim(linns in tlieir own Ktmiighohl of (Quebec. The 
incivasi^ by natural growth of the l'^vneh-(*anadian race hat 
iiiHMi the .suhj<»et of remark in iiiany Ixxtkn. Toct]uo%'tllo already 
found ten times as many French Canadians an there had been 
at the British Conquest, and saitl that they were an French as 
he was, and mueli more like the French than tlie Anicrieans 
an* like the Knglish, which in htill true of their descfMidaiits. 
IVsidcH the vastly greater numlxT that exist within tlie 
Canadian Ixmndaries now than Tocqueville found, we liave to 
rememlMT the Frenchranadian population in New England, 
which also as ^'et n»tains its tongue.

Whiii the i»iVWO French c^olonists Uvame, for good, British 
subjects in ITtsl, the Knglish, although they liad sworn to 
n»sp«'ct th»'ir cust<»ms exiHt-tc*! to alisorb them. We behaved 
at (^ucImv as we lM*ha\ed at Cni^e Town, and with the same 
H'sult. After causing insurrt»ction we were com|x*lled to give 
way and to k*/(*p our promise. At one time we forced upon 
the French our hiws, our languag«*, and in a measure our 
n*lit:ion. The Fn*nch n^sistcHl, at tirst (|uietly, and then in 
arms '^^^ (he |)utch at the (*ape resisted, at first in arms, and 
then (|uietly ; but in each cast* the defeni*c won, and Ouebeo 
is now as Fn»nch as Stellenbos4*li and The l*aarl are Uutch. 
Then* was, however, a curious interluilo in Canada. During 
the wars in which the Cnitcnl States attempted to dri%*e us out 
f*f (*aHad:i, the ('anadians fought u|K)n our side. Tlie only

It gave 
the French but little ill the iliriH't form, but it gave them the 
means of wiimini; everything tlu-y a^kiHl, and they soon carried 
the iiM> of the French laof^nage in all the documents of iVirlia- 
iiietit, and the e«|uality of Fn'iich with Knglish as the language 
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of (lolmta At tho tinio of TooquovilIe'n visit he pointed out

The Fit?neh 
are incnvisinp in iiundM*rs and spn*ading as regards geo-

The chief s'n^u of the inllow of the Fn*ncli into Ontario is tlio The FVmHi

inniii^'rati<»n has taken place. In two counties Ivintc lietween 
< Htawa and Montreal then* are alxiut sixty French sclioolsi that 
is mIhkiIs in whieh the teaching and use of French prejwnder- 
ate oM-r the t<%'iehing and use of Knglish. Tliese two counties 
of Ontario an» united for local government pur|)Oses, and the 
i-ouiity council has ten Fn^nch mendiers out of twentv-four. 
The oritcinal wttlers of this |virt of Ontnrio were Tnited rCmpire 
f^iyalists who came in from New Kngland and New York after 
the l!evolutionar>' War. The Fn'nch inmiignition liegnn alMiut 
forty years airo, and the incomers occupietl tlie low lands which 
had In en njeetinl by the liritish settlers, who still hold tho 
ui^iHT lands but are hennncd in on all sides by hahitanit, 
Nlany Kngli.Nli farmers ha\e sold out and left for ManitolMsand 
others an* likely to follow their example. It is no doulit tlie in- 
enMM* of the trench |)opulation in ()ntario nhieh lias lieen a 
iN)tent eauM* r»f nnvnt demonstrations in that Province against 
r nneli ( anadians and their religion. The li»ss narrow IVotest- 
ants avsirt that, althoutj:ii in northern and i*astern Ontario tlio 
Knneli fxtpulation is incn»asing, a largt^ pro|K)rtion of tho 
Ft'iicli in tlu'MMlistrictsareljecoming less distinctively French, 
and an* growing more like the Knglish in dress, in ways of 
li\hi>;. and even in tongue.

C'AosiliaiM C*anadinns in Now Kngland presents some curious features. 
Ui Um They replace New Knglanders, who are pouring into Montana 

UBitf«l unci the two HakotaK, and it has lieen estnnateu that something 
like half of the FriMirii • Canailian population of tho United 
Stat€»s is in New Kngland, while it is in the New Kngland 
Statics that 35<),U(X) French Canadians are conspicuous from their 
situation in the midst of a ^xipulation entirely unlike them in 
race, ivligion, and manner ot life. The Canadians of New Kng- 
land gain their livclihocMl as farm<*rs, car|M.'nters, wheelwrights, 
and opemtiv<»s in cotton and woollen mills. Some ot the 
f.u'toricH in JMiode Island are «'iitin*lv worketl by Fn»nch Cana- 
dians and in that State, until within the last few years, they 
have shown no diKposition to liecoine naturalise<l or American- 
ijiiHl in any way. They still keep very much to theiiiwlvi^s, and 
hold Init little niteivourso with operativ(*sof other nationalities, 
and have <iften refuse<l to unite with them in strikes. Tlio 
American French Ix^ar a good character as law-abiding, frugal, 
and soImt workmen, easily taught the use of machinery and the 
proct*sses of manufacture. The usual course of their niiiiiigra- 
tion is for a family to come down from Canmla, the father 
obtaining work as a common laliourer, tho mother taking charge 
of the house and of the usually enormous family of children, 
and the koiis and daughters as they grow up getting work in 
mills. Tliey live economically, and save their wagi^s to send to 
C'anaila for investment in land in the toHiishii) from which they 
came. When their end has licen ai'coiiiplisheti the whole family 
often g(ies to ( anada in the spring and works until the end of 
sunnier, and then returns to the mills for the winter monthsL 
As t!io |Kircnts grow older they n*main in C^anaila, and tlio 
cliihiren po liaik to the Unitetl States and send nnnittances 
hoiiM\ aiifi neither the ohi nor the j'oung, until wry n*cent yean» 
have lieeii in the habit of learning to s|)eak or even to under- 
stand the Knglisli toiiffue. Within tlie last few vears, liowc%'er, 
the cflucation laws ot tlie l^niteil Staters liave lji*fcun to liroak 
down this system, liaving a lest complete French family life to 
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conqiMT than e\isto<l in Lower Cnnnili it>olf, in which wc fniled 
to fus*' th<» niccs whtMi wo tricf! to do ko. Tliore 1ms been m 
stiiijrirh* lH»tw<x*n the two cl;iss<»s of schoolfi. French -Cnnacliiin 
prii'sis hav«» U'iMi (Nluc.itc<l in the rnitc<!

pnlitual jvirtics in New England to induce the French Canadians 
t(» Uroiue naturalised, with the result that agood many of them 
have IkM-oine nieniU'rs of Statr lejrislatun*?*, while the commis- 
sioner from the State of IMiode Island to the Parin Exhibition 
<»f ISS9 was himsi'If a FnMich Canadian. Still it may lio said 
that at prc.S4Mit the Fn*ncli C*ana<lians remain, on tlio wliole, a 
connniinity apirt. There are New England factories in which 
ail? i»iMTatives who have \n*c\\ empliiyifl theit; for fifteen or 
twenty years, ainl who cannot KiH»ak a word of Englisli. Th« 
incoming of Fix-nch (\'inadians to New England under contracii 
which UM'<I to Ik* comnnm, has lieen chcn-ket! by theenforceinent 
of American laws forhi<Iding the imiKirtatioii of labour under 
MH-h conditions. Of tlu* great numiKT of French -Canadian 
nc\v.>)t.-iiM'i*s in the New England States many have no doulii 
iMM'n .vtartctl with interest e<l ]X)litical views, l>ut it is €*asy to see 
fnim the natuix* of their contents that the leaders do not pay 
much attention to subjects n(>t Canadian, and that tliese 
inlialiitants of the I'nited States aiv more intereste*! in Ques- 
tions relating to France, or to their Church, than in thoKC wiiich 
liavi* to do with the Cnite<l Statc»«. 

That ilcvin* fif the l^iwer Canadians to n*taiii the French Pvtanof 
nationality which kept them on f»ur side during the American tlM 
wars will always lea\e the t^>ueU»c Fi*o\ iiice ratlier British tlian 
American in its sympit hies. The (*aiiadians are willing euoagh 
to make their foiiuncs in the rnit»"<l States but mostlv on con- 
dition that the}' may return one day to (*anada,and they do 
not iM'lii-ve that it wouhl l>e i>rkvsibh* for them to f*njoy the same 
measure of insurance of their national i)eculiariti(*s in the event 
of their absorption in the rnite<l States as they now enjoy 
u\u\vr the Act <»f IS(;7, which makes QueUc a se])aratc IVovinoe 
with a rarlianieiit of its own.

iIn* (Sn'at ; while. u|miii the other si(h% the Trovinco claims Mr. 
I<.iiuner, the mi*mlM*r for Quebec luist, who professes, however, 
.istrtHig d«*Hire to ivment the two races into one nation. Of 
Fn'nch Tni^incial ftoliticians Mr. llonore .Mrrcier, the Prime 
Minist<*r of <juel)ec, is the most prominent, and se<*nis likelv to 
1(*:mI the Ixiwer ( anailians during his whole life. The Province 
has not only the alteration of its own constitution and the 
m*Ikm»1 MyHt4*m, but the dis|M»;d of Provincial public huKls, |KX)r 
law or cliariUible institutions, a |N»rtion of the public works, 

(M»werof im|iosing direct taxation for lo*"al pur|iosi*s, loans on 
Vo\incial cn*<lit, oirui^s, otrM-ers and public Mrrvatits, matters 
«*4»n(*«niing nn>|M*rty, the civil laws, and the ailministnition of 
ju-tiiv ; an«l yucUv «*njoys, thrn-fon*, as much as she ideases of 
the FrtMichci^il laws. Tlie criminal law of Knglancf prevails 
tlinMi*:liout the l><»niinion. Tin* Fn*nch (*aiiaillans tiosM*ss their 
own ('i%il ixsle, ^liicli lias gnmn from tlie Koman law through 
tin* CiiHtoiimry UH;im«s <»f nhl Framv, lait has Iuhmi |iowerfully 
allW'ti*«l by till* cHMlilicat ion ui Fivnrli law by the First Na|M>hH>n. 
It is maintaiiKsl by tin* op|M>iientsof th«* Koiiiaii ( atholic Chun'li 
tiMt by tlie (jiieU*c hyi»tt*iii tlM*re is State aid to n^ligioii, and 
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the institution of tlio j\thi'l*iw giviMi colour to that view. Of 
social iMvuliaritit^ in the rix)viiK*e of Quebec one is the cUoie 
in the (jucIxh: Liquor Act allowing pentons to be pat under 
nntiiv by their relations in order to prevent their being served 
witii litiuor, a principle which we shall titid further developed 
in one or two other IVoviniVH and colonies, and which also 
exists in some States of the American rnion. Tlie (Quebec law 
has not U*en gen<Tally enforcctl, although drunkards in country 
districts are made to go a gcKxl many miles for their liquor, and 
the ** dominion Alliance for the Suppression of the Liquor 
Tralhc"' is now taking the matter in hand. 

The (juelk^* )*arliament is a little lively, and there is within r^k^ 
its walls a l(H-al division of |).'irtii*s into Lilx^ral (National) and 
i'onserxative ; or Houges and Hleus (Hleus having in Canada 
i'\ai'tly the opiKisite meaning from thatwiiicli it bore in France 
in \'\y<\\ whicti is not the bjimc division as exists in Ontario 
allairs Uaween the "Tories," who style themselves Liberal- 
CiMiMTvatives an<l the "CJrits" or Lilierals. 

The (>ucIh'c Liljcrals now object to Imj called " Rouges," and 
« 1 aim to Ik^ a new jKirty, and Mr. Mercier repudiates the term 
" LiU ral " and n.ost of its (^uelxH? associations. In the days of 
Sir (loorge C'artier the Conservative piirty of Quebec liad had 
tlM> uiidi\ided sup|)ort of the Homan Catholic Churcli, and tlie 
LiU'ials wrre of the KurojK'an tyjie, and op|)osed to all exten- 
sions i>f clt>rical influence. The Iculing men of the Qucbee 
LiUral fKiity iMlonginl to tliutitut C*iMtulirn at Montreal, 
wliirh was tlistinctly ant i- clerical, but the Church bent her 
inllucno* to the dcst ruction of the s<K'i«»ty and exconiniunicated 
its mcndxTs. The l>odv of a Mr. (iuibord, thus exconirauni- 
ratcd, was left in the dead-house for several years while the 
Pi'i\y Council invrstigatcd his right to iiitennent in his own 
tiirliold grave. The society was broken uj>. Tlie Liljcral iMirtjr, 
uliii-h as long as it w:i.s anti clerical was in a minority (exce|>t 
for one brief trrm), IxH-anie ;vs clerical as the Quebec Conserva- 
ti\e j»arty, and under .Mr. Mercier's lead styles itself National 
and Is triumnhant. 

Tho loyal inhabitants of the PrtMuier Trovince of the Ostafia. 
|)oniini<»n, as Ontario loves to style herself, IxMist tliat of all 
Kn;;land's |M>s.si>sNionK it was first oi'cupied in a manner unique 
ill tlu* history of Ihitish cotoni.vitioii.

The dcsjccndantii of 
tlie Tnitcd Kiiipii^ Ixn'alii»U are among the modt vigorous and 
tlio mo»t sucii»N>ful of tho inhabitants of the Dominion. The 
Province of QucU*c is in many ivi»(>ccts virtually unclian^cd 
since 1 wrote of it in 1S08. Ontario, on the other hand, hxis 
bi?come a new country since that time, and while Quebec is 
still from numy |M>ints of view, as it always was, a |virt of the 
old world, in Ontario we ivach one of those young oUshoots of 
(treat Ihitain which are nM*ognise<l in Australia and New 
Zealand, in Natal, and in tho Mistern Province of the Ca|)a It 
is in consi<lcring the cunditicm of Ontario, of Manitobsi and tho 
North W(*Ht, and of the Pacific States of the Dominion, that one 
liiis to n'ahfie tho inunense im|>etus pven to ISritish North 
America by fitleration. Just as in Syria, in Central Asia, or in 
ll-iluchistan, tho tnivi'ller fci*ls !Ls though ho were among m*o]>lo 
who livtnl a thou.s;in«l years ago- in Ontario, as in AuNtnilia, ho 
is in the midst of a |)opuiation who sei*m to In; living half a cen- 
tury later than his own lime. Although the Provini*e of Ontario 
is Hmaller than that of QucIa'c, and conhid«*r;ibly less than half 
the si/A! of British (V>lumbiji, yet it is larger than the six New 
Knglanil States with New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, and 
Maryland ; nor do its climate and soil (H)m|Mitx» unfavourably 
with thosi* of the ten States namc*d. Its avenigi* yield of wheat 
to the cultivatinl acn» during reci*nt years luis lieen con.siderably 
aliove that of the Uvst grain -|^>roducing c«)untric^ of the I'nion, 
although .Minnesota still raises more wheat than the s|)arso 
settlement of Canada allows the Dominion to pitxluce. Ontario 
is an excvUent country for wool and cattle -niising, and for 
wine. In minerals and in timber it is rich, and every |Nirt of it 
has easy acci*ss to its markets. Pt*o)>leil as it is by a robust 
stO(*k, (hitario has a future full of pnimise. 

The city of Toronto, the capital of tlie Province, displays the 
energy which characterises Ontario as a whole. If Montreal is 
tlie Hiiest city of the Dominion, Toronto is lii'coming the most 
pros|M*rous and is the most progressive. Its incn*aso of 
]iopulation f\\i*% promise of a growth aiiproaching that «>f the 
gn»at Amenc:iii commercial centres. Iwrtwifn \^\\ and 18H1 
Tonmto doubletl its |M>pulati(m, and, if rect*nt CHtimates may be 
ri'liitl u|Mjn, it has alreiuly again done so sinct« the last census — 
tin* |M>pulation U*ing at that timeH^M^^ nnd bi*ingestimate<l at 
from 17<Mjix> to iNi.dlK) in IHHti. No two cities in tlie whole 
world ore h*ss alike than the capitals of tin) neighUiuring Pro- 
\inc<*s .if Ontario an<l Queljec, though neither is American. 
While OucImv \% KriMich, T«*ninto is more Knglii»h than American, 
and hioKs like one of the southern Huburlis of our own I^indon, 
mlornetl with a trans-Atlantic e<iuipmentof iiinumenibleeltH-tric 
win*s. Toronto has no gn*at lieauty, ami its w\U^ u|*on a flat 
lake tohoro gi%«*s it no natural advantage to tlio eye ; but tlM*re 
is alMiut the city an air of business animation whirh yiehls an 
agri*i*able iiiipri*ssion of \igt>nius growtli. As in Moiitn*ol, tlio 
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cliuivlios form the chief architectuml feature, but the boildingi 
of tlio l^nivorsity constitute a digtiitieil K^oup. The etlucational 
and ri'lijn^^u** activity of "The Queen City ** w as striking lu its 
coinincrcial enterprise. It in to the fact of its luivin|[ liecoroe a 
frixsit raih'o.'ul tvntre that the pros]K»rity of the hikc-Mile capital 
of Ontario is due— no less tlian eight lines converging tliere 
fi-oni dillerent dippctionx, 

Ottawa owes its |x>sition of capital of the Dominion to the Ottsva. 
j«*alou>ii's of tlH» givatiT cities. Ijie situation of tlio town on 
the high Kmks of the Ottawa, close to the Uiiling falls, is 
^uiHM'ior to that of Wasliins^ton on tin* low lanils of tho Potomac, 
and, though the Cotliic Houses of Parliament arc not of tlie 
size of the classic Capitol of tlu* Unitnl Statics, the grouping of 
tjic legislative and fh«|)art mental buildings on three sides of an 
iiii)M>>ing squar<> makes a liner single aiThitectural display than 
anything to l)e found in Wa^^hington, where tlie nandsonie 
public e<liti(-es are scattere<l alx>ut and lost in a wilderness of 
\illas. The Parliainrnt Library at Ottawa is iierhatis t\\e finest 
building of its kind u|>on the continrnt, ana a block of new 
C!uvcrnni4>nt otVices in the imnuHliato vicinity of tlie great 
u'roup« has just l)C(*n com|>l«'te<I, the design of which is a model 
for the en-it ion (»f public ollices. The arrangement of the 
llousfs of the h'gi.slature t'onibines fcatuivs which are found at 
Westminster and at Washington. The I'pjXT House, though it 
is called till' S*nate, and though its niendx^rs, following tlie 
.\uicrii-.-in tustoni, frecpiently adopt tinMr otlicial rank of Senator 
as a titular prefix, is in its arrangement, with si*ats U|)Oii oppo- 
site siijes of the ehanilMT, on either hand of the Tlirone, con- 
st nieted on the liritisli )»lan. On the other hand, in the House 
of Coiiinions which adheres so closdy to English names as to 
eoiift'i* the style of .M.P. on its inemlM^rs, the seats are arranged 
in eiiHular fi»rm after the |Mtterti of Congress. A sitting of the 
l>oniinit»n llou>e <»f Connnoiis is an onlerly s|)ectacle compared 
%«ith a M-^sion of (\»iign\ss ; but although the Ix>wer House at 
W«v>tiiiin>ter has lost in n'i*eiit years some of its chanu'ter for 
fleet »iinii, it is M»vere in its formality as compared with the 
I'aiiatlian I^ower House. One of the most solier journals of the 
I>oiiiiiiion« lately dcHirihing nu unusually c|uiet division, said 
that '*it hM>ketl all right in Hanvml,'' but ** to the galleries it 
apiMMiitl as though a comic o|M'ra had liivn n*plaoed by a lesson

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SociciyMil the residpiu*c of tlic (•oyfnior-CSeneral nt Hideau IlalL Tli« 
l««bUt:iii«iL city IH, liom-ever, not «*iitiri*lv given up to Pjirlintiietit niul the 
ollic'«*M ; there art* hitiiU*r iiiills ii|Mm tlie (liaudteit; falls, which 
eiii|>loy many work|>eo|)U% who form the nucleus of a large 
imlutitrial |M>pulation. Although Ottawa in g(*ogniphicalTy 
within the Province of Ontario, it Ktands on the extreme 
fniiitier and is al^o near tluit i^irtion of Ontario which is 
alnufcit an French an is (^ueUnr. There ai-ij in consiH|uenit» signs 
of the existoncti of a French element, and the Frenrh notiivs 
over the ntnvt hhojis cannot Im» i>ut ui) entiivly for the Ijenetit 
of the Oueliec memU*i*H and their families who ** Uifinl "* in 
Ottawa (luring the |Kirlianientary M\ssion. Ottawa city ivturns 
one of the fifty-four Fn^nch memiicr^i of the Dominion House of 
Commonn.

aen>ss the lx>nler, may lie mxmi from the class of memlM^rs who 
nit in lioth houses of the l)omini«»n Parliament^ and in the 
Provineial legislature*. J\arty fe<'ling runs high Ixith at 
Ottawa and at Toronto and (juelxH*, an<l at moments of 
extn»me bitterness Canadian (lolitieians, Ixith Fitleral and 
1*1*0% ineial, make M»nous eliarges against their op|)onentx, Imt, 
nevertheless the lie?»t men arc thniughout the Dominion 
\%illing or anxious to umh^rtake |virliamentary duties. In the 
riiit4*<l States many of the U'st eiti/ens an* alisorlx^ in the 
pur^^uit of wealth, and the ^reat railway and lianking magnates 
an* sehlom to lie fouml either in (*oiigrt*ss or in State legis* 
latiin^s. llie wealthy, and unfortunately a large prof^ortion of 
the most highly etlucatnl, among AmericAii citi7x*ns shun 
)K>litieal life as a caret*r with which honest men of sulMtanco 
should have nothing to do; but in (anaila the rich men, like 
Sir iXonald Smith, and the eliii'f inhabitants of all the princi|Mil 
eiti«»s, an* aetive hyislators. The fact that members arc fiaid 
lioth in tlie Fcnh'nil and in the J Provincial Houses does not call 
ff»rth the imputation tliat they scvk sc*ats for the sake of Uia 
Kti|x*id, and scandals of corruption are all Init unheard of. 
The ( anadian txilitieal pn*«is stAuds as high as do the Canadian 
iMiliticians. Then* are leading journals in Toronto and in 
Alontreal \ihich may lie t*omtiared in gi'tieral eharacter with 
sueh |ia)M*rs as tin* Lii^r/tmJ f\t$t or the M*iMrkr»irr fimtrtfittn^ 
and it is n*maikable, i*«>iisi(h*riiig the iiroximity of the Cnitotl 
Stat(»s how little the iiewh|vi|iers of Ontario ami QuelA*e are 
infi*cteil by the sensationalum of a portion of tho American 
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press. The ninnzing hemllines which are so conspicuont a 
tratureof the h'adin^ jounmis of New York exi»i in CaiumU 
oiilv ill the mildest tonii. 11ie French press con tAin« a Bood 
tU'al of ilia raft eristic Canadian journalism, very ditrcreni from 
any matter published in France. Fn scvend of the newspapers 
exivllriit Fn»ne!i style is found ; but there are l)etwcen liftT 
and sixty Fi*ench journals publishiHl in the I>ouiinion, of which 
more than a ({uarter are daily |ia|x*rK, and the style in some of 
them wouhl puzzle a l^irisian n*ader. An eflbrt to improve 
Fivmli-C'anadian style is notict\ible in Canada, which is simiUr 
to the (*nnstant strivinfr after classical Greek to Ijo met with 
amoiii; the journalists of Athens. 

The l)itteix»st of Canadian jHilitieal controversies of recent TIk Rniw 
years has Ix^eii that which lately arose over the ix)wer and ^^*»*te 
|H>.Niti(>n of the Itoman Catholic Church in the l^vince of ^'^■'^ 
((>uelNH-. That Church in FixMich Canada is predominant and 
privihixtMl. The spires of its churches are conspicuous in the 
Miialle.st hamh'ts. The casMK'ks of the pric'sts arc met at every 
turn, and tin* mere jHTUsal of a FnMiehC anadian newspaper 
w ill 1m* sutlicitMit to show that in the Frovince of (juelxH? tlie 
Church of Kome has a stronger ]x>hition than in any Catholic • 
country in Kuro|H; - stronger even than in IVlgium or in 
Iri'l.-ind itself. S'nt«'ncvs of excommunication 'are publislied 
by .some of the I^owcr (*anadian journals with the names of 
the <»tr«nd<'rs, almost in the way in which liankruptcies are 
j:a/.«'tt«'d ill communities h»ss ec«-l«'siasti«'al. Even in Ikdgium, 
wlicre ))olitii'al laymen take |v.*irt in religious processionSi it 
would 1m* tliouirht ti'markablt* if leading statesmen appeared in 
the costume in which Mr. .Mercier, the Frinie Minister of 
(.>UflMC, wasattin^il at a festival held lately at St. Hyacinthe. 
'I Ills chief man of a l*ritisli IVovinct^ which adjoins the United 
States apiM'anil in tin* gorgeous niiment of a Faiml order, 
\vliich iiicIudiMl white breivlies trimme<l with n'<i, a gnn^n satin

The (•overnnient of 
whieh he wa;* the lu'ad w;is n'ady to dis:ip|)i>ar if that wc»uld U* 
the nu^ann of uniting the Kn*ncli-( anadian |KHi|de for tho 
triumph of their sjieri'fl eause, for the sake of tlu'ir nationality 
and their rt'Iigion. Tlirir strength lay in the union of the 
li^-ople with the clerj^y, for to the eliT^y the French Canadians 
ow4il wliAt they were to-<lay, and it* they wen* a great and 
iwitriotic |MH)j)Ie it w.-us due to the faith of their fathers, whieh 
they had niaintaine<I. For the iNJike of their ivlipon, and ft>r 
the sake of the Dominion at larp% the Fn>neli Canadiiins must 
U* unit4Hi. The ai(itAtion whieh wasi U'ing i*ondueted in 
Ontario wax a lKis4*lesH and a dangenius agitation, and if tli«! 
FnMieh (.anailianH were to ant'pt the provo<*ation that hail 
lie4*n otH'ix'd them they might not Ik* the fir^t vietims of that 
agitation. i*roliting liy an :u*t of justiiv that had Ixi-n n'nderetl 
l>y the legislature of QucUh*, in th(* full authority of its eon- 
stitutional iHiwern, the fanatics of Ontario were depriving the 
FriMich Catliolicu of wune of their dfan*st an<l most elierislu*<l 
rightii l*y the most insolent and insulting agitation ever 
indulge<l in by a |n'opl«\ eonduft<nl by the ii.imt» uivu who were 
saying that the Fivnch C*anadianM had no right to teach their 
children Fn^neh in the Province of Ontario. F-«'t them eontnuit 
that action with the conduct (»f the French Catholics of Ou4*lice 
towaixl-H the l*rotcstant minority. The Protestants of QucUr 
wei*e given one-thiixl of tlie c<lucational grant, and they wen* 
not askinl what tln^y taught in their m-IiooIs, but wen* allowtHl 
to teach a dilFenMit cnitl and a diU'erent Language. Thes4* 
men who ha<i Uvn tn*at«^l uith ho much gcncnisity and 
liU'rality were now joining the fanatieii of Ontario. The 
tjuelM*c M^gislature liad its documents translatetl into Knglish 
for the U'lielit of the few English memWrs, and the>e fanatics 
would not allow Fn'nch to lie tfiught in Ontario. The Fn*neh- 
(*an;idian pi-ople were too gi*nerous to n*taliate c»n the minority. 
It was usA'less to imagine that they would e\er eofisi* to U* 
Fn*nch anil ( atlMilie." It will Ims m'imi thai this K|KtH'h is a 
\aluable indii*ation of the drift of the internal itolitien of 
(JuelM*c, and of their UNiring U|Mm the |K>liticj(of the lliiminion. 
boi«*an Catholic inten-^ts an*, however, unlik«'ly to U* n'ally 
tnimpled ut>on in a c(»untry in which the Itonian Cjitholinc 
|WH(^*i&s, aK they do in C*an:ula, some 4:2 p(*r ei»nt of the religioun 
world and are alma!»t aif nunn'rouii a« the thn*e next gn*at 
denominationn put t4»getlM*r. 

KishopH and prii^Hts exen-ise in I^iwer (*anad:i a Koinewlmt 
minute su|M*r\ision over the liven of their |M*ople. TIh*v, of 
c«>urM% diM.*ourAge mixc*d niJUTiagi*<s and tliey do no to iiueh an 
cxtf^nt AH to ktmngly pn^mote tlio lioinogi*neou« cliarauter of 
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the Froiuli-Caimclinii ]>opu1ution. Some grief is caused in the 
fity of (^UfUv, (hiring; tlie iM'ricxlical i-csi(it»iicc of the Oovcmor- 
(iiMMMuK !)>' the fart that no (lisi)onsation for chincing is given 
to Frnuii (*aii:uliaii ladios on tlio occasion of Viceregal iMillt. 
Anlji>i^li<>l> I'alm* of Montn*al in a recent jvistoral warned the 
faitlit'ul a.LTainst a luniilH'r of wickcNl and doubtful practices, 
luiitaiiitd in a list wliit h 1>roug)it together amateur theatricals, 
eirt'iiM's and snow slioe tranins. The legal holidays imi)08ed bj 
tln-tivil LMHJe 4»f (^uelx»c ineiude a nund)er of Church fe&tivafs 
not nM'opiisi'd in Protestant count riini ; but the bishofM are 
aKo >trirt as regards Sunday obs4*rvancc. 

In tin* f;reat«*r portion of the Province of Queliec there is 
little artive o|»i)o>ition to Konian C\'itliolic ]>n»tension>s Init at 
Montrral, where the Prot<»stant element is larger, there is some 
tVietion ami considerable feelini: against the jjowern and privi- 
ii'ijes of tln^ Clnnrli. The (liristian Hrotliers liavo a large 
priiitinLT estab1i>lnnent at Montrval, and there are complaints 
that this liouM% which jKiys no taxes, should enter into com- 
|Htition with employers o^ lali«>ur who have to ]viy high muni- 
cipal rates. Sinnlar eon)))laint is made reg:irding a laundry on 
a lar.u'e seale eonnet-ted with the (ioo<l Shepherd Hcformatory. 
rrench Ilonian Catholie inlliienre is, however, strong in (*ana(ia 
i-\»*n out^itle the IVovinct* of <^>uel)cc, and the action of tlie 
( 'nr)x>ratioii <»f Ottawa, the capital of the British Canadian 
I >iMiiiiiin)i. niav Im* contracted with that of the municiimlity of 
tin* capital t»f r'lanee, the eldest daughter of the Churcli, in the 
matter nt ehangt* of nan>es of streets. At Ottawa the name of 
"Water Stre»'t'' was reei-ntly alti^n^l to that of "St. John 
llipti^t." in hoiumr of the patron s;iint of the Fn'uch Canadians. 
It n»ay 1m- ijiterc^ting to note that in this most (Vitholic country 
ill the world the C^)ti«en*s name and not the Po|)e*4 takes the tirnt 
•lare on the t(».-i>t list of banquets even of (\itholic Kocieties. 
-isi St. .bihn's I)ay. the ehief annual festival o( OucU»c coni- 
UH-nrtd ill the morning with high mass, at whieli the Canlinal 
otlieiatrtl, th«' lio>t lieing elevated to the S4)und of bugli*H an<l A 
sidute of aitillerv. while in the e\<'ning. at the bannuet of tite 
MM ii'ties whirji ha<l attended this solemn service in the Pasilica, 
the first t<>;ist was otler<Nl '* a la lh»ine.**

a^ prMfe-.s the reli^^'ioii of the Church of Pome, and it iH umler 
this law that the Church ill (^»:ieUv now colltH.*ts itn titliea.

Iiiiiii<*<liati'ly an agitation spranu 
lip ill Ontario among Orange and Prot4*stant iMxIies to prevail 
u|>oii the t lOMM'iior t M*ii<*ral in (\»uiH-il to um* his |M>wer of \eto 
against the i*n»vincial Act, Mliich was dcnounct*d as iiifiinging

The unusual 4*f»ur.so was 
taken of hringing the question l)cf<in* the Ikiminion Parliament, 
luit in a full Houm^ of C*oniiiions ^^'2 mcmlji*rH U'ing ptvM*nt out 
of 'Jir», tmly 13i*ould lie found to vote for tlu* n*M>luti(m in favour 
of the di<^illowanc<* of tlw Provincial Act.

enter into the Dominion all'airs of C*anmla. Education U 
dele;4at«'<l to the I'rovinces and the Fc<lenil Ciovemineiit liAS 
with reiraiil t<» it no |K)\ver except to secure that in tho 
JVov inces in which there e\i.st< a M'imrate or diHscMitient school 
s>stem for the U'netit of the miriMrity that systirm is inaintainctl. 
There are ".sepanite" or **di.s-«:itieiit ** schools in QuelNH; and 
in Ontario f(»r tho l^enetit of the Pititestant and tlio Itoinan 
Catholie minorities ivs|MH'tivcly, and these are guaranlcecl by 
the r»riti>h North AnuTica Act.

|»*>iti«»ns, although inoie than half the Koman t*atholic children 
m ( )ntario are U'licv<tl to uttt-nd the public M'lntolK. llie 
•litlerenee in the wurkint; of tli«- two hystcins, which a4*counts 
for llonian (*atholics M*ndin.i; tli«-ir children to public m'IiooIs in 
< )ntario, i^ that (\\hil«» the I'mtftant separate sc*hoolsof Queljcc 
.tir undenoniinati«mal), the Hon. .in Catholic S4*|)ani to schools of 
thitaiio are ecclesiastical, and jri\e an eilucaticm generally 
tlitin;;lit to U* inferior to that <btainc<l in the public schools. 
The piiblie siJiiMils of (^iielNV ai«' strictly lioiiiaii Catholic and 
«l<-noiiiinatit»nal. The <-\)Nnditure u|Min ctliication, liotli district 
and Pro\incial, is sinifularly hi.:h, and the m'IiooI attendance 
tiirouuhout the Dominion, in spite of the s)>.'irs«*ncMi of the 
|N>pul.ition in larp* |>orti<»iis if its territory, is |MTlia|is Um 
highest in the >%orUl.

Canada i« a country which presiMitcd ditlicultics in the way of 
united government as pit^at a.n could bo easily conceived. 
KlAcwhero tliere are united in one country, u|)on a fwleral plan, 
tlin»e races, not altop»ther friendly, and two religions : but in 
( anada were found the same two crco<K in fierce conllict, and 
nicvs se|V'iratefl by nicnioricii of constant war or of the grinding 
tyranny of jvist age^v The compilers of the Canadian ivnsus of 
K'^Hl undertiMik a dillicult ta.sk in trying to divide the Canadian 
|H*ojde among the dilFonMit natiunalitic*s from which the^ 
Hpring, but it may lie assumed that the risk of error in this 
matter atlcvts all ract*s equally, and that, on the whole, the 
tigun*4 are not far wrong. The Dominion liad then, as 1 hxive 
siiid, aUmt I, .100,000 French, while we may class together the 
iHMMMH) Knglish and the 700,<)oo Scotch as U^ing unitcNl by 
history, for most purpoM»s, into a Ixxly of l,(i00.<XX) Hritons, 
rrpn'senting those who carrie<l on continucsl warfare with the 
ann*stoni of the FnMU'h in North America. One million Irish 
are M*j)aratc><l from the Knglish Scotch combination by re- 
4*(»ll<*ctionsof the |K*nal laws of pn^vious ages and of what they 
think oppivssion. While the majority 4>f the Irish and the 
Fifnch together form a lU»man Catholic ]>opulation not very 
tliffcrent in numU'rH frf»m the Scotch and Knglish atid Clster 
Prot(^^tant |M»pulatioii, the n^mainder of the inhabitants of the 
Oominion consistinl in IKsl of a(|uarterof a million of Cicrmans. 
now im'n*as4nl to over 3<«V^*. ^i»d of S-nndinavians and 
|*«Tsons of Cnitetl States American desivnt. The Seandinavian 
and bn'landic «'h*hM*nt is n<iw increasing raj>idly. The jealoUHi4*s 
<»f the two great ratios anti of the two chief IVov inces IumI cauM*d 
th«« adoption U|K>n fcileration of the provision that Qui'licc and 
Ontario, in spite of the KuiH-riority in numlxT of |N)pulation of 
the latter Provinces should have tniual n'prescMitation in the 
S-nate ; but the historic claims of lyiwer Cana4la upcm the 
H'prfM^'ntation (|uestion were di>allowe<| in the cn*ation of the 
l>»wer llous4», where n-pn^M-ntation was alhitt^Hl to the 
IVo\ inches in strict pn^portion to i^opulation, and upon a s«»lf- 
nt-ting syst(*m, such as we shall also m*c at work in M»me of the 
Au^tnilasian ctilonies. In Switzerland many of the dilheulties of 
ft»«|»'nition wrn» remove<l by tin* fact that the i*an tons had an 
aneient history which made of them virtually M)vereign Statim 
t*<Mninff t«^vly into union, as w^is also the cas4» in fact and theory 
with the Old Knglish colonies wlwn they formiNl theniMdves into 
the CnitfM .States, but in C'anadi this Uisis for confetleration 
was wanting. 

IVfi»n» f«nienition there e\itte«l in CanxiiU intense* rf*tigiouf 
and raei.al jeaiou>»ii*« ; and in another delicate matter of 
im|»ortance, namely, \twn\ linanci* and inten-sts. the various 
ei»Ioni«i» had M*t up custom housi^s against one anotlier, and all of 
them trailt*d nith and de|)iMid4sl on tlie CnittMl States more than 
with or on i*ach other. Tlie Trovinccss (cxcirpt in some degrve 
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\\\v "two ( 'aiiadas '*), with tlioir then cliKtinot i<(Tf»tems of 
govorniiKMit, isolated by tin* al»M*iuH* of tmiiMt fofifitir*, were 
a^ Mparati* as so many foivitjii oouiitricH. At the kiiiio tiiiH) the 
rnitril State's held ojXMi wide her anus f^n^j the set of upinion 
tn\vanl< ai:i:re:-'»^j<»» "^^*^ large eoimiiuiiities workwl towards 
absorption into the TniliHl States rather than townnU Dritish 
Ncnth Anieriean union. S<»n)e are shiR^kcnl in tlie present day 
whrn thfy hrar of resolutions in C'ongn'ss KUgtn^sting the 
irnption of (*ana<la into the Statt*^ system, hut while 1 was in 
Canada in .hily 1H!<{ a iletailetl Kill was intnHlutx*d and read 
t\\ir<» in the llou>e of Uepresentatives at Wasliington **for tlio 
admission of the State's of Nova Seotia, New Drunswick* 
Canada Kast and Canada West, and for the orpmisation of tlie 
tniitoiies of S«lkirk, Saskateliewan, and Columbia.'' The 
Initi-il States were to assume the debt of the Provinei^s and to 
u'iN<'an annual grant in aid (»f Ux-al exi)endituiv, pronii>iing to 
<-nn>tru<-t the Paeitie railro.'id, and to impix)ve the ennals hO tliat 
larp' ships should 1m^ able to |».-iss into the Ci)|N!r l^'ikcH, w'hile 
the liill also providid for buying -out the Hudson Day 
Coin|>:iny. 

The only nMnttly forsueh a state of things was eon federation, 
liiit thr ob-stacles in the way ap|>eanHl to Im? insu|x*rable. By 
till* pi iith-nee of the authors of C*anatlian fiMlenition tliese 
diilitultirs wi're eontiurntl. It was diH*ide<l that the new 
dominion should hasr all j)owers except those dclegatetl to the 
rro\inr«'s by the lonsiitntidn, thus n'scrsing the sv.Nteni which 
f\ists in tin* Cnitrd States owinc to the M)\ereignty of the 
\ariou> Statr-^, but >\ hith in Canada >\ouId not have had within 
it a p-ini of histftrical truth. The idea of a new (*anadian 
ii.iiji.nd unity was faxomrd by the rreation t»f a hK*nl IVivy 
Council. Tin* drf»MH*e of Canada was naturally plac«*<l under 
tin' hominion, as wi-ll as thr eustoms, tnMh\ and <*urrency. 
Tin' old PrnxiiKH's i«**i\rd the control of tliefr public lanas, 
fMit'^ts, and hiinrs, but lands in tlu* t(>rritories of Alanitolia and 
tin* NiMlh W«-^t, as y<-t at that time uuM-tthnl, were to lielong 
tothf I )nniiiii<»n. tMixTally s)M*aking, it may In* s:iid that the 
Irdi'ial ( ioxernnicnt has all jH>wers neivss;iry to tho unity, 
i<«-ni).iiM'nci>. and d<'\clo)>ment of the I dominion, and tlie 
iVoxiiii-ial ( lovi-rnmcnt power over the daily local life of its 
ndiabitants. 

Our own has In-en a fe<h-ral age. The year IW^i saw tlie A lit«l«r«l 
\i« tMiv <if the piineiplf in the Cnilitl Stati'H ; lKi7-<iH tho new 
I'iitli nf Canada through the ado)>tion of the system I have 
d.-« lilnd ; I^^To tin* inatiMn, in the (lermnn Kmpirr, of tlie 
-trnii-, >i fi d« ral s\>ttin of the Continent of Kun>|)e ; 1H74 tlie 
•«'l«.ptiMti ill Sw it /I I land of a tedi-ral constitution ifreatly 
inipmxrd o\ri that t»f I *^ I s. jii |ss;» ^.is \:^\^\ the fouiithition of 
Hm* rditirr nt Au-tiala-jaii ftdti ;it i«»n, while |mrtionH of our 
^^«»t hitli.in ( 'row n eolnnits have re^-ently Ui*n liroiight 
t",'«tlnr undi I similar sy^tt his ; and in Siuth Afriea alone of 
tlie ioitiitries ill which tht* e\|H liiiimt has Uvit attempted lias 
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a roiii|»1rU» failun^ -himI tliiH p«*rim|M only triii|)oniry na yet 
invurn-il. 'Hio (litlioultieH which Imvo UtMi c*oti(|U<*ix*cl in 
(*;iiimln by f«nIrmtion an»Kn*at*T than tlioso whirh the f«>underK 
of the tx>n.*»titution of the Tnited Stati^H hml to faco. ^ The 
territory now aihniiiiKtenMl \>y the Canadian coiife<lemtion is 
an exteiiKive .ih th«« t«'rrit4»ry now ruhnl from Washington. Ilw 
Konian Catholie and I'rott'^tant [K>pu1ution8 are more nesirly 
«*i|iial in Ktren(;th tlian is the cum* ni the Tnitetl Stat4vs and the 
f.M-t that nejiriy a thin! of the i)i«oph» s^vak a dilleriMit tongue 
fr-oin the majority, and have a far diHerent history, prevents 
the creation of a honio«;eneous nationality such an ih found 
a4*tTKii the U»nh'r. On the other hand, the very fact of the 
existence of tJM* l-nitiMl Stales, in itn enormous jx)\ver, u|>on the 
( anadian fn»nticr, ha* funiishe<l the n<*ct»Jisary n»as4>n for a 
(*anadian fedeniti<m, to the Kuccess of which **{*ondiination*to- 
|»n'>ent-ali«orption " i« the key, and which was hurried into 
cxiKtentv on the lapse of the Ueciproi*ity Tn*aty at a moment 
when many Americans were e.xiHM-ting anplicatitm for ail* 
mixtion to the Tnion from what tiiey looketl on as a liankrupt 
ctilony. 

The details of the Canadian constitution can lie fully htudii^l 
in the various adiniralile works of l>r. ISouriiiot and Mr. Todd, 
to which hiis now to U* aihlinl a work of home pnxluction by 
Mr. Munro. If hr. r*ourinot\s views of the situation arc too 
optimiMic, tilt; writings of Mr. (!n1d\iiii Smith may sufiiily the 
he<-«vvsary curnvtive, Imt it is the fact that the latter autlifir has 
M-onnl up apiin^t the (*anadian constitution a great nundM*r of 
|Miints wliicn are not s|M>ci;illy applicable to Canada, but which 
are as true of the mother «'«>untry. For examph% he has made 
an attack UfMin the existing state of things in (*amula on i\w 
ground that the |>ouer of di^s^ilution has virtually ]vihs4mI to the 
Ministries Fe<h>ral or l*ro>incial ixn the case may lie, and has 
|N»int<Hl out that at nn^nt dissolutions the question waj simply 
whether dis^solution would U* a pMid move in a |virty game. 
Hut it is a well known f.ut that the <lat4» of dissolution aft€*r a 
Parliament has existiil for thni' or four years is in Knglnnd, 
and indiinl in every c< institutional ctiuntry in tlM»sedays, in the 
diM*retion of the .Niiiiist«*r, antl that there is nothing pe«*uliar in 
the ri*ci'nt action either of Sir John .Manlonald or of the Prime 
Minister of ( )ntario in this matter. It is indetxl an unfortunate 
thing for Cana<la that the great English writer and |iowerful 
«*<»ntn.versialist who has taken up his n'siilenct* %»ithin Imt 
lM»nh*rH kIiouKI nrite ko strcmgly as he d«io<s in Knglish and 
AnM*ri4*an organs of opinion, against tlio **Nationnl** |iolicy tif 
the Iiilii*nd Cons4>rvative or M.ictlonahl Administrntion. Cana* 
diaiis prefer t(» tight the matter out amcMig tlH*mst*U*m.

has tin* Piuninion. The ** active militia'* and ** pirtially ruiid* 
fon-e of Canada consists of aUnit 37,UK) men with a teiitleiicy 
to drcrea<e, and this is a numlM*r which is distinctly inf«*rior to 
the riMpiirements of the ca^e. However much we may trutit the 
»acifie intentions of the TnitcMl States and the friend liiH*$ts of 
uT |HM>ple, we can hanll}' l>e of opini(»n that a couiitr>* under a 
M'parate llair, with a frontier puii'ly arbitrary and of enoniioiii 
h'Miith, can oe<-u|>y a j^osition consistent with her dignity aH a 
Mpaiate (NMifedcrition unless she ih)ks<»ss a defensive force 
whifh would have sonn* tliani-e of re|H'lling a i>ossiblc attack. 
As hiatt«'rs stand it is univi'r.s,tlly admittiMJ by Kurojx»an mill- [ 
t.uv autlioritifs that lart:»» portions of Canada would lie overrun ; 
by tlu' Anii'iican militia inmuMliately upon a thM.'lar;ition of war. 
Tlir Canadian l*acili<* Itailway, the wat<»rway of theSt. I^'iwrt>nce 
and the Laki's, and the mast<'ry of the canals would l»c lo^t at 
un(*<% and whih* i^ueln'c could 1k» com'hhI by a iSntish tiect, as 
wril as p<M haps the ju'iiin^ula of Nova S<*otia and the i^landIi of 
CaiK' Iwcton and \aneou\er, the whole of the n*st would lie 
o|Hii to an Anu'iifan invad«»r. Canada |H)sse.ssi»s an eiionnous 
ad\antai:c in havinv; plated her militia under the ci'iitral Govern* 
iiirnt ill >t«ad of untl<*r tli«> f<*deial unit ; but^ on the other hand, 
while she has gtxnl military m'IiooI> for oIlimTs^ numl)(*ni are so 
o\it w hflmingly ai:ain-t her that she is liound, in my opinion, 
if she wiNlu'^ to stand apart from the Cnit«»d Stat€*s, to incrcaiie 
the nundMis of her aetivi* militia, in>t4'ad of allowing them to 
diinini-h.

At the pre-H'nt moment not 
only is lantl d«*feno* ill provide<l for, but naval d«*fene<» in non- 
i'\isti*nt, e\i*«'pt Ml far as it is suppli<'d liy the Tnit*"*!

C*u.-wlbii It is ei'rtain that as long as Canada nMiiain-i a nritish i'olony, 
ftrlin^'. \^yj^ i\\\\yi to take sutlirirnt steps for her own prot«ftion, wo 
Mahd at a dis:id\antage in negotiations uith the Vnited Statex. 
As a geiiend rule, wIkmi i»ne country is invulnendile by ani>ther 
th«* a<l\antage'» ami dis.id\anta'^'«'s of that situation are iin-ipro- 
cal. If threat l*ritain <lid not own C*anad:i, the Cnitinl Kingdom 
and the CnittNl States wciuUl stand to om* another in a military 
M'nM> in the same rt^lation in whieh (!reat Itritain an<l iH*rniany 
stand to one anotlaT, each of them to all iinictical pur|M)M*s in- 
vulnerable by tia* other. lUit, hohling C*anada as we do, we 
naturally ha%o to think twii*«> liefon* even standing up for our 
o\% n in any diseuNHirm with the (lovernment of the I'nitnl 
States. TIm* (*anadian frfuitier is alKolutely indefensible by 
Kn^'l.inil, an<l there aiv gn*at dillicultit*s and drawlia<*ks in the 
w.iy of its ilefene** by Canada hersidf. If (*an:uliaiis were unani- 
mously anxious at all eost to maintain their inde|M*n«Ienc«« of 
Aiiierit-an in lluenct* or domination they wouM k^^'p up li largi* 
ortraniM* 1 defeiui* militia. As a fact Cana«la dcM>s not do so, and 
her organiMil militia is, as has Imhmi M*<*n, not sulliciently numer- 
ous to In* able to make any M*ri<»us dcfetuv of her enormouslv 
long fn»ntier line a'.:ainHt Ameiican h*\i«*H. On the iithiT hand, 
the o\erruiining of the Ihaninioii by the I'nitetl States in tht* 
e\ent of war wtiuhl aofMsir, when «*4msid4*ri*il fn»m a iwiint of 
\i«-w wider than that ot men* Itritish interests in NtMtli Americ*!!. 
to In* a M'Hous blow to the Cnitiil Kingdom, and the hiss of 
(*itii;ula by force would pnilvibly lia\t*a i;«mi«1 (h'al of inl1uen«v 
u]M>n «»ur |M>^ition in Australia and in lndi;i. It is iin|io$w%ible 
f«ir us of oursfi'hcji to strike out any new |i«»li«-y u|i«>n tlicM* iiul>- 
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jfits «^«"l oviclont tliat wo must follow Cnnoilmn lc»ml Tlie 
iiiajority of tlic proMMit iKuiiinion Opiiosition an? in favour of 
roiniiinvial union U«t\vi»cn Canada anti tlio TnittHl Statt**, but 
not in favour of pilitioal union. C'onnnt»rcial union, of counw, 
in»i»Iif>i Fn**' Trailf in favour of a nation undor another Hag, 
aiiil «liir«»n'ntial ilutirs as against the mot hrr country.

.irt' ol»\ious (lra\vlKU*ks to tho achiption of this |)olicy, but so 
diniiMilt is a |K>nnanont continuance of the pnrs(*nt state of 
tliinjrs if C anacla iffuscs to provide adequately for her defence, 
(liat it IS ]>ossi1)le that |M'ople in the mother-country might 
rr^itrn tin niM'hes to this curious and anomalous arrangement^ 
which we .shall have, in a later chapter, to consider. In tho

It is a fact that in bygone da^s HritUh 
(liploniaoy has cost Canaila dear ; but that diplomacy m relation 
to C^inaffian aH'airs is now controlled fix>m Ottawa, and no 
Britinh (tovernnient would run counter to the wishes of a self- 
governing colony in the regulation of its fiscal atfairs. Not only 
do the coloni<«s now poss(*ss and exen*iso full power in tariff 
matters, shaping their |>olicv to suit the nec<i8 or sunposed 
n«*eds of their |M»oples and the gfH>graphical position ot their 
lands, even where the ]K>licy aduptetl is hostile to the intei^sts 
of the im»ther- country, but the colonies have practically a 
supreme voice in maKing commercial trcs'ities with foreign 
4t>untrit»s which conc€»rii thems«?|ves. Tliere are many recent 
(•as4*s which illustnite the free<lom of action which we give to 
(*anada. Theiv were negotiations carriwl on at Madrid for 
several years, first by Sir Alexander ( Jalt and afterwards by Sir 
Charles TiipixT, for a commt>rcial tivaty ln'tween S|»ain and 
C aiiad.'i. Full (Kiwer was given to the Canadian High Commis- 
sioiM-r to negotiate dirtvily with Siwiin. the cliaracter and scoim* 
of the pro|Misf<l tivaty Is'ing left to his determination ; and tlic 
only n*^rvatioii which was mmle by the iiiiix>rial authorities 
was that uheit i*«includ<'<l the convention should Ix; signiHl by 
the Ihitish Minister at Ma^lrid in order that On*at Britain 
might iMH^ime a ix-irty to the instrument, and, by IxMiig at the 
Uick iA Canada, might hccure the enfonvment of the treaty.

Thr triiWi The tnide of 1 aiiadii, checkctl by piotcnrtivc dutiiMi, is not on 
ol C*aiM<la. jj^j largi' a Kcale as AuKtndian traile, otdy jicirtly subji«ct to tlie 
oiM*ration of l*n>tection. Tlio Rn*a of Canaila is as great as 
tl»o An*a of Australasia ; tlio population of Canada is larger. 
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Tlio railway mileage of Canada is greater than thai of Anstml- 
lis'ttv, and as givat in pn>|)ortion to ]X)pu1ation ; bat althoagh 
C\*itia<la p(>sM3J(S(»8 iiiagiiiHctMit tishene^ and a lumber tnute 
wliii-li is tlie Hrst in the worUI, her total trade It only on the 
hoaio of tla^ trade of a Kingle Australian colony. It in pleaded 
ill favour of the ** national ** or protective policy that it has built 
up iiiaiiufactun\H ; but the Canadian niarKet is not a large one^ 
and tJie iiianufacture.H do not kIiow well in exportation. Not 
only is Canadian tnide nitlM*r on the si^alo of tliat of a single 
Au^t^dia^ colony than on that of Australaxia as a whole, mit 
tix* Canadian revenue ami e.\|XMiditure and debt are snuill as 
i(»ni|5aHHl with onliiiarv colonial tigurea. Tlie debt of Canada 
is une-tliini the debt of Australasia, although the latter has^as 
I .s;iy, the s;imc area and a siiialler |x>pulation. Tlie Australian 
oilonies all of them niis*^ vastly larger n*venucs in pro|x>rtion 
than <lo(NH Canada, and they (h'liU^rately adopt tlie policy of 
.sjxMiding money fnn^ly u|)on railways and upon local public 
works. C anada, having over l^,(XX) miles of railway, and a 
iiiai;nitii'<Mit system of canals made chiefly at the public cost, 
may lie looki^l u|x)n as havinp obtained her public works more 
clicaply than .Australia. While Ciovernment does not make the 
niilways in the dominion, as it does in almost all of the Austral- 
asian eoloiiies, the Dominion, the Provinces, and the MuniH- 
paiiiies all ln'lp railways : the Provimvs to a very large extent, 
as in (jU(*lN*e, and the munieiiKilities to almost as large an 
cxtint, oiMtially in Ontario. lUit in the ease of the munici- 
p'llitirs there is an exainole of the Hefeivtidum (similar to that 
which exists in Knglanu in the ease of the ailoption of the 
Librarv Acts, of a diH'ision as to triennial elections of Ouardianti 
and a ^'w titlier niattersX for by-laws of the Councils liave to be 
siibinitttil to a ]hj11 of the nite|ia^rrs iM'fore the suljiiidy can be 
givi-n. It must amuse .Xustralians to notice the apologetic 
manner in w liirh Canadians often sjicak of their expi*nditurei, 
iiiasiiiueli as a far larpT e\i>enditure in Australia is universallT 
admittetl to iiei*d no ih^fem-e in young couiitn<*is where Knglisn 
money can U* liorrowctl cheaply, upon the credit of tlie colony, 
to ixtHute public works while colonial capital is producing a 
lar^or n*tuni in uiuli^rtakings for wJiieh Ihitisli capital would 
not U' Iriit. The lontrer among the Australian railways have 
rhicily liefii maile in districts where the land was nearly worth- 
1<'^% whrn'.'is the C aiiadiaii Pacific niilroad, passing for the roost 
Ivirt till* III i:h fertile territory, has Ixvn built lju*gf*1v out of 
frraiits of lan<l. It is pmlxible that the ]K>licy of Canaila will in 
tJM* futuif approximate more closely towards tlie Australian 
iiuMh>l. .More money will U* KiH*iit ; more ta.xes will be raised : 
and, to judp* by what we Khali discover when we come to deal 
with. tlics4* (|uestioiiM in Austnilia, proliably with the best 
n'>iilts, Canadian trade is ivrtain rai>id|y to increase. The

Tlic Dominion munii*i|ial KyKtem frenenilly 
IS MijK'rior to that of the Tnitt^l States. It is a remarkable fact 
that in local povernment tlic motlier-country— wliich rraUy in- 
vcnttnl the whole sj'stiMn, or clevclo|)e<l it out of Saxon institu- 
tions to a hiplii^r pitrh of |>orfiH.*tion than was reached eUcwIiere 
-.should now lajr far Ix'hind her Canadian and Australian 
loioiiies. Even the Act which has at last XnHin passed in 
Kni;land is admittiHl by its authors to Iw an utterly inuierfect 
measure, ncnnling to 1h» completttl by the cn^ation of the uistrict 
t-ounoils out of which the fM>unty councils should in fact have 
Uvn built up. In the North American colonies no trace is to 
U» found of that fear of trusting; the electe<l representative* of 
till* )HM>pl(> with the control of the local ]K>lice which is met 
with in the English Act ; and in all cases there is that clone 
conmvtion In'twt^n thedistnct and the county which was wholly 
wanting in the English measuns tnen as tirst introduced, and 
U'fore the clauses relating to the districts were for a tinieaban- 
done<l. The )ieculiariti«>s of Canadian Liquor Legislation will 
be dealt with in Tart VL, Chap.

Trade unions have largely incn*ased of recent years in the I^sbow or- 
l>oinini<»n, f'NjM'rially in the Proxince of Ontario, sonio of the B*"*****"** 
oriranisations IxMug l'i*ovincial, some Dominion, and others ''^^^ 
having tluir heaih|uarti»rs in the old country — for instance, 
the niarhinists wIiono organisation is a brancli of the Rritish 
Anialganiatrtl S<K'it'ty of Engineers. Some of tlie Canadian 
tnule s<K'irti<'s are u|Km an international base, as, for example^ 
tlu' painters' : in other inst.-inces wo meet with American 
unions, es|Kvially in the case c»f towns near the frontier of the 
Tnilril States ; an<l tinally, then* an* |)owerful branches of the 
Kiiiuhts of L-il>our in some of the larger towns. A consider- 
al»l<* nuniU'r of Canadian memlM'rs of that onh*r wish to form 
a national Dominion organisation —a niovenu*nt which implies

Im-"1 of their i»wn, c»n tlu* gn>und that in the ca'^e of arl>itnitian 
iIh V do not wish to put the matter into the hands of men who 
kiiMW n«»tliini; of their jvirtieular business Tlie Cnionsare not 
->tiMii;; I iHUj.^'h in Canada (although they have shortened hoars 
Old raiMil uages) to In* i\\At* in all eaM'H to gf> on strike wh€*re 
in»n union men an* employed. The cigannakers of Mtmtmil, 
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who give a ^l»liio label ** to mnntifnctiircrs pnying union wngps 
— a mark wliicli in iiunpos4*<l to bo mlvantngcouH to the sale of 
tlie cipim consunieti by tlio working claji8C:i — have only a 
seventh of the penions (inchiding women and cliildivn) em- 
ployed in tlie local tnule. I have mentioned the decline of 
tnule at QueUH; on account of the supixised ^'tvrannv'* of tlie 
ShiplalwureiV Unicm, which inMsts on an eight-hour clay. Tlie 
printem of Oueliec struck not long ago for a nine hour day, 
their denmna luring forinulnted for them by a branch of the 
KnightH of I^lx>ur and by a printers* union of French work- 
men ; and the employers rnisect against the men the prejudice's 
of the Homan Catholic Church upon the Kubj<H:t of secret 
S(icicti4*<s the Knights of Laljour bcnng denounced as a ** masonic 
sot'icty.** The FnMich-Canadian boatmen are often foroetl liy 
their French eniploycn to sign a det^laration tliat they do not 
U'lonff to any society whatever. Tlie Masters and »S*rvants 
Act of CVinaila is a mast anticiuated ]>iece of legislation, and it 
is an amazing fact that the Montreal Unions liave not lieen 
strcmg enough to force its rejx'al, although it is true that in- 
c()r]M>rat<*d towns have the right to malke their own by-laws 
ujMiti the subjcvt. Tlie miners' organisations are |X)wcrful in 
Nova Scotia, and Unionism generally — partly American— at 
Halifax, the capital 
Friri*.!!/ Of the friendly societies which flourish in the Province of 

«ocWtir«. Ontario and the citv of Montn'al, the Manchester Unitv of 
Ohlft*llowM is one ot the Ktix>iig(M, as is tin} case throughout 
tho Knglishs|x*aking colonies. The soiietit»s an» agitating for 
f(*<h*ral h*giH|:ition u|m»ii friendly societic^s, not lH*iiig Mitisfiod 
with the (intario .Vet, an<l <le>iring toobtain Uiuf4>i'mity through- 
out the Dominion. Tlie Iii(h*i>cndent Onler of Foresters is also 
pniH(M*rous, but the Order to which tlie gn»ater number of 
i*.inadijin fon^*ters U^long is not the Ancient Onler of Foresters 
(»f tlie old country, but a Dominion order having liranches in 
the United Stat«»N the MUpr«*iiie court of whicli, liowcver, cannot 
sit out of Canada, and tlie chief otlicers of which iiiust lie 
i-«-»ident in tlH) Dominion. Many employers and eoinp.'iiiic*s 
have iiii|ioM'<l on their workmen ftVAt«*nis of compulKory itisur- 
amH% which are as unpopular with tho men as such hyKtems 
must lie e\erywlicn*, ttie (trand Trunk Itailway system luMiiff 
Kiiiiilar to tliat of tin* (titrat Western Itailway of Knglaml. 
Hiere is a gniwing f(M»liiig in Canada tliat tlie Dominion 
(ti>vi*mitient shoultl follow the succt^n^ful example of New 
Zealand, and m*i up a syntem of (•o\enimeiit insurance. 
Alrt*ady the insurance com|ianies doiiif( IniHiness in tlie 
I>oiiiinion are c*<»m|H*lled to make a dcpo*(it with tlie (Severn* 
nNMit as a wvurity for policy-holders, and a (SovvniiiMMit 
Su|H*rinteiidciit of Insurance e\amiiif*s tlietr accouiitji, and 
n*|iorts t4> rarliament in an annual Blue-book, 
''■'^•y Since the gromth of protectwl manofa4*tures under the tariflf 

^*^^ of IhTQ, child InUnir lias Uvn largt»ly employ <s| in sugar 

factoricti glass works, and ooiton milks and tlio Factory Acts 
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wliiili liAve liorii {kismhI in Oiit.'irio and Qurliec have not been 
;ul«'<ni.it<'ly <»nfortxMl by ins|v>i*tion. In Ontario two wliole 
yviws I'lapst**! aftt'r the |)assinK of tlie Act U^fore inftpeciort 
Woiv npjMtintiHl, and vwu after tlicir ap|>ointnRMit it wa« a long 
tiiiH' U'toiv tliev K'»t to work. The QiieU»c Art was not pnsMca 
till 1KN\ but ft has hanlly Invn put in fore©, anti its very 
twistiMico i.s Ktill unknown in sonio manufacturing centres. 
Ahhonu'h it prohibits the entpUn'niont of ljoy« uiuler twelve 
and of ^irls under fourteen, chinbvn nro as a fact still em- 
plovtnl who are much under the ages nanunl. It is not ditlicalt 
toilrt«vt one |>owerful cause for the supinenessof the Provincial 
authtuities in puttinfi^ in force their laws. The statutes ol 
(^urUv and of ()ntario uiion th«* subject arc not uniform, and 
wline the laws of one rrovince impose severer restrictions 
than do thos4' enacted by its nei^hlMiur, com^xHition furniiiliea 
a .stroni; tenii>tation to the former nut to put its n'gul'^tions in 
force for fear of dri\in{; tnwle out of the Province. Tliere is 
ronsrt|iiently a growing fc*(*ling in Canada in favour of the 
eiiaetnient <if Dominion factory h'gislation, but there is some 
doubt as to tilt* |M>w<'rs of the Federal (toveniment in this 
r«*sp«-<*t, although, if the Ihitish North America Act does not 
eoiifiT the right to d<'al with the quest iem, each of tiK* Provinces 
iiiiirlit give its eouMMit to a general Act. 

The ('aiiadian rule as n^ganls hours of lalmur is. that ten Hoars oC 
li(»ur.s eon^titute a working day, but there are a good many UUmv. 
eveeptiniis anci some of tlu* (Ji»«*»mh! cotton mills w'heit* children 
are imfortunately eiiii)loye<l, are said to work nearly thirtcH^n 
hours. On the otln^r liand, the nine hour system prevails very 
p-iierally throughout Ontario in many tr:idesi, and the hours oil 
laUiur in ^onie trades anr omipulsorily shortened in winter by 
(liiuate. St ill, the stnH't-car drivei*s work twelve hours through- 
out the l>ohiini<m, and sliop-a»>istants aiv empIoye<l for extra- 
onliiiarily long hours. One firm of toUicco manufacturers at 
Hamilton has made the e\|M*riment of a gradual re<luction of 
linuiN from ttMi to nine, with the result that there has Ijeon no 
<liiiiiiiutiitn whatever in prtNluetion. A (*anadian Koyal Com- 
iiii^^ion nfXHietl in I^SU to the etrect that the Factory Acts 
'•lu)uld lie .stiviigtlien<Ml as n*g:uxls the employment of women 
and 4-liildivn, so as to absolutely forbid nion* tlian eight hours a 
«la\ or tifly-one hours a w^vk, and :is n»gards the labour of 
iiH M tlicy re<*ouiniended that all Ouvemmeiit contracts should 
'stipulate for hours of laUmr under them not to exceed ninei 
I ^liall ha\<* to nturn to tln-ir niHirt in my gi*neral cltaptcr 
u|MiM I^ilMitn*, but may here s;iy that the iximmisAioners were 
uiiiniriioUN uihmi the |Hiiht, ami stat(*il that their ground was 
til it, tlu» l\«iiral ( H»\(i niiiciit sitting an example. Provincial 
• iii«l uiiinieipal UMlir^ would folhiw, with the n*sult that tlie 
^•••king rlaNM> would have nioiv K*isun» for the acquirement 
i»f kiiowlc«|gn. 

\ot only are the working clavsi'H of (*anada Uully olT as 
(^iiiipaittl with thuse of our Auntralasian colonies in se^'erml 
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of tliu poinU wliicli have been mentioned, but tlio payment of 
wn^'eH III pxxls htill cxinti in nn aggravated form in certain 
Mirtionii ol tlio Doiiiitiion. It is no doubt ditlieult to work the 
umber tnide, whrre gangs of men arc des|)atclied great dis- 
tances or tlie fishing trade, without Kome resort to truck ; and 
the c«>nditioii of the ilsheniien of tlie Maritiiiio Provinces of the 
Dominion is Kuperior in this resnec't to that of the lishermen of 
Xowfoun<llan<l, although very little money cinnilates aniong 
them. Even in their own Provinee-s however, they constitute 
a clans so entin*ly n])iirt that their grievances do not appeal to 
the working fwpulation who get tlieir living on shore, while 
the inhabitants of cities like Toronto and Montreal have no 
more knowledge of their modes of life than they have of those 
t»f the Ks(|uiiiiaux of IkitViii I^ind, also their fellow-countrvmen. 
Theix* ap|H*ars to Ije no Canadian h*gislation against truck, but 
a Hyjttem of infrequent iwiyment of wage lieing common, there 
MH-niH to lie grountl for such legislation. Fortnightly pay-days 
an; more usual in Canada than weekly ])aymcnts, and many 
(*anadian workmen have to wait a month or six weeks for their 
wagrs, although the Unions have phmiouiicchI for weekly pay- 
ments ui>on Fridays. There are jKHinle in Montreal who make 
a pnu'tiee of buying the debts of working-men at a disi^unt^, as 
the law with regard to MM/ure of wagi*s is favourable to the 
ere<litor, and thcM; jxiints too contnist sharplv with what will 
lie found to Ik* the power (»f the working cwushcs to enforce 
tlioir views in our other colonies. 

.Mthuugh the condition of the working clas.s4\s in Ca inula is 
inffrior to what we shall <liscover to Ijo the general colonial 
staiidani, it has iiitpnntHl during the last few years a fmiiit 
vkliich will doubt Irxs lie M^onnl to the advantagiMif Protection. 
\Vag€»s are high, hours of laljour are shorter, while the 
neii'^j^iries t»f life aie lower in pricf», with one grave cxci'ption, 
naiiifly, that the rents of dwelliiig-hous4*s have risen in tlie 
largtT citi<*Sw Moum* n*nt has Isvii increasing even more rapidly 
than wagivN and although Iioum>s may lie obtaine<l at low rents 
in tin* «iul>kii'ts of the citi«'s as, for example, at Toronto, the 
priccH an* e«|ualtM.*<| by car fares. In (*aniMla, as we ^liall find 
also in .Xustralia, whiff the working claxM's jKiy a very large 
IN-oiMirtion of tlit-ir income in n*iit, they obtain for the outlay 
much lit'ttcr acn'ominiMlation than is found in the old country, 
and i^it.trle families not infriMiueiitly oivupy houM*s containing 
fniiii tivf to <*ight rooms. 

'Hm* higher \\agi»s whieh are obtaine<l for laljour in CanaiU, 
as coni|winsl uith Knglaiitl, tempt thither a con»id4*rable 
nuudnT of Ih'itisli immigrants in aildition to those farming 
i\>loniM*rs of hImmu I lia\e aln*ady h|ti>keii at the lM*giiining ol 
this diapter. Tin* home (to\ernment advertise* in IxiiHion, 
thn>ugh the KmigrantM* Information Otlio*, tliat tlie average 
time taken on tin* vovagi* to (*aiiada is nine days, againiit 
forty ti%e to New Zealand and fifty fi%'e to ( juiviislaiMl ^ tlie 
lowest fire for unavfiiited |iaMagi's i^l, as against IG gainefts 
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to Now Zc\iUii(1 nntl 15 guineas to QueenslAiid ; andthev ttiita 
tlmt there is a cUMiinnd for good fariii-Ulx)urer«, a Kliffht clemAnd 
in two or tlm^districtii for inei'lianicji, lioiiic deiimiMi for general 
lalxiuriM's *i demand for niinern in parUi of tlio colony, and a 
g<>o<l demand for femalo domestic Kcrvantii. Tlie more cletailed 
eireiilar fur the emigration season of 1889 giveji a full account ol 
the de)H)ts for the temiH>rarv reception of tlio imniigranU; 
siiows that there is a fair demamf for CArjx^ntem, (Viinterii 
and plasterers in i>ome parts of the Donnnion ; Mtatcs the 
hiuh wages ohtaineil by brieklayens plasterers, and masons ; 
explriiiis the cheapness of the necessaries of life | and generallx 
exiiilnts the Domniion in a truthful and tempting light The 
C anadian (Government has ceased tojgive assisted passages, and 
it is tiiilikel}' that help to immigration will lie reviveo, as the 
workmen in the large towns of Ontario are as strongly oivposed 
to immigration as are those of Austnilia itself. The policy of 
assi^ting immigrants is now at an end in almost every British 
c(»lony j)osse.ssing roiwnsiblc institutions. ^ 

There are two kinus of immigration which take place largely 
in the case of Canada even since the abolition of assisted 
]vis>:i^'os namely, that of labour under contract, and an 
nMiiiignition of childi*cn cxi)orted by idiilanthropists or by 
JMKinls of (!uardians. The towns complain that immigrants 
arrive often late in the sunnner, and are not prepared for the 
Ntfippage of many branches of industry bjy the rigours of a 
Canadian winter ; and that the ix^sult u that, while the 
inhabitants have to supix>rt themselves upon their summer 
savings, the innnigrants undersell them in many trades^ Some 
years ago there was a considerable amount of pau])er im- 
iiiiirration, mainly Irish, from the I'nited Kingdom, and it is 
iiittiM'tunately the easi; that a good many of these ]KH)nle have 
reiiiaiiicd at Toronto, in stre«»ts of their own, in a conciition of 
hrlplc-s )H)V('rty ; and the f.imilies from the eait end of lAmdon 
arc )(K»kiHl ui>on as etpially un.>.'iti^factory. It is said that tlieir 
i'hildrcn nev<-r have a chance in Canada, as they are l>rought up 
with thi* old Kid atmosphere alx>ut them, the ]wirents having 
artiiiinil a habit of deixndenci* ujxm chance work or upon 
oiit>id<' h«')p. On the either hand, the information as to the 
suiit'^H of ** orphan an<l deserte<l " p{iu|M«r chiUlren is of the 
iiioNt «'ii('uiiraging kind, but there is an objt^ction to refonitatory 
Imvs. S.nu* C*anadians however, holdj to put it in tlieir own 
• iuaiiit language, *'that the country is cpnte cajMible of pro- 
<lii< ing all the children it riH|uires and it is poilsible tliat in 
the flit me fvcii child emigration may 1m* htop()e<1. Canadian 
fiiliiii; s4*tH Ntmiigly against what is callinl, in TraiiMitlantic 
nhiMM*. iMx»r iM r-Mius U-iiig "dumiHHl u^K>n our hhores*j and the 
Vioiiiv has alicadv |M»\vcr to prohibit it by proclamation under 
tli«- Iiiihii-iatiMii Act of 1*^m;, It is imhiil, prolmble tliat the 
h«>iiin)i«>ii < H»\(i iiiiiciit will s(H>ii U* foretnl to'tollow the lead of 
the liiiiid Stati-^ b\ putting this jxiwcr in fi»rce. and providing 
for the insi»tvtiuii of Nhip> bringing immigrants, with the intent 
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to Mrml >iark, At tlie expense of the sliifw^k ncns the crippleii, Uie 
Kick, niid those who linve no money an<l no friends remly to 
reeeive tluMn. Tliero in tlie nion» rexison for such net ion thnt, in 
i*onse«juenee of tlie op«*ratioii of this hiw in the United States, 
undeMmhle ininiifrnints, who would lie rejected at Now York, 
arc now making their way to C*anada. 

Tlie Aiiieriean Tnion jirohilnts the importation of hi1x>ur 
under contract, and it is said tliat an English clergy innn, 
whose ]>rem*liiii^, when he was on a viiiit, had pleased a New 
York (n»ngreg:ition, was prevented from landing on his return 
in coiiMHiuencx) of his pros|MH;tive iloek having then brought 
liini o\er under contract to ]Viy a ci^rtain Kti|MMid for his lalxiur. 
Tliis law is likely to lie imit4ite<l liy C^aiiada, which has, as I 
liave already said, suffered from the rejection, under its |>ro- 
visions of many of her own emigrants fnmi Quebec to the New 
Kiigland States. The im|X)rtation of laljour uiuler contract 
lieliM eiiinloyers to resist the just demands of their workmen, 
and enabk*s them to c(x*rce the dome&tic labour. 

Tlie incoming of iinmigrants of an undesirable chiss throws 
heavy burdens u|x>ii the cliaritable institutions and the Kousc 
of Industry at Montn.*al, for exaiiinle, is overcrowiled in winter, 
and its nianagi*rs liave to ^ive outiloor n*lief to a large number 
of families of this d<*scni)tion. It is pro)K)S4Hl to legislate 
airainst the im|K>rtjition ot immigrants between Octobi*r and 
.Matt'li, A sc*ason at which it is im|)oiisible for them to obtain 
work on atx^ount of the severity of the weather ; and when it is 
obj(*ctcd that it is dillicult to jirevent British subjects from 
landing in British c^olonies, it is ]x»iiited out in n*ply by the 
( aiuulians that the settlement laws of the old f<»untry tlo not 
|Mniiit iKiu|K*rs to Ixxrome cliargeable to |Minshes to which tliey 
do not lM*long. The resistance to iiiimigration coiik*s. however, 
chiefly from Ontario and fnmi the city of Montreal. In tlie 
l*ro\ inee of (jucImh; generally, French sfieech is a clicck to 
British immigration, and in New Brunswick, Nova S<\>tia, 
Manitolin^ and the North West, immigrants do well and are 
Well recciv«L It may, however, Ije remarked that the %'cry 
exiHtence of a public fettling of any kind is a consefiueiice of the 
existence of large ccntnnt of fiopulation, and tliat \Vinnipc*g is 
tiM* only l*ritish city west of Ontario which can |>ro|M*rly U» so 
deM'nU*<l. It in not unlikely that tlio recommendation of tlie 
Boyal Commi«^ion on I^iUiur will be carried out in tlie 
eHtiibltshm«*nt in the Dominion of a laliour bureau similar to 
that founde«l at Washington in iHHt, with a view to the more 
e«|ual distribution of the labour of which tlM*ro iiuiv lie a suqilus 
in one |inrt and a deficiency in other parts of tlio Ikiminion. 
Tliere remains the problem of CMiim^i iiiiiiiigration, which 
applies on a largi* M>:di% in the caM* «>f C*anada. at iin*M*nt onl? 
to Britinh Columbia (including Ynnmuvcr Island), but whicn 
will engage our att«*iitioii, anclsiiecially as concerns Australia^ 
in the second |iart of this volume. 
^Votx. Tlie iiortlH*m climate, with ita long winter, Msetns to have 
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pii'veiittHl tlio development niiiong CnnaclJAiis of that ex- 
trannliiiary lovo of s|K>rt wliidi \h manifest in Australia; but» 
coiii|wuvcl with the Americann of the rnitc<l States, they are a 
.s]>4M(ini; |HM>ple, ami in ctMtain cxorciseH, as, for example, in 
snillinC', the Oinadians liave 1)eon able to lioUl their own even SoUltef. 
with tiie AustniliaiiK, and to lieiit the mot hereon n try. Indeed 
the only practiml shapi; whieh up to the ]>reiient time has been 
taken i)y the idea of im]XTi<d unitv seems to Ije the selection 
of the rivers of the old country for theiitruggles of the oarsraen 
of Australia and of the Dominion. The national game of 
Canada is I^-KTosse— a French-Canadian pastime oi Indian f simiL 
oriirin -while the American ilise-Ilill and Uie Knglish Cricket 
are also playeil. The most characteristic sportn, however, of 
the Canadians are their winter amusements, universally in- WiaUr 
diilired in by the iMi^mlation. Kink-skating is a 6ne art in frw^. 
Canada, tolwi^'ganin^ is an accomplishment ; but sleighing and 
.snow shofing, thougli often ]mstimes, arc also normal methods 
of loi'oniotion during the long winter. There is no prettier 
siuht than a meet of one of the four-in-hand sleighing clubs, 
and the ice carnivals of Mcmtreal and other cities attract 
.s|M'.tat<u*s from all |wirts of the world. 

If we turn next to things of the mind wc shall discover, as Litenitmu 
niiirht have \)ecn e\|H-ctc<l, that Canada has not as yet a really 
i:r(*at literature of her own. I have mtMitioneil two authors out 
of many writers of admirable treatis4»s u\yon the practice of 
Tailianient, upon local government, and u|K>n law, which have 
.ip)Hared from the presses of the Dominion ; but of literature 
purely Canadian the U^^t )H*rhai>s is still to \n* found in tlie 
works of llaliburton, whether in the now supersedal humour of 
>■'//// >//>/, or in the volumes of his histories, n*markable as they 
ai-e for their exivllent stvle. Haliburton's otht*rwi.se admirabw 
liistniifs arc somewhat disliguixxl by jKirty ptvjudict*, and just 
a> a rreneh judge - l»rillat Savarin— ni his time distinguisned, 
and erlrl»rat<*<l for his works on jurisprutlence, is now n^mem- 
Ix'ied only as thetirstof theoix'ticxd i*ooksso 1 1 aliburton, although 
il.inkjtl HI his place in the A.sM'udily of Nova Stxjtia for one of 
his serious works, will lie W'^i known to |M>sterity as Sum S^iek. 
There is, however, no lack of quantity in C*anadian literary 
pKxltietion. The yearly review of literature, science, and art 
xOiieh is gi\en in Morgan's Annwtl Rf*ji*ttr (an excellent 
)>ul»li«;tiion) tills more |wiges than do similar act*ounts of liritish 
l»n«l»ntions in the annuals at home. Kvcry year there are 
l»iililixh«il in Canada n»any \i»lnmcsof original jxjetry, history, 
aiiii til lion, theological works without end, and scientific booKS 
• •f < Mh-i<|eral)le \alne, as well as legal and i'ducational liand-

Tf>ronto han n*c«'ntly eeh*l>rati*<l its juliil«*<% and aUiut tlio same 
ai;e are Hamilton— the fourth city of tlra Dcmiinion— and 
l^indon, whieh is lMH-(»niin^ so im|K»riant thai traveUers from 
the nietroiMilis (if the Hmjure have to in»i4*nlje their aildresst*s 
an ** IxiiMldii, Kiifr.," or it is inferred that tlier hail from 
** Ix>ndon, Out.** Kin^i^ton, the |>rosiM*rous site of tlie military 
colli*;;!*, on I^nke ()ntari<H is sonie^iiat ohlcr ; but all tliciie 
cities an well at thom? ^ hieli date from the French tiiiM*s, retain 
et*rtain cliaraeterij^tii's of the era U'foro railways. The new 
gn»wths in tlio western Miction of tlie I>otiiinion, which one day 
luTliaps ^ill outntrip them all— for Canada at preM*nt €*«»ntains 
no city ^hieli in in |iopulation of tlie firnt^ or even of tlie K4*<*on<l 
rank of \\w whole worki ~ display tho^ ft*atun^ only whi«*h 
}ia\e coiiM* into exiMeitec in brcutcr llritaiii iu tlie latter half 
of the uiiictccuth eetiiury. 
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Tlio cApital of Mnnitoln ih the only city of the new North WImrfprf. 
West whicii (liKplnys true fcAturea of town Kuropcnn life. 
Di.stnnt over 14()() iiiiU>s from Montn*Al, it is now rencliccl after 
a journey from that city of two day* and thitxj niglitik Formerly 
known as Foil (Sarry, tlio Hudson lUy Com|)any*s chief posti 
it i>o.sm*smm1 in 1871 a |X)pulation of 250 : ten years later its 
inlialiitants were al)Out 800(), and in 1880 haa incrcmicd to 
•.H ),(««>, wliilc the iwjjulation is now »«ud to Ixi 30,000 — proliahly 
n)4»ru than a tiftli ot that of the whole Province of Manitobii. 
\Vinni|H'g is i*eeovering hlowly from the effecUi of a ** boom,* 
tin* aix-ounts of which show that Winnipeg partakes of the 
natuiv of tlie cities of the new civiIis;ition, in which a boom is 
as invariable an incident of early life as the distemj^er of the 
yiiutli of dogs. The an^liitecture of Winnipeg, tliough as yet 
unpri-)>osscssing, is and>itious. and its main street is oi a width 
in wliu'li the trallic of i^iccaclilly would bo lost Winnipeg isL 
without doubt, destined to be the metropolis of the central 
( anada of tlio futui'c, lying as it does luilf-way between 
>h)ntival and tiie Tacific, in the midst of a district the soil of 
wliicli is ]H.M-haps the richest in the world. It is already a rail- 
way cvntro of nnnx'nsc iini)ortanc*e« lines radiating from it like 
tlic siHikcs of a wheel, and the ]X)litics of the loc2U l<^slature 
an'ifiiclly cx>ncerne<l with railroads. It is needless now to 
<iitcr into the dispute 1)et ween the l>ominion Government and 
the Province on the subjet*t of the monopoly rights of tlie 
C*an.'idian i*acitic Hail way ; sutHco it to say that it is highly 
iiroUibh* that, had the C*anadian Facitic line not Uvn l>uilt| 
Nlanitofui wouhl by this time have gravitated towards the 
FnitiHl States, as Ufore tiic construction of the line its 
a>iniiijniration with the outer world lay through Minnesota. 

In lSS<j, the year after the MHxind Itiel rebellion, a census MasUolta. 
was takin of .ManitoKa which went into detail lis to tlie orij^n Ovigia of 
vi the jM*«>ple, a similarly elaborate census of the three districts *k« po|«- 
i»f .\>sniiU)ia, Saskatchewan, ami A11xM*tA in tlie North - West ^**^** 
Tci I iturics having be<*n taken eleven months (earlier. Altliough 
Ml hhort a time has elap>e<l since these enuroeratioiui, consider- 
able chanps lia>e occurred in the numliers of the people, and 
.i1m) in tli<-ir plact^ of origin. On the last dAy of July I8t¥!^ of 
the lo'^/MMi inhabitaiitH of Manitoba 31,000; mostly grown- 
u|k, had Uvn liorn in Ontario, and tlio same number, mostly 
rhildix-n, in MaiiitolKi ; Kn^land and WaU*s together supplied 
o\»T UMJiM); Si^otland and Queliec nearly OUOO apiece: and 
Hu^sia the same numUT, partly Mennonites and partlv rolish 
Jews ; Iivland more than half that iiumljer ; the I iiitcu States 
and Iceland alx>ut ^mh) each. Tliero were also 8000 halfbrecds» 
iiMt^iU' FriMuh. 'Hie fori'ign eh'tneiit is now increasinff, and in 
tli«' Noith Wrst Territories there art\ in addition to tiie Ki>ttle- 
iiM'tits «>f S-otch cn»ftrrs, *»f FiiMirh Canadians, anduf l^mtoners 
ftiiiii th<* Ivtst Knd, (Hjlonies of TMM-h> from Ikihemia, of Slavs 
and of Magyars from llunirary, of Ceniiaiis, of Uoumanian% 
aiitl of Si'aiidiiia\ijuis, us will tv% Iivlanders. Tlie Scandinavian 
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eloiiYent i« that which, after the English, hna been increaKin^ 
inoftt rapidly of late vennt (though^ in 188D the Genimn immi- 
gration waA grrnter than th«* ScanclinavianX and in the last few 
yean the Scandinavian immigration ha« exccc^hnl that from 
Scotland and Ireland togi*thcr. Manitolia, liaving bi»en chiefly 
Kc*ttle<l at first from Ontario, ir mainly Protestant. It may l)e 
iMM'ti, from the list I have given, how widely diflerent are the 
conimuniticji Hpringing up in tlio North West from those of the 
old Provinces of the Dominion, and thi.^ fact will make the 
growth of .ManitoUi and of the Territories an interesting stmly. 

The first nucleus of a (xipulation wore the Selkirk setth»rs, 
who had their contlictH with the lliidsfm Bay Com]iaiiy. The 
life of these men and of the half-l>re«Mls, far from the residenc<» 
of vinilile p)vernmeiit, was one cidculated to develop inde- 
|)ciHhMit spirit to resist outside authority ; and the rebellion 
of 180D-70, and its nxTudesi'encc in ISSa, were as much a 
t-onseciuence of the sup]h»m.hI wronpi of settlers living remote 
from go%*emment as of reasons oi race. Into this si*attere<l 
criiiimuhity have Imvii intnKluciHl the heterogeiuHuis elements 
that 1 liave meiitiiMUHl, hut in all prolKihility tlnMr alisrirptioii 
will present little dilHculty as comiuiitil with that <»f Fivnch 
Canadians. The wlutle |>opulation will assimilate it.s«>lf to the 
original AngIoSiN>tcli element, and instead of the Iwiliel of 
tongues heanl now within the distance of one day's drive, 
KngliNli will iMVome univ«'rsal. Manitolia stands, however, an 
iiit«'rmixture <if all rat-es gatliere<l in a land when* there were 
no institutions and no tniditions save thoM* of frei^lom. 

One fon'ign coiiinitinitv in the North We^t is likel}* for 
some time to nMiiain isolate^l - that of the Oennan-liussiaii 
M«*nnoiiiti*s ^^lH»M• ehief M*ttl«'inrnt lii»s lietwe«*n NVinniiM^g and 
the I'liit*-*! Statrs fnmtier, wIhtc they farm oi-t>lital»i3' larg<» 
tniett of land held ut)on a coininunal ^y^tem : the one instance* 
of the kind in Canada. They are a frugal, intlustrious |MH>ple, 
and iiuiiiU'r now nt least KV*"*- Their Oerinan aim^stors were 
given land in Southern l*u<^Hia hy the Kmpn'ss Catherine, and 
the mvnt adoption hy Kus^ia of the .\rTm»<l Nation «yst<*m 
havint; destroyetl their exeinittion from military MM'vice, they 
have found another re>»tlngpia<v in Manitolia. 

'Hie rapid gnmth ftf thes** immi^'rant cotiiinunities is ac- 
counttnl for liy the fertility of the soil, ami although the total 
viehl of wheat is not yvt gn*at as c«iiii|viriN| with that of the 
VnittsI States, that wheat is of exc«*lleiit character. It is found, 
however, that ^heat farm<% raniiot hold their own aj/ainst tlie 
occasional uiKvrtainties of the huiiiiner, and mi\«'d farming is 
now in vogue. Tlie |wople who make money in Manitolia are 
those who have mov«i| on from Ontario, and who an* thoroughly 
a4N|uaintetl with (\inadian winters and ^ith the fanning systiMiis 
to which they give rise. The Kurf»|iean immigrants live, Init 
only live, and do not n*alise fortunes. Hie hoiii«*stead law givf*s 
tlK*m MH) acres of land f<»r each male iieriMin of tlie age of 
eighteen yf*ani, on |inyim*nt of a iiM*re ofiK^ f««c, Milijeet to tin* 
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cx)iiiiiH'iKvmcnt of residence nnd to the immediate cultivation 
of iisn^MinaMe ])or(ion5i, nnd ultinmtel]^ to the continuance ol 
ivsi<h*nr«' and cult ivnt ion, nnd the erection of n habitable houie. 
Thi' M^ttltTs obtnin tlieir KiipnlitMi from Winni|)eg, and icnd 
th<Mi' Mhis'it to its ston^ nnd tlie mpid growth of thin railroad 
o»ntn» is a ntv«*ssary coiiseiiuence of the nystem. Although the 
winter is in .some M»nso n dmwbnek, it in Runnosed to conduce 
to the fertility of tlie M)i), nnd in the west of Alanitoba and in 
AsMnilK>ia mid AUx^rtn it is K'sh cold thnn farther eant, and at 
we appntach the Itoi-ky Mountninn warm winds so often melt 
the "iiiows that whtvls a^^ ustnl througliout the winter. Slicep 
do iiitt MHMn to do well in Mnnitoln n.s a nde, but cattle thrive ; 
and it is a curiiuis fact that just as the most tropical portiona 
of Australia art* found unsuited to sh«>*i), Init suitalile to cattk^ 
so tlie iiKist northerly i)ortions of the Creat Plains are also 
suitable to the cn»atun*s of the wiiler miipe. Wheat, however, 
i^ a siM<*ial pro<luct of the North West ; tlie growth of wheat is 
spnading fast, and there can \n* no doubt tliat out of the Ter- 
rit4»rics will 1m» carvc<l S4»veral (*anadinn IVovinces of the future 
as larp* and as prtxluctivc as Minne«>ta. An*as are vast in the 
l)onnni(»n : Fraiiix' or ticrinany could Ijc drop|XHl into tlie salt 
lake that is known as Hudson Riy, and bt* far fnmi tilling that 
sinfrle Canadian inlet. ManitoKi ]M>s.H*sses no legislative pecu- 
liarities as yet, for in alniliNliing her Council, and so gif'inff 
licf-velf a single chaml)er, she only followtnl the example cw 
Ontario and of Rritish (*oluinbia, which had done without an 
TpiM-r llou>e. The early pn*s«'nce of the French in Manitoba 
had Iwen rcc«»jniis«'<l by tlie establishment of the use of the two 
toni:tie< in ollicial do<niments and by that of a M^|iarate-scliool 
sy^teiii ; but, under the influence of the Ktrong feeling now 
piwalcnt among the Tnitcstants of the Dominion, the Pn>- 
\in(-ial (lOVtTniiient are alHilisliing the dual-lnnguago system. 
nnd lia\e pU><lg(Hl thcinsehes to bring in a Hill to put an end 
to the s4*iKirate denominational kcIiuoIs. As I read C*lause 99; 
>ub M'ctioii 3, of the Jlritish North Americ*a Ai*t, which bears

country. Tlio Kninllcftt and newest of these cities of the future 
are U^ttcr provided tlian Knglish towns witli the telephone and 
Uie electric light. Tliere is a good d«*iil of local colour in places. 
After the Territorii's are entered the mounted police are fre- 
quently seen in their scarlet |)atrol jackets, piM*forming with 
elliciency their extended duties— from looking after the Crees

Tho ]i.'iss;i?e of tiie I(<x*ky Mountains hy the railway has Britldi 
IMattically addtnl to the Ihitish Crown a ])n>vini*e of enormous OolaaiUa. 
t'Nttiit and nf Utundless eajweity, for when the gold discoveries 
nil tlic Krasor river iiad brought a ixipuhition of C'alifomian 
«liu','ri>» Utwivn li<r>C and 1H58, and the country was given the 
iiaiiii* and the uttitu* of a colony, its t*oiiiieetions were with the 
liiitt'd States. In IHMJ the colony of Vancouver Island and 
that of l>riti>li (\>luin1iia were uniteil the mainland sunplying 
tli«- name and tht* island the Mvit of government— but tlio new 
.MMiitry was .still virtually ivaeli«»<l oiil^' from S*m Francisca 
WJM-n ill IsTl l>riti>li Columbia was adiiiittiMl into the Dominion 
>t ua> uith the promise that the railway hhould be made. Its 
i» l»i» MMitalives came to Ottawa after a sea-voyage to San 
Kiamixo, follow I'd b)' a weary journey across the United 
Matt's ami it wiis a cas«' of Fi'tlenition under ditticulties. 
l-'.M|iiiiiialt llarlKnir was the ivmote^t of all the stations of the

On the coast of the »outh parC both of the 
mainland and of Vancijuver Island, the climate is one of the 
mildc*iit and mo!>t eciuable in the worhL^ Victoria is an agree- 
able place for re.si(lt>nci*, but although it lias lieen fjivourably 
affected by the o]K*ning up of the Province, it views with regret 
the Hno of a rival on the mainland at the terminus of the 
C\inadian IWitic railroad. Hitherto the only town of consider- 
able hi/e u|Min the mainland iuid lieen New Westminhter, which 
was the M*at of government during the short iK*riod in which 
Hritihh Columbia was an inde]M*ndent colony' }>epiratc from 
Vancouver Island ; but the niilway has left New Westminster 
upon one side, and luis plante<1 at its terminus on HuiTard Inlet 
a nrw city which has lieen named Vani^ouver ; and the fact that 
Van(*ouver is nut on Vani*ouver Island is likely to prove as great 
a stumbling-block to tlie si'liooHxiys of the future as the anomaly 
that WashiTicton City is not in Washington Stiite, or the fact 
that .Mont Hlanc is not in Switzerland. 
Om>4 Tlie laying-out of the city of Vancouver has liei»n executed 

towiu. on HO exivllent a plan that the town di»serv<'s to Ik* citetl as a 
striking exception to tli<? ugliness of tlie urljan settlements of 
the Anglo-Sixon rac<'. Its situation would take a good deal of 
sjxtiling, plai*«'<l as it is on a gently rising iM*ninsula with a 
biekground of forest, while acniss an ami ot the sen rise the 
soft outlines of a magiiiliceiit mountain range. The site chosen 
is a good one, not only as n*ganls its pictun*S4|Ueness, but also 
fn>iii the iMiints of view of commerce*, of defenct*, and of iiatund 
dniinago ; and r*urrard Inlet is a landlocked harliour 11 miles 
loii|( and from 2.\ to 3 mili*s broad, and one of those Sounds of 
hIiicIi it is s:iict that all the iiavi4*s of the world could ride 
within it Vancouver— at that time Granville, and originally 
(lastown— was di^stroyed by fire in the first months of its exist- 
ence, but hxis Hmmi again rapidly from its ashes, and \um now a 
|M)piilation of over 13,U(X) t)eople. 
Xmnetmttr Victoria is diNtant six liours* sti^ani acroRS the Straits. Tlio 
ItUttd. im\al statitMi at Hs4|uiinalt givi*s an otlicial air to the place 
ex(*ee<ling that supplnnl by the s«*at of a Provincial government 
and the n*si<lence of a local Lieutenant (to^c'riior. In the law 
f*ourtH U>th judgini and ailvocates Wf»ar the Knglish fotvnsic 
wig, Hritish Columbia U'ing the only Trovinee of the Dominion 
wh<*n* that custom is followed. On the other hand, although 
tlieiv is a dcH-orous IWitish air aliout everything in Victoria, tlie 
stn<«*t M^'ii'^ are less Kit(;lish than in many other jiarts of 
nritiNh North America, owing to the piv^Miiv of large iiuinlM*rs 
of Chiii<*M! and liidtaiiH. Victoria sIiohm no d<*cn4leiu^* thrtaigh 
the riM* of the city of Vancouver. .Much of the jiroH|n»rity tliat 
tiK* niilway is bringing to the w«*Hteiii coast ot tin* mainland

eomfortahle than that on the American ^^ra-uKs** and tlie ini-

It is a question wh«-ther, in tHuis4'<|uenct) of the completion of 
the railuay, the naval station at IvMiuimalt sliouhl lie move<l to 
lUirranl Inh*t. The southern |M»iiit of Vani*ouver Islantl, in tlie 
S;iii .luan Stniits at ^liich RMpiimalt stands tliriH) miU*H to tin* 
>%ei»t of the city of Vict<iria, and neanr therefi»n^ to the ocean, 
is very clos4» to American territory, Victoria and KM|uimalt 
iMMiig iiiimi*«liatelv op|M>site the ehtrani*e to l*uget Siund an 
aliiio>t laiidliM>ke<l arm of the s4'a running due iif»rth and Miutk 
on the shores of ^hich some of the mont im|K»rtant jHirts and 
cities of the futuiv of the ^hole I'nit^nl States an* springing up. 
liurnird Inlet has an entrani't^ a few mil«*s to the north of the 
Tnitcil Stat«^ fr<»ntier, and just within the Sound are tlie 
t<*rmini?5% of the trnnMsintinental railuay and the city of Van- 
couxer. When tin* na\al station w.-tH tir^t e<«tablis|i«*<| at K<M|ui- 
malt, over thirty years ago, it was in an iM>late<l British ndony. 
fartlMT n'mo\e<l fnuii communication with Kngland, e\4v|»t 
thniugh a fon*ign oKJiitry, tlian .\ustndia itM*lf. At that liia** 
the M'tt lenient s (HI tin* l*acitie Shi])!* of the l'nite«l State** wi*rv 
al^> far friHii tlH* reiitn*s of |M>|Hjlation in that c*<»tintrv, and Clii* 
only practioil ruute to tlH*m was by tlio Isthmus ot l^aiiaiiia.

tliat taken l>y her now; and the city of Victorin, Kiiiall as it 
was was tlu'CMily iniiM>rtant liritisli M>tt lenient on tho North 
l*aeirM\ there U'ini: no larjre town Mjion tlio nminland. It is 
iiiipos^iM(> tn eoneeivo A shar|>oi* c^ontrast than that which is to 
Im> foiiixl in the ]m*MMit (x>nihtion of thin ]K)rt ion of tlio Pacific 
iMvist. San Franeisco lias bcconu* a city of tho finit rank: 
Seattle and other towns in the extriMue north-west of tho da 
territory of the rnito<l States an^ risint; iixst, and Itu&sia has a 
powerful s<iiia<lron in Pacific waters. These facts alone would 
have greatly alten*fl the conditions even without the o|)ening 
of the (\ana<lian Paeilio roa<l, which lias brought our North 
Paeilie station within twi'jve days' past of Knj^land, and is 
plant in<r a )>oT)iilation u|vmi the niainlanti of Hritish Columbia^ 
In favour of KMpiiinalt tin* home Uovcrnnient urge that a dry 
iliK-k has Imhmi eoinph't«'<l theiv at great cost, and should not be 
aKindoiwMl with(»ut the stronirest reasons while Ksquinialt is 
not suhjeet to a land att.iek from the I'liitcfl States and tliey 
liM.k u|>on Hurra rd Iidit as a dangerous trap in which our fleet 
iiiiirht iHt^sihly U* one <lay caught. On the other liand, it is 
IHiintetl out by many (*aiiadi;in authorities that tho dockyard 
and (hy do<*k at Kvipiimalt are on an unprotet*ted spit exposed 
tt» the iliv «»f any i^i-ising ship. K\en if F.M|uimalt were made 
in»pn*uiiable it eould not prevent the seizure, by a land force, 
of the tirniinu^ of the railw.iy, or, if we h.ad not local supremacy 
at MM, of th<' eo.'il mines bv a naval ex|M*dition. Stress is laid 
uiMin tlw fart that Ihinanl Inh-t |h>sm*ss4^ a fine harbour, well 
adaptt^l for a na\al establishment and a ixxiling station. It is 
aKo nt-arer to the Xanaimo eo;d mines than in Kscjuimalt, and 
ind« |Nndeiit <»f even that supply owing to its (^omniunicatioo 
>%itli the mines on the mainland. As a matter of fact, however, 
if Canada wi-re as in<'line<l to |)n>t(M.*t heix'lf as is AuUrmlia^ 
s|i«' would ha\e amply defeiidetl lK>tli Ks4|uiinalt and Hurranl 
Inlet. 

For a grxwl many years to eome a lami attack u|)on Burrard 
lulit must Im« improK'ible, ina^^mueh as l)etwt*en it and the 
.XiiM-riran frontier there is only one roiid a fon*st track impAS- 
hal.le for artill«-rv ; and thrre an* two rivers to lie crosscfl, of 
>*hi»|i one is tin* V'niMT, not bridi^nl in tlie lower portion of its 
etiurM\ .Mmo.t the w hoh> Canadian I*aci(ic llailway lif*s more 
o|<«ii to attaek fiom the Amrriean fntntier than d<ies its tec^ 
iiiinuo at IWii rard Inht. but w hile the ri^k fn>ni organiM^il attack 
iiiu-t ('\ri\w|ifn> U* '.'Mat, th<* ilanger fi*om mere ntidem is not 
of HO r\tri'nie a natuir .is i> romnionly sunpoM-ti. Tliero is no 
hf i I.-.' or otlnT ^tru«tin«' U t wri'ii .Montn*al and tlio Columliim 
ri\rr iM.irly *JV»» mih «s w hirh. in the exent of its doitruction, 
c«"ili| n..t In* ii pi II 111 by a tiiii|Mirary ntrueture over which 
:t 'iriv •..iiM p.i ^ within two days, uidrxs indent!, the Kt»ot were 
^•M in for(«> by a h*>sti1c atniv. From thi^ Columlaa to the 
I'ra-'r ii\»r biidice thi-M« aiv half a do/eti Ktructun*s which 
^^••mUI itipiiic ftom fixe to ten days to noplace, lait tlM*M} are on 
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a section of the lino wliicli lien far to tho north, within the 
inoiiiitnins mm\ nrt\ like tlie t4*niiiuus itself, practically inacces- 
sible to nieif^ raiclenc (liven the fact that the Canadian I'acitic 
line has little to ft^tir from niids across tho Ijonler, although 
doubtless exptx^iMl in its pniirie and ea.stern portions to attack 
by an oq^aniMtl fon^e, it may lie taken into consideration as a 
means for the nipid transit of troops except in the case of a war 
with the Tnitinl Sutes. Troo])s i*ould Ix) sent from Halifax to 
Vancf>uver in from six and a half to seven days, and tho line 
has the means of providing at short notice tniins furnishe<l 
with U'iggage and accoutn^ment cars, and provision and kitchen 
cars sutlicicnt to allow TiijiK) troo])s lan(K*d at Halifax on a Mon- 
day morning to \jni at Vancouver on the next Monday ; while 
ti«*ld artilh'ry and ca\alry in small nundx*rs could be sent across 
in eight davs. The lai*geAt guns can be tak(*n over tho line, but 
two w«t'ks notiiv is retiuinxl in the cast» of guns over 3() tons. 
On the other hand, there is Ii<ibilitv to delay in winter from tho 
snow, but the risk is not considerable, as through the wint«T of 
18SS SI) the majority of the tniins from Monti*i*al to Vani*ouver 
were exactly punctual, and the greatest detention fi*oni snow 
wjis two hours in a journey of nearly six davs. 
Ill* The only |K»culianti<»H of the Canadian Far \Yest are to be

dat«* of the n|)(>ning of the Canadian Piicitic line the nunilier of 
CliiiieN4* in Hriti.sli (\>lumbia was calculatctl to 1)0 aliout 2.'»,0(lii, 
of whom 31100 wen* in tho citv of Victoria^ Tlie local legislature 
of a Pnivince has, undtT the British North America Act^ no 
juri<>4liction in n»s|H»ct of Delations with foreipn powcm. A 
S4H tion of that Act inthH^I pves to Provincial legislatures i\te 
power to make laws regulatnig innnigration, but thes4s i)owen 
an* expn\ssly limit4*d so as in no way to intei*fere with thoso of 
the Dominion Parliaments The British C*olund>ian Ic^gislaturf, 
taking the s;imc (^>urse as hail previously lieen taken in tlic 
Cnitetl States and in our Australian colonies, on several oc(*a- 
sions |KVHM*<1 resfilutioiis tienouncing tho C*hinese, and soliciting 
the Parliament of Canada to enact a law prohibiting their in- 
coming ; indii'il at one tinu^ l<M*al li*gislation, of doubtful U^gality, 
upon the niattrr lnvamo the subjt^*t of adiHrision by the Courts. 
In IHMt then* was ani)oint(*d a Dominion Commission of innuiry 
which found that tlie gn*at liody of white inhabitants did ncit 
wi»h for the n*mo\al of the Chineso alreaily establihhed ; tliat 
their i>nrN4*nn? did not prevent an immigration of a good clap^t 
of whit"M*ttl«*rs and had not an injurious et)«vt uiK>n the laliour 
market ; and that the moral and sanitary dang«*rM attribut4*<l to 
(1iiii<*M* innnigration were exnggi*rat4*tl ; Init tlic CommiK}%i(»ti 
n*eonniMMi<hHl that, as n»ganhtl further accession to thcCliine!««H

inaile use of. Tlio nmMH|uenco of tln^se ntx>niiiieiidations ha« 
lnHMi that, while the I1iint*s<» am pndiibitetl front entering the 
L'nitcil Stat4*s an<l some of our Soutliem colonli*s, tlicy cmii enter 
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tlio Dominion on |>aymi»nt of a license fee. Hie retiult of the 
proliiMtion in force in the rnit*^! States Iiar Uyn to largely

The 
iniildintc of the (*ana(lian Pacitic line has hail some bearinff on 
th<* ivivnt attitmh* uf the Dominion towards the nuestion, Wh 
ilurini; construction, when a large amount of Ciiim*so labour 
was I'inployiHl ui»on the railway, and since its completion, for it 
was )M»intiHl out that it would 1a; futile to o|)«*n ui> a new rond 
of coiiiiinihication with China, and then to proliibit A large 
proiMM'tion of the resulting tralKc.

Tliey are now lieginning to 
find tlirir way to some of the larger cities of eastern C*anadiL 
Their chief calling in the towns is that of laundrymen, but they 
alNi) make cxivllent g;iixlencrs crooks, and waiters : and tlie ino^t 
determiiie<l opixments of immignititm in Canacla themselves 
aekiiowlislgi* that as yet there nce<l \n* no limitation put upon 
the iiii|Mirtati(m of domestic servants for which class there w a 
(leinaml greatly in excess of the supply. At the sjime tinic^ in 
the Duiiiiiiion Franchise Act, the expression **|ierson" means 
any male intsom iiieluding an Indian, and excluding a |)erson 
uf Mongolian or Chinese racv. Australian example shows that 
it is iiii|M»>^il>le to strietly confine the Chinese tomen'ly domestic 
work, ami it is ]H)sNiMe that the iMiwer of the trade unions will 
ultimately assiMt itsi'lf in C'anada, as in Australia, against the 
Chine>«\ and cause a stop to Ik* nut to their immigration, as 
may In> done, w itiiout further hn^islation, by use of the Viceroy's 
]>«»\\ers. The Knights of LjiUmr or^inis;ition is being tried as 
a means of ri<lding Ihitish Colundiia of the pn*s(*nce of the 
('liineM% after the plan that has Ixvn pursut*d in tlie adjoining 
American State of AVasliin^oti.

that is. Rut, liowever Ixmutiful mav be S*ew Zealand or Tas- 
mania, the Knglinh tniveller round the world cannot leave with- 
out rPK"?t ^^^ gn»at northern Hritish country, with her Atlantic 
nnd IWiBc coasts alike^ remarkable for noble harbours, for 
fchort*s and riverK tiHMuing with fish, backed by an interior 
traver»4«d by unrivalled waterways. At either end of Canada 
are dark foi-estn yieUIin{|f the Ijest timber in the world ; in the 
ciMitre, prairies producing the finest of all wheats where till 
lately were only winter Knows and summer flowerv swards ; in 
the wc*ikt -centre the grandest of snowy peaks ; and at each end 
nnd in the middle of her great iron way inexhaustible coal- 
rts'ilms of the >]ct undethroned steam king. The one drawback, 
if C'ana«la desires to remain unnlisorbecl by the neighlmuring 
Hepublic, is the alksi*nce of sutlicient means for defending all 
tlieiio treasures in the event of war.

In the I'nitetl States the presumption is that, where the Uw U 
sili-nt, ]H)\ver in any given matter Ix-longs to the State, l>ut the 
sovenitrn States have delegatitl certain powers to tl»e Federml 
(MiviMnnicnt. and all |>ow»'rs pixxretnl originally from tlie |ieople, 
while tht* Kcdcial Ciovcrnmcnt is unable by the con&titutioiit 
«li«l it \N i-h to ilo so, to confer tith»s, to establinh or give a prefer- 
vtwv to a |i;ii tirul.ir cnn.Hl, or to restrict the lilierty of tlie press, 
of s|MtH h, tir of public niivting. In C*anada tlie Provinces have 
no militi.i, as tlie States of the Tnion have, but tlie militia 
U'lon^rs to the I>ominion ; and while, on the other hand, in the 
Initeil Statrs thrn* atv no KubNidies annually paid by tlie 
Fi*<l('rd (!ov<'rnment to the States, in Canada there are such 
^ub^idie^ IKiid (»ut of Dominion revenue to each Province — a 
^v^iriti which it is MinietinK'H proposetl to intnxluce into Um 
I nit<il States (Constitution for the pur]x>!(e of facilitating the 
ititrotluction of Ibitish North America to llie l*nion. 

I^-axing |N))itiral for racial r«*M*nd)lanct^ or divtinctioni, I 
:»m »>trtH-k, in considering (*anada and the ruitecl States, with 
the similarity of their com|K)nent ]>arts and the ditTerenoe of 
the n -lilt. It is true that in the I'nititl Staten tin* Iri%h-bom 
rl.iiunt is stinhL'tT in pin|M)ition to the Kngli^h and Scotch* 
lf»!n than is (hr tax* in Cannd.i, but there an* more (•ermaa- 
l«Tn pinph* in the I'nitisl States than then* are Irish, ami the 
iin\t«in' of th«* liivhand 'ifiman n\vt*^ is pnidncing a people 
|«h\ sir. lily \r!y like tin* Knuli'^h. Mon'<»\er, tlie Kiigli«4it 
^«»t« ii. ii.d NVvKh imniii:rants to the l*niteil Stati*^ are rapidly 
L'liinn^ tiiMin th«* Irish, and, while the nundxT of tlie frishoorn 
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in the Unitofi States in slightly on the cIccreAKO, the number of 
those bom in otlif*r yuiriH of the Tnitcd Kingvloin who inhAliit 
tlmt country in incrpasinpf fast. The negro element, lance in the 
Ignited Statej^^ niul {>nHloniin.'int in tlie Hritiith West Indieis h 
almost nonexistent in Canada, but it cannot bo said at present 
to greatly allVvt American F^nleral aflairs, and it does not mix 
with the remainder of the i>oi>ulation. While, however, the 
white nice in, hulwtantially K|M»aking, in it8 origin the same 
u|Mm the two Kidi*s of the bonier, climate, or soil, or institutiouK, 
or manner of life, have produced remarkable dis!>imi1arities of 
tyiHj whieh must strike every observer of the countrien. Kven 
if we put out of consideration the Fit>nch Itoman Catholic 
iMipulation uf Canaila, the RU]K*rticial dissimilarity ljetwei*n the 
Knglish Cana^lians and their Anierican n<*ighlK>urH across tlie 
lionliT is n»markable. If we compare, for instance, the in- 
habitants of the Maritime Provinces and Ontario with the New 
KngUndi'rs or rural inhabitant.H of New York State, we find 
that, although the Ontario men niai^ ditfer in some slight 
drgrc*? from the Nova Scotians (their dilFen^nee lM*ing, however, 
no more than is found to exist in ailjacent eounti<*s in England), 
they diller fn>m the inhabitant of Maine or of Vennont, who is 
close u|)on their lx)nler, in accent, intonation, and choice of 
languagi\ as much as does a C^ornishman from a l»wland Scot 
Nevei-theless they often clescend from a connnon ancestry of 
less than a century and a half aga On the other hand, tlie 
similarity of American to American is liecoming daily more 
markiHl throughmit the Cnion— the Californian growing like 
the New Yorker, who is s<*|)anitfMl from him by a distance as 
{;n*at as the bn*adth of the Atlantic, and the Texan like tite 
uihabit-int of the Dakotas. 

Canadians from the liorder are more like Knglish Afrikanders, 
or Victorians, or Knglishmcn of the old country, than they are 
like Americans of tlie Cnite<l States, and this although in 
(*aiiafliaii Miciety there is less of the luera imitaticm of Knglish 
fashions and pursuits than is found in those W4*althy Ameri(*an 
ci'iitres that follow the lead of New York. When a Canmlian 
hunts a fox it is generally lietause his father huntetl with tlie 
garrison or his grandfather hunteil in the old country ; Imt 
when an ^Ami'iican Anglomaniac '^ rides after a dnip, and 
arniys hiiiiM'lf in scarlet so to do, it is lM*i*ause he fancurs the 
practict* Kiigli'%li. The main nvison of the diiren*nce which 
exi<«ts ljctw«vn KnglishiiKMi, whether in Canada or in our 
Au^trali.ui or other iN»lcmies, and the Am€*ricans of the Cnited 
States is, I nm (xHivinccd, to lie found in the circumstancrt 
uiid«*r whicii the oUl colonii*s of America were tin»t founded. 
To thoM» who have studi4*tl tlie American '*coh>iiial ** iKvrtrmits of 
the first lialf of the last century, it must se<*in |MftH^ilile tliat tlie 
AiiH^rican |M*«*uliaritii*s hml lieeii evolvisl liefore tins sc'iMimtion 
fn>ni (in*at llritain. TIm) revolution gave public form to a 
sharii dintinction whicli liml alnvulv grown uji, ami the tyiw 
whicti existed bi*furu Washington lias lieeii iiii|inNe<l, by tlie 
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strong imlivHluality and chnracter of the Amoricnn people^ 
u|K»ii till* Irish and other settU»ni who in vant nundieni hii\*e 
pnuhially drifttMl into tlioir niidht Tlio MiKhisHippi valW in 
tho first |»lacM% and the North West later, have theniJ«c1ve« been 
i*o!onis«'<l mainly fn»ni New England^ and the moral and 
^hv.siral features whieh are iiriHloniinant througliout the 
L'liitid State.s are of tlio old >lass:icliUftetU type. The New 
Kntfland character was fonntnl by «auigration for tlw^ sake ol 
rrli^'ion, and by i^ontlict with nature under a hanth climate and 
u|M>n a sterile soil, and the c^ranito state of Now llanipfthire 
and its et|ually **dour'* neigliiMum have sent out into the West 
a granitic |ieoplc 

The tcndcTicies wliich, in spite of such tlissimilaritie^ are to 
U* foun<l in certain quarters in Canada towards a c1o««er con- ©^ tk« 
ntvtion with the Tnited States are |K)litical, or rest u|M>n ^^•■'^ 
actual or fancietl interests, and are not to !» ascrilied to sOi*ial |^^^ 
or M'ntiniental causes. There is a witliniprea*! feeling in the f^*^ 
Dominion that, although the new nation seems vigorous and ■****•• 
healthy, it is S4)niewhat '*out of sorts." Nothing is hopelessly 
wn»n.i; with Canada. It has the vittdity of a young country, 
and till* uncleveIo])('<1 power that lies in its territories u 
innncuM* ; but C anadians think (little <is they have i^pent or 
lK>rro\vc<l as comiKuxni with pros|)4*rou8 Australia) tliat they 
havt* Uirrowed and s]k'nt a great deal of money of late jreart, 
and that tin* ivsults of the e.\|HMiditurc are not yet sufficiently 
apivucnt. The commeicial situation of (*anmla undir the so- 
called National, or protei*ti\e, ]>olicv of Sir John Macilonald 
i^ontinually all'onls an onix>rt unity for unfavourable criticism 
and for t ho suggestion ot radical rtMiK'dies as a tonic One set 
of |MM»p|«; \(M*v naturally prescriU* alisolutc freedom of trade, 
:trconipatiii*<l by direct taxation ; another set, imiierial customs 
union, more or h*sH complete * another, a re-ailiustUHMit of tlie 
taritl* on U'lialf of infant industric^s^ with higher duties UDon 
n'l tain c1aNs«>s of goods and free admission of others. AnoUier 
as«rilHvs the malaoy of the ix>untry to the nre<lominance of tlie 
Kouian ( atholic religion ; and it is not to ijo wondere«l at thai 
a larp* M-ction look across the fn>ntier to tlio United States, 
:ind find in the proN|kTity of that i^ountry a n*ason for a^ksociat- 
ing %%ith its futun*, in a greater or less di>gret\ the fortunes of 
the Dominion.

In tin* case of the Wc}»t liidi(*4 there woh 
Minio doulit aU>ut there Wing a distinct colonial opinion in 
favuur of the tn*aty, and tlu*ro was also the fact that the 
i*(»h>nicH wcri! mainly Cniwn (Vdonien, and all of them colonic* 
in which thenmjorityof the |)opulation, lx*ing black, played but 
a S4*c<»ndary p:irt in public atlairt. 

Aft a M't-otr against the arrangement pn»|MMed betwe(*n tlie 
^»riti^h Wc^t India IhlaiuU and the United SUitcii, private 
n<*^otiation<( UnAi lAace in 1SS| lx*twivn (*anada and iMinie of 
(»ur West Indian (■o\ernmentH with a view to union. Tlie 
ne;;otiationii were pushtnl most actively in the case of Janiaii*a, 
but they were all along informal, neither Jamaica nor Canaila 
fii'ling it.M'lf entitle<l to negotiate directly, and tlio ('olonial 
Olhiv refusing to entertain the iiucntion. The landownem and 
connn«*rcial and mi<ldle classes in Jamaica, ho far tm their viewf 
Uvame known, were anxiouH for union, and there wan alno 
a {Kirt V in (*an:ula in favour of it ; but there was a goml 
(h*.d of doubt a» to the MMitiment of the majority of tlie 
coloureil |K>pu1ation in Jamaica uiion the matter, 'fho home 
authorities |M>inted out that the Canadian Governnient were 
unprovitletl with any machinery for ruling a dejpendency, and 
tli«*y thought Jamaica unpn*|^Kired to lie placed in the same 
|)olitical iMMtition a^ a Canadmn I^rovinco, and d(H:lared tliat 
th«*y could not iH*e their way with n*gard to tlic propowil^ 
The \\\*st Indies do but a small trade with tlie I>ominion mi 
comiKintl with that which thev either do at presc'iit or would 
do un«h*r U'tter commercial riMations with New York and tlic 
nean*r American |H>rt<i. Tlio trade of Janiaii*a, IkirlmloM, 
Trinidad, and llritiHh (Suiaiia with Hritinh North Ameri(*a iH,for 
exaniplt* about oiie-t4*iith of their trade with the l*iiite«l StAtc*c 

The West Indi(*s stand in a very difren*nt |)osition towanli 
the l*nit«*d States from that occupied by Canada. In tlie ca«e 
of Canada we have mmmi the htnHip reasons tliat exist for 
lielieving that 4*ommercixd unirin, if it is ever brought aUiut^ 
w ill U* a step towards |M»litical al»sorptioiu Hut one of tlie %'ery 
n*as4iiis whirh prt>inpt soiiie Americans to dt^si re tlie annexation 
c»f ( an.-vl.-i, should a wi^h for it in due time arisi* to tlie north of 
th«* Ijonler-line, telU strongly against tlie oiloiit ion of a similar 
liolicy towanis tlie West India IslaniU. Canada lias, corn- 
(Kirattvcly speaking, no iu*gro |iopulatioii, and some tlioorists at 
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till* riiitofl Stfttrs find ti reason for wishing for its abKNrption 
in tlio t>upiH>siMl n(*d*ssity of couutcrlxilmirinK th^ increaae of 
iioenM^s in tlio South by nn incriN-uso of white iHipuUitiim in the 
Nnth. On tho other liand, tho HritiKh \Vost Itidioi are 
innmiiiiK black coniniuniti«»s lilh**! with a )>ca.snnt proprietary 
of (Im* iM'cro nuv— very similar, that is to itomo of thow 
S>iitlu*rn States in which the ^rowiujor nuniliers or tho |>repon- 
<l«*r;iiu'(^ of tlio blacks form the only ni;;htmnre of the Amennui 
|H'o|»lc. While it is |K>Ksible that, from reasons c«>nnecte<! with 
iiiinr«j aikI railways, and the counMM>f trade, tho Tniti^d States 
may one of these days atniex jxirts of Mexico, after they liave 
alivady Imvoiiio American in i>«>pu1ation and in Kym|ifitliies, it 
MH'iiiN likfly that, as ii'pinls tlio other Routheni inmntriest with 
whirli tli(\v have to do, the Americans will IcMik rather for 
loiiiiiHirial and |K>litical hc.vccmony, stvunnl to them in return 
tor naval pn»t<H'tion and by omimcmal tnN'ities, than towards a 
ixiliry of a«'tna1 iiichision of those countries within tlie 
i)oiiiidari«*s of the Tnitcfl State*. 

Then* is a larger que^tion than tliat of tho total or nnrtml F«t«iv r»> 
aliNorptioii of Canada or of the Hriti^h West Indii^s, alreaily UtkmA oC 
iliNiUSMsl, whiili lies KOiind, and must necessarily lie in tho *!•• r»lt«4 
iiiiiHls t>f tlio>v»j who think upon the subji^ct.

I'nited States I at h*ast can have but little Kympathy with 
that restriction of itn scope. In the controversy upon this 
point between Professor Seeley and rixjfessor Freeman 1 cannot 
iMit feel that the fonner \vx% iM^rluiiM not given a sufficiently 

}>re%loniinant iKXMtion among the glories of Kngland to tlie 
oundatif >n of so magnificent a daughter-State as is the American 
fitleral renuWic. Professor Seeley has said, "To us Kngland 
will lie wherever Knglish fieople are found ;" but he has, in 
writing wyow the eximnsion of Kngland, with a certain contra- 
diction othisown good saying, distinguished shaiply lM*tween 
his (aitniter Kngland and the United States, lie has indeed 
remarked that **the United States are to us almost as good as 
a colony ; our |)eople can emigrate tliither without sacrificing 
tlu'ir languapi or their chief institutions or habits^" and has 
pointed out, ni eloquent and pregnant language, the extent to 
which the American C^onnnon wealth exercises influence upon 
oursi»lv(*H, while at the s:imo time receiving from us (H)ual 
intluenctt through our literature, ami has dc*c1ared that tlie 
whole future <»f the planet dep(Mi<1s u|x>n the mutual influence 
of tlie bmnchcH of the Knglish rac«\ Tlien; is, however, as 
lN*twe(*n the Kritish Kiiipiro and the United States, too much 
tendency to encourage jietty ji*alousies and to exaggerate small 
difrercnces ; while many look back to the fact that

rather to emphasise their lielief that we are not one now even 
in race or spirit. It should indce<l never Iw forgotten for a 
moment that the United States is a true coloiiv of Kngland, 
our other so-caIle«l colonies Ijcing rather dependencies across 
the M»as }N>ssib1y on their way to grow into allied nations of 
the same tongue. It is a curious fact— as has often been 
iv>iiite<l out. and es|)(H*ially and mo^t ably by Mr. Lucas of tlie 
Colonial Otlitv (now charged with the care of British emigra- 
tion) in his llUtoricid ^V»ym/«Ay— that none of the Knglish 
ctilonies, i^oinnioiily so called, fall under Sir (Seorgo I^wiss 
«letinition of a cfilony, the conditions of w hicli, however, are 
fulfilltHl by tlie UiiiUnl States. 
Tb* UniUtl To pn'S4*nt a c<»niplete |>icture of the Union in a book which 
HistM. di*als with other topics, or, for tliat matter, in any l»ok at all, 
would \w im|»ossib1e, atul, as T<icfiueville oIjmtvc<I, f*ould it lie 
written, such a work wouhl ci»rtaiiily Im) as wcaiii^ome as it 
might |M><»Mb1v U* instructive. What c:in wiM'ly liech»ne in this 
dinvtion ban lately Uvn acc«»mplishc*d by I'rofc^ssor Hrj'ce, It 
has lieen s:iid of tin* .\iiM*rieaiis that no |ie«»ple ever liv(*«| umler 
conditions of exijktenoe which made it more likely tliat tliey 
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should \n* at oncif so liappy aiift M |x>wcrful. It is |io«iblo in 
tiir>4' (lays to ICO furtlier, nnil to say timt no people ever wero 
at ontt* io liappy and so iwwerful, or iio likoly to c«mtiniie in 
tills pli>:is;ii)t iMtMtioD. Hut H omvstion which every titoughtfal 
AiiH'iiciin nniNt ask liiiiis(*lf is how far his country niitiweni to 
tiio in.igiiitict'iit description of tlie ideal modem dcniocmcT in 
tlu* liiNt chanter of ToiHiuevillcH work. It in probable Uiat 
TiHoiiex ille himself thou^dit that on the whole, and subject to 
the limitations which he himsi'lf pointed out, America would ; 
Ihcoiiic that ideal dcmoi*i-acy, and timt ho wiih only checked in 
the streiiKth and warmth (»f his statementii having special 
n'LMid to American denuHTaey by the fear constantly prenent 
to him. as is shown by his mont intimate letters, that tho 
itithiisiasm calletl out in him by the promist^ of America would 
U> turne<l against him in Fianiv, where ho lM*lon|rpd to 
the li<»maii Catholic Tonscrvative jwirty. I am reaily, fortnj 
l>;iit, to maintain that in tho riiited Statc^ as well as in 
Canada and in Australixi, thei*o is everv ground for hope, 
judirini; from the denuxratic progivss of those i^ountries in our 
own tinu's, that that amount of |>olitiail corruption which still 
exists will dis;ipi>4*ar, and that this one blot liaving been 
lemnNt-tl, these Knglish -six'akinj; countries will present a 
pi< tuie of a m<»re gen«'ral and comidete Christian civilisation 
than the world has ever .shown. A livady in America, and in 
C.inad.i and Australia, there is, except as rcganis tlie treatment 
of the nru'riH-s and Chines**, a dtM*i) res|)eet for the laws which 
all have hel|H><l to make. Alreatfy, while individual libi*rty is 
pi I/imI. the authority of t\\v State is rt*?»|H»ctcd, and regard for 
ju^tirf is eomliim-if with . I fervent (mtriotisni. Already there 
is a manly uive and ta!;e In'tween ditrenMit class4»H, combining 
irv)M(t for .sutM*riority of any kind with a total alKcnoe cw 
.S4'r\ility; and theiv is <lisc«>rnible neither a tendency to 
aii.irehy on the <ine side nor (as IxTtwivn white man and white 
man) a t«iidency to oppression.

tJM* l<»NVfst classes of Kuro)x». It is cHtlicult to imagine that 
sutli a state of things can long continue, and it is a curious 
fxanipK' of the way in wliieli any abuse may Im* deferwletl from 
liaitit to tin<l niinistcMs of ( 'hristian (*hurches writing in defence 
of the ckH-trine of the separation of the raci\'i. The white-man's 
rliureh, whieh is (*|M'n to the givat<»st criminal, which is 
MippoMMl to welrc»ine all, is <*lose<l in some jtarts of tlie Knglinh- 
s|M akini; world to the blaek fai*e alone, ami CMiristian men and 
Christian ministers are fotnid to defend this |U7i€*t ice, of which 
the dantrers an% however, grave. As the ^ Kpiscopalian ** 
r.i>liop of Keiituekv has s;iid, " Tliis is all I plead for, tliat 
separation fn»ni us is for the tiegro destruction, and perha|is for 
us as well." An attempt is Inking made at the present moment 
\\lii«*li has not yet U'come wliat is known m America ass 
"liNeisNue" in the )>olitieal world- to either drive out or dis- 
franrliiM' the negro, or at least to limit that political power of 
wliit'h he has not lately, however, contrivetl to make much 
eilivtive Use. It is asked indignantly, by Southerners and \vy 
voiu,' Noitlierti nienilH'rs c»f the l)emoi*nitic Diirtv, whether the 
n<\uro li\s the (Mluration, the integrity, the xnowletlge of 
.\iiieiiran institutions that make him more deserving of the 
elerroial franehise than Anieiican men of eighteen or twenty, 
or than Ameriean N\ives and mothers. It is admitted that the 
Soiithnn whites have now for some years iwist controlled the 
heirn> vote, and that the negrot»s have left off supporting 
llrpuhliran '* earjxt Kiggers " fi*om the North, and vote in 
L'nat nuiiilxTs with their employers ; but, on the other hand, 
it is aNSftti'il that this r«>sult has been ?%ttained by much 
rliitoral rorru)>tion, and, in any case, may not prove lastins, 
ami the Nntthern public an» a.sktnl whether they intend that m 
•^••Neral of the States tiegro majorities shall eventually rule. 
It is |Miint<Hl out that in a conijwiet group of thirteen States the 
neirrtH-s form neaily half the |)opulation, and are increasinff 
iimie rapidly than the whitens, and that America must look 
forwanl to the whole South iwssing under negro electoral 
i-ontiol, while amalgamation ot the races is so liat<*ful to the 
iiofons of the Southern whites as to l»o im|)ossible of attain- 
iiM-nt. With regard to amalgamation the Smtliem sentiment 
IS .arri.d in souie States to the |>oint that the known existence of 
a ^iirjh'drop of iH\i:ro IiKmmI in the vi'ins<»f a woman ev»cntially 
^Oiiti" makes her a nei:to for all smial i»uri>0(seH- and in practice 
■in\e> her from tin* eoiintry. It may also Im* taken xvh ailmitted 
th »r Siiiitherners treneially are willing to allow that the redttc< 
'»«»n of thi' |N>litieal intbiencM' of the negriH's in recent times, in 
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npitc of their (growth in num>>eni, has lMH*n brought about in 
Koiiie do^roo by illogitinmto nicaiiH, although they contend that 
tlie very fart that it has \nH*n brouglit aliout, in wliatever 
manner, shown want of governing power in the negro nica 

T1ii*< feeling in not confined to the Soutli, and atrei'ta great 
l)odi<*H of |N*ople in the North. AlniOKt the whole of the courts 
of tlie Ancient Onlor of Fon^Htern in America have been driven 
from the Onlcr, 1jiH*ause of their rules excluding negroes from 
memlM*rHlii|i, and of the insistence of the Englisli governors of 
the Onler u|)on the n*|x*al of this restriction. It is unlikely 
that Northern sentiment will forcibly coni|Md the Southfnm 
whites to al>stain from violating the electoral laws. One of the 
two gniit ^Kirties wliirh divide the t^mntry supports the 
Southern whiter in their attiimle, and the other is not oniteil 
U)>on the ciuestion, for many of its wealthy members have largi* 
investments in South(*ni railrofuls and Soutlieni mines and 
manufactures, and will not risk the chanco of disturbance in 
the South, but will Kun|M)rt a |)oIicy of noninterference with 
the State system. In tlie South itself, while there is no minority 
willing to aci*onl to the negntes etpial social rights, tlu^ro is a 
large minority of far s<ving and intelligent men who are willing 
to make KaeritieiM for the iMlucatinn of the blacks in tlie ho|ie 
that, when taught by \i!iite nietlKsIs to look u|Mm themselves ax 
Ameiiean citi/ens >^itli American rather than merely racial 
interests and aspirations, they will ctrntinue to U*, as for om* 
cause and another they at this moment atv. divided between tlie 
two |K>litieal |Kirties, and lie no souive of clanger to white insti- 
tutions. Our own ami the French ex|K*rience in tlio \\e%i 
In<1ies will In* found on the wholo favourable to the blacks, 
sho>%ing that, under the fair tns'itment tliat they meet with in 
the FrtMieh and in Mime of the KngliOi islands, they may lie 
trustetl to exercise eliH^toral ])ower with advantage to tlio com- 
munity at hirgt*, and this even in coloni«*s in which they fonii 
an o\erw helming majority of the |)opulation.

Sdiith Australia, as will lx» siH»n from what has U^on alreacly 
toM, i>> one of those happy eonnnunities whicli may Ije said^rirwol 
to have no histc»ry. After its foundation, U|K>n the ftciontilic Soetk 
svstem wliich Merivale has well descrilxH^, it prospered as a AmOn 
uhrat- throwing and eopp*»r- producing colony. From 1884 to 
l^**i)it went through one of those )M^rio<ls of heavy depression 
wbirh attack young countries from time to time, and from 
wliicii it is now recovering. Its enormous territory is still 
sparsi'Iy populatc<l ; hut that is liecaus© it .stn»tclies ri^hi 
n.'uxs the continent, and includes the drier portion of the in- 
land roirion. South Australia is a thoroughly honi*st ami sound 
r«»lony, wliiih, whether it 1h» left with its rCortliern Territory or 
>ei».irattMl from it, has a future of wealth and us4»fulne8S liefore 
it. South Au.stralia has had its lnn<l l)Oom like Victoria; it lias 
li.ul its deficits like New South Wales; hut all along there lias 
Inen a .stea<ly in«n'ase in the innnU^r of the farmers who are 
the UuklH>ne of the pros|>*'rity of the country.

In South Australia the legi««latun* is ri*markably d(*«*o^ou^ and 
mendMTs are \ery MMi^itive u|>on tlH* subj<*<*t of d<*coruni. TV 
South Australian AsNi»mbly was pn*Hid«s| over, 1 l»elie\*e, f«ir 
twrnty vear.s by Sir thsirge Kin;;ston, who was fi*Mowi««l by Sir 
HolMM't 1 IONS, ami Ijoth iiii*n ha<l m> aliMiluto an autlionly o%'rf 
the AsM'mbly that M*etit*s such as um-<I to lM»ccMmiH>n in Victoria, 
and are ntill c<»nnm>n in New South Wah»s, were tlH*rc unknown. 
Happily, under the Spcakenddp of Sir J. Uray, tlie courtesiet U 
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thUiti" continui? to U» ol)Si»rvo<1. Whvu lately it wiw proposed to 
equip liiiii and tin* cU'iks iit tho tnble in wign like tno«e of the 
S|H'akor an<i cli'iks of tlic rarliaineiit of tlic United Kingdom.

AnotluT i>ooiiIiarity of South AustniHn is the possession of a 
parliaim-ntary closuiv. All tho iM:>i>ular Irgislntures but one in 
the colonics havo at oih* tinin or anotlior had reason to wifth for 
soiiH' im-ans of puttinc: a stop to jwirliauientary ohotniction. 
Sn;;th Australia has Ihimi the exception, Ijecnuse .*Nir George 
Kii^tr^toii and Mr. IWrosfoixl, a generation ago, had inserted a 
olauM* in lior Stan<ling Orders providing a |>owerof directing tho 
SiH'akcr to put the c]u<>stion. When a motion is made to tluit 
t'llirt no discussion is allowofl, and if it is carried the question 
is at oni-c put. The cHicacy of the mca.surc is chiefly seen in the 
fact tliat in South Australia it is seldom requin»d to l)e pat in 
lon-c. Any attempt at obstruction must siXM»ilily collapse, and 
anaiM* only angry feeling against the obstructionists; and tlie 
powtT (»f closure is never abused, though memU^rs given to tlio 
leadint; of long extracts have sometimes thought that it ia. 
Victoria imitated South Australia in adopting at one time mhat 
was known as the "iron hand," which was succes.sful during 
thr MNsiun when it was in fonv ; but it wan Smth Australia 
Nviiii'h set the example which has now been followed by the 
niotluT-country.

:*•- with all. He sits in the rp|M*i- IIous«», and in this respect is 
I'wliir am. .hi: mlonial Prime Ministers, for in the colonies it

Hi- rnasuier, Mr. llitd, leads the .\ss4 mbly for him— a businent 
tmn i.f ginnl jndirnient ; and Mr .\ndrew Inglis (lark, the 
Am .rn. v CeU'-ial, and t»iie of the represiMitatives of the colony 
*->> 'l>** Koleral Council, supplies Lilieralism and energy for tlie 
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Uovcmment. Mr. Clark U a well-reiul nuiii, «»f a ftonicm'luii 
nervous teiiiix^raiiieiit, owner of tlio beiit private library in the 
colony and of one of the best in the southern hemisphere, a 
greiit admirer of American institutions and literature, and an 
anti-impi*rialist in his opinions u\xm tho^ future rcUtions 
betwet'n the coniitonent portitms of the Empire. 

Tasmania is the mast conservative and tJie most English of 
all tlie Australian colonics Ijotli in its soc*ial habits and in its 
]M)litics and nothing startling has Oi*curred there since the dis- 
covery of that givat tin mine which is still tlie richest nnd mo!<t 
prosi)erous tin mine in the world. Tlie new sil%*er and k*a(l 
mines are also productive, and gold and coal are beginning to 
U* rais4Hl from Tasnianian mines. 

Tasmania has the fn*e circulation of newsmiMirs by no^t 
throughout the colony, as lia\e the Dominion ot 1 anada, which 
s<Mi<ls out sixty millions in a year, Queensland, New South 
Wales, and Western Australia ; but in Tasmania and in Queens- 
land no\vspa|HM*s may lie al>o jH>bted fnv, with tlio ordinary 
rot rictions as to date of publication, even to the other Australian 
colonies and Tasmania actually allows her new8|M|H*rs to .be 
stMit fviSi to so great a distance as the farthest |K>rtions of New 
Z«*aland. This is a noint in wliich the cohmies have not yet, I 
think, U^en iniitate<l ny any p:irt of the old world. Tliere is an 
agitation in Victoria either to follow suit or to make represi*nta- 
tions to the other colonics to charge p(>stage, inasmuch an tlie 
eticct of the pn*sent variation in practice) has Uvn to transfer 
some newsiKi^ier nublishing otlices from Mellx>ume to the 
colonies enjoying the absi'nce of |K»stal duty u|)on new^^papers. 

Tasmania has had considtM-zible ditlicultics with her railnsids 
and on various occasions the Ta^manian Main Lino Hail way 
CV>m|mny ptx*vente<l Tasmanian (Joveriiinent loans U^ing quoted 
on the Stock Kxchaiigc. to the gnvit iii<lignati<m of tlie colony, 
who thought that the (\»iii)viny weix; asking for blackmail, and 
that the Stock Kxchangc was to blame for |>i*rmitting tlie crrdit 
of the colony ti> be to K4>me slight extent, if only tem|iormnly. 
prcjudiiHvl at the instance of a joint stock coniiKiny, and Iwwl 
actc<l without hearing Ijoth sides. Tlie matter lias now bii*n 
sett 1**4! by a iKiymeiit from the Goveniiiient to the C*oiii)iaiiy. 
The whole history of the C*omi)aiiy, since its formation in W^\ 
only shows how much more dcMnible it is for tlie colonial

has M'venil railway systems. Tlie fyiuncest4>n and WejUrrn 
I Sail way is manage<l by (Government, but the coin|Miiiy rvtain 
an interest, ihaNitmeh as they are to nnvive any profit atiove • 
(*i*rtain income. Tlie line from Kmu lUiy to lUaclioir is a private 
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and unpnAranttH^d work. The Main TJne HiiilwAy has been 
until latoly, as 1 have wiid, in private hamK hut guanintoed ; 
and the other lines have been or are IxMng constructed by 
(lovennneiit it.self. 

The (h«bt of Tasmania (altliough recently increased by one IVbt, 

million) is still ligchter jH»r luvul of the iK>|)uIation than tliat of fwturs of 

any other Australasian colony, and Tasmania is still on the T a swt a 

\vlIol»» lightly taxed, while it is |K)ssihlo that there may be 

>liortly a great development of her mineral wealth. Tlie future 

of Tasmania, however, proKibly lies in stock and horse raising, 

and T)erhai)s in fruit, for she has the finest strawlwrries as she 

li.i> till* noblest thistles of the world. I ought not to pass away 

tVnni Tasmania without naming the admirable government of 

th«* colony by Sir Kob<'rt Hamilton, and thedeserve<l popularity 

of the (Joveinor and his wifa 

Although Western Australia is a Crown colony, and, it might Wcfttera 
S4M 111, more liily to be treated when I come to write on the Crown AastraUa. 
<ulnni«*>:, yet, as it is renivsented in the Australasian Federal 
(oiiiuil. and as it is likely .soon to reanyc res|x>nsible self- 
LrnvtrnuM-nt, it must 1ki mentioned hero. Western Australia is 
ili«' l.uirr^t of the Australian colonies — very nearly the size of 
r.riti>li India. It is less occupied by settlers than any other, 
and i<. indred, but sparsely j^'opled, while it has alienated up 
tt) tin* pn'MMit time but a small jwrtion of its lands. Tho people 
of Niw South Wales are largely niterestetl in Western Australia, 
lia\ ing invi'steil a goinl deal of money there. There is at pres- 
riit a (l<»uhU» agitation on foot in this Crown colony: that for 
ilu' «livi^i(ui of the colony into either two or three separate 
(-••]Miiii->(\\}iicli is advo<>ated for much the same reasons as those 
wliirli were originally put forwaixl in Queensland by the 
iM»itln inrrs), an<i the agitation for resixjnsible govenunent. Af 
r«L:.0(U the lir>t proiK)s.al, we are tola that great ignorance as 
to Hm- Wj'.trrn .Vustralian northern territory prevails at I'trth. 
TIh' n<u tluTiu'rs desire to i^ontinue to employ Asiatic labour, 
ii:d for that puriMKse wish to continue to lie a Crown colony 
vvli.ii th«' South re«*ei\es s«*lf government. At tho same time

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tlic tropioH. T)ie ditlicultH^H in the wav of gmntiiig roKponsilile 
Koveriiiiicnt arc, lirst and foivmost^ the lianding over of sach 
vast lands to no sumW a population ; i(econ<ny, the necomar)' 
res(*rvation of i>o\ver to make a p«>rtion of the territory into 
a S4>mratc colony at a future time ; and, thinlly, tlie protection 
of the aljoriKincH in the north. It is on tlie first point that tlie 
hhariiest dilicivnce with the homo Government was manifest 
in the Kunnner of 1880. The handing over of the hindn, even in 
the de^H'C proix>Ke<l hy the Cohmial Ottico, meann tliat an 
extremely small community, liere as f<»rnierly in the other 
colonies, will (»l>tain the right to m*11 them at any rat<rs tliey 
pl«*aM% and to go without taxation while thc^y live upon their 
capital. They may, though it is most improbable, exclude 
Knglish immigrants ; and this seems a large concession to make 
when we rememlxT that there are only a little over forty 
thousand i)«*ople in Western Australia ; that the colony i*on- 
tains a iiiillion square miles of which a large |virt is valuable; 
ami that the country in which Hntish immigrants could live 



lies in that half which even the CoUinial Otiice propcMcd to 
give ui> to the new cohuiy. As in Tasmania so in V" 
Austnili.'i, alxiut a tliinl of the |)opulation lives in two townm 



NVIion we consitler that a vast amount of the territory is as 
yet unexploHHl, there is much to Im; said for the view tliat the 
whoW' of thrse enormous land res(*r>'es ought not to lie at once 
handtnl over to the (Sovemment of Western Australia. Tlie 
right coui*si* would mhmu to lie to divide the colony into eai4 
and west as well as into north and south, and to hand over 
a large tract of valuable lan<ls to the new M*lf-gf>verning colony 
(which would i*ontain the gn\at bulk of the |)opulationX and 
Irav*' the north and centre of the country as a Crown colony 
for a consitlerable time. Sir F. Napier Broome, tlie oatuoiiig 
Governor, admits that British immigrants cannot lie introJucrd 
into the northern territory, which alone the Colonial Otfioe liad 
res4TVi*<l. The dilliculty in the way of making Crown colonin 
in the Au««tnilian north is that the deinoi*ratic colonies, and 
e-i^KHMally Victoria and New »Soutli Wales, will imagine tliat 
this is Is'ing done for the pur|>o?«e of giving them A lasting 
existecce lMs<tl u(>on a system of servde labour. A<Ulrr%*e< 
will U* vot«Nl unanimously from the Australian Assenibli(*s, aihI 
pulilic meetings will Ix* held, and the doctrine of '^Australia f»r 
the Australians** put forwani as against such a scheme; ami 
the home Covernment may well shrink from adopting it, 
whctlier in the ca^e of Western Australia^ or in tlmt of tlir 
Northern Territory of »South Auttndia, or in tliat of nortliem 
Que<Mi«»land. 

If we art* not to adopt tlie policy of confining the coloiij 
within the limtt4tl area which lias as yet to come extent Is'cii 
hmcIumI by ii<>tt lenient or exnloratioiu and retaining the mU 
of the fiiorinous territory of \Vestem Australia for tlie prr«rnt 
as a Crown «*oh>nv, we have only two otiier courMm bpfore uk 
l*lie one is to follow tlie traditions of our cokmiftl policy, mm^ 
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'^vAut to tlio colony (timt is, to the few settlers scnttered along 
Hif frinixo of a territory the kizc of Hritish India) all they atk. 
ii.niK'ly, control of the whole of these unknown Inndis ami 
powrr, if thoy shouhl so will, to exclude settlers witliout capital 
who might come from England. The other would bo to take 
the course of hamivnng Western Australia, as a new self- 
covtTiiiiig colony, by statutory conditions, placing her under 
>|x>rial restrictions not to exclude assiste<l immigrants from 
Kiiirland, which find no place in the constitutions of the oilier 
inlonic-^. The earlier of these pro))osals I think I have shown 
to \h* unwise ; and the other is oixmi to the fatal objection that 
tlie moment that such a condition had been put into the 
eon.«>titution, the Western Austnilians would exercise their 
ini^enuity, very soon successfully, to pet rid of it Tlie Pferth 
l>»M>i>le aiready tell us that we arc talking "nonsense** at home; 
that the colony has attained to such a |>osition as to make 
it jn>t as imjHxssible for English politicians to deal with it at 
tlnir pleasure as it would lie after resix)nsiblo govennnent had 
UiMi grantiMl. "Already they have lost all control over our 
puljiio finances and cannot, consetjuently, force upon us the 
rare of innnigrants whom we do not want.*' The Western 
Australians are determined to have exactly that which the

In all the nilonies there is an enonuous marpn between the 
iriei* of the land as sold bv CSovernment and the land as resold 
)y "land sharks*" to settlers. There is in Western Australia 
a field for trying to obtain for (.lovemnient the un€*amed- 
inen'nientvalueof the land. In pi vinjcres|K)nsiblc government 
to WesttTn Australia we might, for the lx*netit oi the future 
M>lf-;;oveniing colony, survey the probable lines of railway and 
prolKible sites of towns, set aside the:»e sites and reserve them, 
as well as the mineral lands, the fon^ts, and the tracts on each 
side of the futuix^ railways, and then bi*gin to let and k«*1] good 
land in small blocks at a sul>stantuil price to actual cultivators 
applying the i)r«N*eiMls to taking out selected emigrants of the 
most approvcHi agricultural ty|)e. A district might be set afci<le 
for the ciTaticm of a M»lf-Kovcrning colony with suHicient terri* 
torv and re^ruinvs to enaole it to stand alone, and tlio system 
winch I aflvoi*ate l)e api)lic*d to tho remainder of temperate 
Western Australia, provided tliat we retain for tlie new colony 
that which IWhuanaland has not — a coast. 
l-an«l lepii. It is easy to S4h? tho n»as<>ns for the failures which liave htm 
lution. ni.-idt' in the various Australian colonies in their dealings with 
the Ian<l, and it would not Im' ditlioult now, with tlie warning of 
tlieir examples, to eoiistruct a lietter system tlian that which 
has prevailed in any, es|)4M*ially if the legislator were not ham- 
I^m-ymI by the existence in the ix>nnnunity of general ideas u]ioii 
the theory of land legislation. It woukl pruliably be fouml 
iiii)x>ssible in anv new connnunity to absolutely refuse to sell 
land. The cry of ** Tnlock the land,** which carried all befors H 
in eastern Australia at one moment, wouUl be, elsewliere as it 
was then», t<M> stmng to lie n'sistcfl. Tlie principle of '•lioiiie- 
stead legislation," kucIi as that of the I nited States or t4 
Canatla, must lie ailmittf^l, at all events to some extent. Im- 
migrants of the right class and artisans who lia%*e made a little 
nion«*y must \n* allowtnl to obtain the fret*liold of blocks of land 
artually eu1ti\atetl by them, free, or else bj tlie Australian 
sy>tei;» of ** drferre«l jKiyments." Out and-out sale to tlie higlie%t 
bidder .lul alitMiation <»f the fret*hohl of land upon a larp* ftcalf 
can \n} reMsttnl anywhere, liccauso an almost universal |Hil»!if 
s<'iitiiiuMit comes in to Ixick up the law, and tlie whole of the 
Australian eohuiies now n»gret the im|H*o\idence of their larpe 
land alienation'^ The system of the leasing of land as ai.iiin«t 
that of s;ile v:n\ lie api>lie<l, ex(t*pt as n*gards tlM« small bl««ck* 
furtiil with to a4*tual cultivators of tlie soil; but it will 1«* 
ii»H*<vs.'s.iry to intriMlmv stringiMit measu n*H to prevent the ulti- 
mute sale of the ^uall blocki» thus acquired.

(^>uci'n^land. The Federal Council of Australasia at its first 
!in'«tiiiir advised tho innnediate provision of local defence for 
Uith Torres Straits and King deorge's »Sound. Tlio Colonial 
ConferHMuxj discusstxl the matter, but were uidiapnily unable to 
come to a settlement, though it is to be ho|)od ttiat it is now 
Ixing privately arrangt*d. 

The riii group, which also forms a Crown colony, should be Fyt 
mentioned in this chapter for tho same rciison which led nie to 
\vrit«» here of Western Australia, namely, tlmt tho colony is 
represented u|>on the Fe<leral Council of Australasia. Some of 
the planters of Fiji are dissatisliinl with tho existing gfovcm- 
meiit of the islands, and have made overtures to Victoria for 
annexation to that colony, to which, however, Victoria does not 
seem inejined to listen.

In 
tlio ol)^t ruction to which resort was had to prevent the paiuiing

The tendency to chH.Teas|i» the nuuiU^r of menibem of the Ix>wer 
House is as marked in New Z«'aland as the tendency to increase

The |»<>euliarity I have noticetl, which concerns taxation, Ttzstios. 
e\j>lains itself. In a<ldition to the very heavy success^ion duty 
and to the pro)H'rty-tax there are, it will hi* remembered, con- 
sidtiahle custom duties, so that New Zealand is certainly 
making j^'reater s;icrilici\s in the wav of tax])aying than is the 
ea-e with the other colonics thoujrh the exi>enditure per head 
of the {Mipulation of Queensland and Western Austnilia is as 
hiu'h ; hut in spite o( her heavy taxes and her heavy de)>t, her 
|H'ople as a rule are pros|x*rt)US. The New Zeidand Govem- 
inent, where they object to the owner's valuation of projwrty 
for duty, ean take the pmjH'rty at his valuation plus 10 per 
i-eiit ; hut they also have to make a )>reliminary valuation of 
tlirir own, and the lan<hiwner<'an forei? the Government to take 
his proptrty at their valuation. IU'twt*en the two the truth 
apprars generally to Im? arriv«*<l at by a conference. It has been 
tVr<piently ]>ro]xised to substitute an income-tax and land-tax 
inv the j>ro|><Mty-ta\, and tlu*n» are cross -divisions of iiartiet 
u]w>n this (|uestion, but it sc^>ms likely ui>on the whole that the 
pn»iH rty tax will cfuitinue to exist, although in 1889 Sir Harry 
.\tkiii-«Mi staketl the existence of his Government U|X>n the 
point, and yet ha<l only a majority of four. 

There is a somewhat stroiij; fe«*ling in New ZiNiland, but one Lunl Irgls* 
euiitiiud to a distinct minority, in fa\our of the State holding Utioa. 
thf land. Formerlv a vast pro|K>rtion of the Oi-cupitnl land was 
ill the hands of a plutoi*racy of a thousjind |x»ople. T!i« recent

of the i>opulation. They have in the Cath'Jic Timrsot Welling- 
t on an excellent new.sjKHwr. The Prt»sby terians of Now Z(*AlAnd, 
who are iH>\verful in the Provincial District of Otago, are 
anxious to cause the Hihie to Ix* n'od in si'hooK and have 
l>rouf:ht l»ills or resolutions b(*fore Parliament to comiK*1 the 
r(\'iding of the Bible ; but these have been lost by largr 
majorities and the syst^^m is likely to n*main free and secular. 
TIm! charge on |iul>lic funds for eiiucation in New Z«*aland Wiu 
great^'r relatively to |>o|)ulation than in the other colonies, and 
is U-ing de*Tras4Hl by Sir Harry Atkinson. 
I^al As regards the litiuor (|uestion the Qa(*en<«land and New 

option. /.raland Acts are the fulU^st loi-al option Acts in existence in 
any Australasian c<»lonies, and give the tempenini'c party that 
which t hoy ask in Knglaml more closi*ly than any other non- 
( 'anadian Acts ; but there is a go<Kl deal of eva««ion, in New 
Zealand as in South Australia, of all litvnsing provisions in 
|Mirtions of the colony. C'lulis an^ wholly exempte<l from tlie 
Act, except that all cfulis have under it to apply to the i*(»1ontal 
Home Olllce for a charter ; but it is the duty of that ollice to 
i>sue the charter on being fully satisfie<i as to the nature and 
eharact«»r of the club. There is a prohibition jMirty in Xcw 
Zealand, KmI by Sir W. Fox, who are making a bitter att.ick on 
the club-lieenMhg provisions of the law. 
i:.til«ka>K. Ni*\y Zealand has from January 1HS9 ft>llowe<l the example of 
Vietoria, (Queensland, S»uth Australia, and New South \Val«% 
in placing her State railways under a Ikwinl of Comniissioner\ 
t he ehief commisioncr iN'ing jKiid .i*2'i<X)a year. An attempt was 
iiia<Ie to discoxer a suitable ehi(*f commissiimer in England, and 
one* was found, but after b(*ing askinl to take the pbu*e,he acceptiHl 
a Ix'tter \n)i^t at home. The IkKinl hiis b<*t*n IiIUhI up with 
iH)loni.st.s and it is ho]xt], though doubtitl, that it may iiealile 
to compU'tely choke oil* thoM* ixditical influ«Mi<vs \Ahich liavc 
IxNMi prejudiViallv atlecting railway work. The New Z^^aland 
Aet is iMihaps llic htrongi»st of the whole, in the seuM? of 
al»^«»Iut«'ly vesting the State railways in the commtvsionens o\er 
whom no governor or minister is to have any power of insi¥?c- 
tion or e\ai:iinatiun, hU|HT\ision or ci>ntrol. Tlie (MixernnM^nt 
of New Zeaiind an* now allowing railways to lie made by 
j»n\ate coiiiiwinieH with land grants u|)(m the Ameri(*an systeui. 
The line truni Wellington to join the (Sovernment lailwaysoii 
the west eo;ist (»f the north ishuid, known as that of tin* Wellini;- 
ton and .Manawatu (^omfKiny, and ms^ing through tin* 
Manawatu bltK-k- at the kJc of which, l>y tin* nativc^s, I wa« 
|>re^4>nt is iu»w <»|M'n, and a great deal of fertile land lias lM*t*ti 
Itrought into settlenu'nt. Another line made with hind grants 
is to 1m* built by the Midland Kailway Coni|tanv bi*iWfH*n tlie 
«*ast and went tniasts uf the middh* or MHitli islaiid, ami two 
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million acres are to bo iiinde oyer to the company, which hiu 
just coiii])leto<l a ptirt of the line on the west coaxt coal and 
linUl fields, and is now making arrangements for beginninp the 
main part, whioli will cross the dividing range. A tnird •clicine 
is under consideration, for a lino Ixjtween the Goveninient 
systrm in Otapo and a gold and squatting country not yet 
iv.'ulif'd : but Parliament has obj(H:te<l to the large area of 
land which would have to \)C alienated to a private company 
for this scheme. The plan wouhl never have been thougnt oif 
luit for the objection in New Zealand to fre»h loann The 
private lines arc not under the control of the new railway 
iKXird. 

As in New South Wales, there has \ycon in New Zealand for Ui 
Nonie years |\'ist the need for setting aside money for the I*>yc4. 
uncMiploytMl. The CJovernmcnt threw u|x>n the distncts a few 
years ap) the chief part in the maintenance of the hospitals and 
sui>p<»rt of the IcK-al charities, and practically it may be said, as 
will Ihj se<*n in the nonaries on "Tlie loor" m Part Vl. 
( 'liaj>. 11. that New Zealand now has a poor law and a poor rate. 
Wait cliildnn arc l)o:irdeil-out in New Zealand as in New South 
Wales. 

TIh» ei^'ht-hour day is universal for artisans, but hai not Th« eight- 
reeriN e<l legislative sanction. Si»veral attempts have been made l»<*«r Jsy. 
in New Zealand to narrowly n'^tiict the hours of employment of l*ayin«»tof 
wnhMMi, and one Bill whi<'h pix>vided that no female was to work »n*«heri» 
iinnf than forty-eight hours a w(vk was carried through the *'*• 
Lower Honsi\ but rejt^cttnl by the Council. It is not liard to 
urid« I ^tand Sir HolKM't Stout s obj«H*tion to a second chaniWr 
when we notice how larp» a proportion of the measures of his 
la^t atlniini^tration were thrown out by the KpiH»r House. New 
/calami, like C\'inada, Victoria, New South Wales, Queensland, 
South Australia, ami the trivat majority of our colonies, has 
|»;i>uiont of inemliers, and the reiluction of the numbers of 
iiiciuImts in the New Zisiland Parliament is made doubly 
U'lh-ticial by this fact. Such a reiluction was indetnl in my 
opinion as nreessnry in New Zealand as it was some years ago 
ill ( 'iirrre. and the su<t<»»;s of M. Tri<*oupis in halving the number 
of nil inU-iN a?jd doublinir the taxes shows that such 0|X*rations 
an* not so ditficult. in a parliamentary sense, as they were once

Financial In New Z(*alniid ^eiKTally it may be Kiiid that in ntnte of tlie 

I»oMtion. fiiiaiu'ial condition of tho colony, which U nothing liko so fnd 
as it would Ih* if the figures rt*ferrcHl to an old country and not 
to a new and undcvclojXHl oiu% tho i>eople are contented. More- 
ov<T, a new wave of pros|>ority mvuik alx>ut to break upon the 
colony. I'ho Ixviutiful clniiate and the fertile Noil make, as luis 
U'cn i)oint«*d out by an eminent colonial |)oliticiati, the women 
and ciiildrcn of the settlors hai»py with a hapt)ini*HH that lielongs 
to workinfc women where the cow* pive plenty of milk and 
butter, the fowls ^ive plenty' of epK"*. the land nmiles upon them, 
and the children thrive. I nder such circumstances settlers can 
U'ar a |;ood dral of taxati<m without flinching. 
ro|»ulation. If New Zealand were |v>pulat(*<l like Italy or Japan she 
would have from twenty to thirty millions of inhabitants 
within her lx>un<laries. Iler soil is as f«Ttile ; her climate as 
pHKl or iM^tter ; her minerals much more valuable ; and tlien* 
<'an 1)0 no reason why this colony, small though it is as com- 
panul with most of the Australian i*olonie.<, Khould not one 
<lay hold thirty millions of prosix-roUH an<i c(jntent4sl |)e<>i>le. 
Tlicre is not the s:imo crowding; into towns olisiTvable in New 
Zealand as in Au>tralia. The four chirf citi«*A, which are tlie 
only large ones ha\e among them under 2<*MKX) |H*ople even 
whiMi we include all their strairglinflr suburlis. Auckland 
is the largest town ^ Christrhurcli and l>une<1iii follow ; and 
Wellington, the capit.il, is but a Uid fourth, although Wel- 
lington is likrly, 1 think, to gmw. Cnder the old provinctAl 
system, which has now Uhmi for a gcMi*! many years extinct. 
Canterbury, Otago, Auckland, and the other provinces h#<l 
a conipli'trnevs of Home Kule which m.-ide of New Zealand 
a somewhat loose finleration. and this tend<*«l to prevent tlie 
pred<»minance of any city. The system is at an end, yet its 
rr>ults in some degret* i*ontinue. It was in its4*lf a conse<|uence 
of the mountainous natun* of the country and, in the n<»rth 
island, of the o<*cui>.ition of the interior by a warlike nAtiye 
raee. Tlu» New Zealan<l i)it>i>le i» alxiut as Kngli^h in 
conii>osition as an* those of the .\U!«tralian colonit^s, aihI ratlier 
more Si-oteh ; and Now Z«*;iland is one of tho few coloniiii in 
whi<'h tho Switch arc mort* nunien»u4 than tlic Iri^lt Our 
AustralaNian (^lonies form the only gnsit countries in the 
World alnioNt entirely inhabitt*<l by the |M*op]e of the I'littrd 
Kiii'.:doni, W(>11 mi\o<l up, and by them only. In the riiitetl 
Stat«'s there is a large (M*rman and ScandiiiAviAn element ; 
in (*an:ula tlwre is a largo Fn*nch elemotit ; And in South 
Africa the Duteh an* inon* numerous tlian tho Kngltsh, and 
the Kafirs than oither. l»ut in Australia, gi*nrrally Kp(*Akinff, 
we have a |H»iiulation of whieli a quarter is Irinli, an eighth 
Sei>tch, an<l tlie remaind^T KngliNli ; while in New Zealand 
we have a }K>pulation of which m*arly a (piarter is Scotdi^ less 
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than A (luartor Irif^li, and the rest inniiilv Kii^lish. Tlnre An 
iiioro IVoNhytcrians than Koiimn Cnthoiu*^ in New SCc^hind, 
a f.'iit which in itsolf forms a considemhlc oxaniplo of the 
pivuliarity which distinguishes Now /cahuul from the AuKtmliiiii 
colonics ; hut the ISonian Catholics are, as I have hinted^ not 
Icv< inlhuMitial in New Zealand than they arc generally in 
Australia. Sui>stantiallv it may U» said that New ZealAnd. 
like Australia, is inhal>ittMl hy the people of the Unitea 
Kin^'dom shaken together, and that the New Zealand people 
are as intelligent as tlie Australiami. 

The advantage which will Ix' the mnkinc of New Zealand lYodoctiL 
is that of variety of pro<luction, which rTic posse^iscs in A 
liiglier degree than even Queensland, and which miiKt always 
rause her to 1k» rich through whatever momentary depression 
>lu» may i>;iss. Sheej> countrv, catths country, minerals of 
every kind, timU'r, fruit— all the productions of the whole of 
the AuNtralian colonies, and others which they <lo not atForri, 
are fouTid unit<'d in New Zealand. Iler coal is not placed 
Nsherc it is most wante<l, hut nevertludess her steam-coal is 
exctlitiit : g«»ld still exists, proUihly in large quantities; and 
the other minerals are all present, ami will undouhtetlly in 
time Ixgin to yield their harvest. New Zealand has lieen to 
^Miuc txtcnt han<licap|H'd l)j* a war expenditure. Henmliatioii, 
which has Immmi suggested m .sonu^ Knglisli lx>oks which Imve 
arouMMl tierce indignation in the colcmy, is as unlikely in the 
r.iM' of New Zealand as in the casi* of any of the colonies of 
Austialia, and the colony is now settling down into what is 
likely to prove an vnv r)f more ]H*rmanent pn».N|x»rity than 
she has \»t enjoyt^l. Native troubles are at an enci llie 
war verptre has Imimi given Up by the Maories voluntarily to 
the Mi?iiNttr for Native AtFairs and the country l)etwet*n and 
iiielutlinL: the splendid mountains of Tongariro and Iluapelia 
has U-en set i\^\iU' as a natiomd |>;irk on the pro|)Obal oi the 
tii)M> that owmtl it.

The sudden ptpularity of the United States in Australia is one 
of the most nuerestin^ new develoi>ments of our day. 
Fivnth aii.l There can 1m* no doubt that lor sevend 3'ears liefore tlie 
(;rriiian meeting of the Colonial l\»nferent*«», wi.si»ly Kummoned by Mr. 
a.iioii in Stanho)M', the public opinion of the Australa«>ian colonies liad 
ilif Paniic. ,j,^^ Um'u enouijh recoffnisecl in territorial que.sticms conct*rning 
th«' South Pacitie. '1 he overwhelming colonial opinion was, a^ 
it is, that the pn»senee »»f France and Ciermany cIoko to tlie 
Australian coast in full of dang(*r to the colonit^ and that tlie 
transiH>rtation of criminals by France to the South IWiBc is 
an outrage. Suthcient weight was ci'rtainly not given to tlic«e 
views at the commenciMucnt of the |K>rtion of the negotiaticNU 
with n';;aid to the New Hebrides that i>rece<lr<l the meeting of 
the Colonial Confeivnce, The French liad plwIgtHl tln'niiiri\e* 
in ]Ss3 to do all we wanted ; that is to itay, not to entc'rtain 
the ipie^tion of the annexation of the New llebritU^s witliout 
t-onsultation with the Australasian colonies and without oar 
securing ctMiditions K;iti.Nfact(»ry to them. 1*ut after this tlie 
French sent troo[>s to the New Uebndi*s and raised c<ilonial 
e\as|M'ration to fever heat The ii^lands hml lieen civiliiied iff 
Siotch rresbyt4Mian««j ami the congregations took up thir 
<^^ue^tion, titterly refusing thesuggt^xtion of Ktopnini; tranniiorls 
tion to N«'W ( ale<lonia (which ountry they looked upon »• 
alrea<lv full of convieti*X in return f<»r the annexation %4 tlw 
New jlebritles to Franc«». It was when IdWiX lUwidirnr wa4 
Secretary <»f State in IKSij that this oiler, or ratlier, tln^ iarp*r 
olh'r to wholly n^ase the M'udinff of convicts to any |iart of the 
Tacitic, was made, Uurked by Tiini, and refused by tlie Atts* 
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tralians. At tho end of 1887 the Australinns pot their wat, 
l)ut Fnince obtained an i>land ana reward for having gntdffingfy 
kept licr woixl. The rapid growth of an AustralaMian Monroe 
(i(K'trino has \yQCi\ tlic consequence, and a confennice, which 
ou^ht to have assisted in bringing alx>ut better relations 
i)otw4M>n the mother-country and tlie colonies, resulted in the 
Australian delegates going home in an unnleasant state of 
mind, after exchanging amenities with Tx>rd Salisbury, such as 
romplimenting him u[x>n having delivered a s|ieecn which 
would have Ix'cn excellent in tho mouth of tho Pnroe Minister 
of Fnmce^ 

A nM>t«Ml idea has grown up in the colonies tluit, for tho sake 
of a smile from Germany or the absence of a frown from 
Franre, the mother-country would always be prepared to tritfe 
with interests whieh the colonies think great The refusal to 
tlH» colonies of n»pn»sentation on the Samoa Conference in 1889 
inrreas4Hl this fii'ling. Tho modern doctrine with regard to the 
Smith Tacitie, which had Ix'en foreshadowed by a resolution to 
w liicli all the colonies were i>arti(»8 at their meeting at Srdncy 
in l.vs:i, was nsisserted, on the motion of Mr. I>«ikin, by the 
Ftnleral Council in its session of 1880, when it was unanimously 
resolved that the colonies put on reeoixl their strenuous objec- 
tion to any fresh accjuisition of territory by any foreign power 
in the Pacific south of tlie etiuator. Mr. Deakin in his speech 
went so far as to declare that the two new continents — America 
and .\ustralia would take care of the Pacific, and suggested 
that the I'acitic would liecome an English lake. He nrofiosed 
as tlio future name of his own continent, which would watch 
the southern jwirt of that grt»at oci»an, **11ic United States of 
AuNtralasi.'i." lie allude<l to the irritation against tlie home 
tiovcnuiient f4>r not paying suthcient attention to colonial 
int4M'e^ts in the S)uth Pacific, and declan*d that tlie Federal 
( uuncil was netMle<l if for this matter alone. 

rnitiil action among the i^lonies with reganl to the Pacific TIm 4s- 
had first Ufn tak«*n in detail and in formal style by a des[iatch smtck uf 
fn»m the A^ents-Ceneral to I-ortl Derby in 18H.1, in which they tlMAgvats-

Now C aledonia has lKH»n brought geographically more closely New 
into the Australian svMteni, fin»t bv the British annexation (>f CskJoafe. 
tlx' Fiji Islaiuls and tlicn b^r that of Kouth-eastern New Ouine* 
and t»f the arclii^iclago running from New Guinea towanis New 
CaU-doni.'i. Fiji has Ix^come a portion of the Australasian 
Fi'di'nition, an(l is n»presenttMl upon the Federal Council: and 
New CaltHloiiia lies ni the din»ct lino between Fiji ana the 
(^UiMMisland ixvist from HrisKine to Koi'khampton, and is only 
a littlr farther from Australia than from Fiji The very exist- 
eiict* of a blue s|K>t WtwetMi the red patches on the map is an 
ainiovaiiee to Australia, and the n'jjeated escapes of French 
e<»nviets to the Australian mainland have added to tlio strength 
of the feeling. So larj^c are New (Suinea and Australia that 
Fiji and New Ca1e<lonia look timall uyton the map ; but New 
CaNnlonia has one island which is larger than any of the islands 
(tf the Fiji ^I'oup, and the Fiji Islands themselves are far l^rTOr 
than the whole of our NVest-lndia Islands |)ut together. The 
laii<l in lx>th the groui)s is excellent, and they are undoubtedly 
eligible of l)earing a largo i)0))ulation. The Australians have 
:iIm> thought that it was possible that in time of war tlie con- 
\icts from New CahMloniji, who wen* ali*eady drille<l and armed 
atid nut into the field against the natives during the last 
Kanaka iuNurreetion, might lie lande<l on the coast oi Australia 
to attack our settlements; but I think that this danger, if it 
ever existinl, is a dangtT of the t>ast TliO convicts would 
naturally beizo the opi>ortunity oi escaping, and would not 
plaee th('invc*lves in a ]>osition where they would probably be 
>h«)t d«)\\ n by the Australians, who are well known not to love 
iUrui. In Ihn:) public meetings were held all over Australia to

it is diirunilt to forecast the prolxihle drift of alFaim when an

and a FiHhTal Kx<H?utive. It is i)rolifihIe that in a year or two 
tentative steps will 1r» taken by the Ftxlernl Council pointing 
towards the creation of such a Parliament and Executive, Uut» 
even when a move in this dinn'tion is made, three or four years 
will iirohahly lie consumed in negotiation beforo much comes of 
it.

A committ«H? ot the wholo (%»uncil wm4 
app«*int<M| at the instani*e of South .\ustndia, which had joined 
the Couiiril with this intention, to consider the KubJ4*rt t>f its 
eidari;«'uient antl ref«iim; but ditFen'Oci* of opinion nt imee 
aroM' as to wh<*ther eai-li M*\i uo\einin'J odony should mmhI IIh* 
same numlMT of mend>i'rs ctr whether n*pii'M*ntation kIiouKI li^ 
pro|>«irtional to |Mipulation. Then* was als4» a dith*n*n«*«* ns to 
til** niiMle tif nonnnation or eleetion of the menilierN.

The c«»lonies haw 
tlnirowii land fotn-s; proteet, when they plea s4*, their IliaiiU- 
t.ict nie> au'-iiust our tradi* - wi* chi not inteifere witli theiii in 
any way. Tliev ohtain in other |i:irt.s of the worhl tho MT^iti-^ 
• >f all the diplomat ie, eoiisular, and military a'^'entt of ttriMi 
Ihit.iin without lontrihutin^ to their cost, and ihosi* arr nda* 
ti<iii> whit'li for soiiM' time toroini* will still form .iti iiiduiviiieiit 
to till- riil<>iiii*s to ii-main with uv. In the e\ cut of a war tlH-y

iiLvluMoii. l>ul there was nocr a iiiunieiit, takini; the vulunie% Cc»|;i*tlH*r, 
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when their position as a whole was not bettor than it had lieen 
in previous years. While the oy<»s of on-lookers liave been 
tixinl on <1rouKltt.s the (h^struetion of f1o(*ks, and political dead- 
ioi'ks eausing fiiuituial sta^^nation, tlie neople have been placed 
in inereasinK nuniU'rs ii|Km the lanct, wa&res have roinaincd 
hi^h, tlie invr.Ntment of the earnings of tlie workers in the 
(•«ilonit'> thriiis4>lv(^ has stradily increas4>d, and now it may be 
>:i'u\ that, as eniii|winHl with the past, ]>olitical p*»aee mgns in 
tho Australasian ci>Ionies and that finaneial confidence in their 
fii tun' lias ret urne<I to the most timid. Tlie external trade of 
tlies** southern eolunies, with their trilling population, already 
exceeils that of the United Kingdom at the time of the acces* 
sioti of the (jucen. In five ami twenty years from now the I 
.\uNtralasian population will lie greater than that of the 
iiiuthtT country, an<l the e(»Ionit*s will lie stronsrtT than w*e are 
now in |H>t<'ntial military strengtlu Tliev will have discovered 
{\iv iiH-ans by l)oring, by irrigation, aiwf by water-storage, of 
making almost all their soil fertile. They may, bv tliat time, 
liavr »'\as|MTat<Hl a small elass at home by special and severe 
li ui^lation din-eted against capitalists and aliscMitees ; but even 
this will alK'ot but a small nuinlNT of persons and will leave 
tli«> great jMiblic untrmeluHl. Tlie funds of the Australasian 
rnlonirs w il! adxann^ in price lioth with fe<leration and with 
the concession of the privih^ee of lieing includ<»d in the list 
for Ic^mI trust investment. The character and ability of the 
«^>)nnial vtat<*smen atv alnsidy such as to show that, in tlie 
atlairs th« y may c*on<luct with us pruthMice will be at least as 
liki'ly to \h* cn)iste<l on the iHilonial side as ui)oii that of the 
mother country ; and, whatever hapi)ens witii n^ganl to our 
relations ^ve are now ei^rtain to titui in Australia and New 
/e.iland countries of which our bOiis will be proud. 
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
